MANDAMUS 


To Compel Durbin To Re¬ 
lease Fugitives 


SUGGESTED IN FRANKFORT. 


MR. RAY RECOMMENDS THAT AC¬ 
TION BE TAKEN. 


HIS VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 16.-[Speclal.]- 
The possible action of Gov. Beckham In 
regard to the rendition of the fugitive*. 
Tajlor and Finley, now that Gov. Dur¬ 
bin ha* refused to honor requisitions 
for ihc-ir return. Is'being discussed here. 
.Mr John W. Ray. a member of the lo¬ 
cal tar. who has taken the pains to in¬ 
vestigate the matter. Jn speaking of It, 
said: 

“The only thing that seems to be left 
to be done 1* an action for mandamus 
to compel the return of the fugitives. 
This could be brought against the Gov¬ 
ernor of Indiana In the State courts of 
Indiana, and ought to be successful. The 
Supreme CJourt, In the case of Kentucky 
vs. Dennison (24 Howard!, referred to 
by Gov. Beckham In his letter to Gov. 
Durbin, expressly held that a Governor 
had no discretion about honoring a de¬ 
mand for the return of a fugitive/ac¬ 
cused of crime In another State. In the 
same opinion It was held that manda¬ 
mus was the proper remedy to compel 
such action, but that court declined to 
grant the maftdamus because the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution Itself nor Congress 
had given that court power to en¬ 
force Its mandates against a Governor, 
there said to he a sovereign. 

• • • 

StAte Not a Sovereign. 

“It will be remembered that this case 
was decided Jnst before the iat * war, 
**nd at a time when the Supreme Court 
was In favor of the doctrine of State 
rights and State sovereignly. That doc¬ 
trine was settled by the arbitrament cf 
war, that the States had no sovereign 
rights; it wui finally and forever deter¬ 
mined that a State was hot a sover¬ 
eign: it could not secede, but must obey 
the Federal Constitution. Even Texas, 
that was in fact a sovereign republic 
before it was admitted as a part of 
the Union, was denied the right of sov¬ 
ereignty. except as It is guaranteed un¬ 
der the Constitution. So I think that 
If the question of the power of the Su¬ 
premo Court was now asked It would 
be said unhesitatingly that the power 
existed and had always existed to com¬ 
pel obedience to the Constitution, and 
that no person is above the law. I think 
that now the Dennison case would be 
overruled because the reason on which 
It rested—State sovereignty—has ex¬ 
ploded However, it Is not necessary to 
have the Supremo Court pass on that 
question. The action could be brought 
In the courts of Indiana, where the ques¬ 
tion of Federal power would not be call¬ 
ed In question. 

• • • 

Indiana Courts Might Act. 

“The Supremo Court of Indiana bason 
several occaehms directed the Circuit 
Courts to Issue mandamus against (he 
Gcrverticfr of the State. There are three 
reported cosea where such ha* been 
held to within the power of the 
courts. Tills has also been done in a 
number of State*, notably, Alabama, 
California, Kansas, Ohio, Georgia. Mon¬ 
tuna. North Carolina, F« nnsylvanio. 
Maryland. Minnesota, and by the Su¬ 
preme Court on appeal from Louisiana. 

“While a number of cases may be 
found where the writ of mandamus was 
refused oganlst the Governor, in a 
number of States, an examination of 
a great number of them will show that 
the thing the Governor was asked to 
do was discretionary, and not merely 
ministerial, as Is the case In rendition 
«>f criminals. By bringing the action in 
the State court* of Indiana, the ques¬ 
tion of jv wer, tha r defeated the Denni- 

oasc. would be avoided. 1 think 
*ucih on action could be maintained. 
Certainly if it can be, it ought to be. I 
think the ease worth a trial. I would 
Unhealtutlngly advise such an action.** 

Mr. Ray was *vlif ted to bring the 
action to test the constitutionality of 
th* Goebel election law, and. Iat* r. rep¬ 
resented th^ Stat* In the question of 
jurisdiction over the Ohio river, and 
has been connected with some import¬ 
ant tax casM* recently.

Chicago, Ill.. Nov. 16.—A New York 
telegram to the American sa>»: 

‘•Yes,” said Mike Donovan, *1 boxed 
three rounds with Theodore Roosevelt, 
and if he can govern us cleverly as he 
can box, this country need Lot fear so 
long as he Is In the White House. 

"He was not President when he and I 
boxed. It waa while he was Governor 
of New York. I went to Albany with 
my brother. Gov. Roosevelt heard I was 
there and sent for me to come to the 
executive mansion. ‘Governor’s House,’ 
he called It. He asked If I would put the 
gloves on with him. As we were draw¬ 
ing the gloves on he said to me: "Fro- 
f-ssor. I'm pretty n*ar-slghted, so I 
must keep rather close to you. And he 
did. 

• • • 

Wanted Them Harder. 

”W© shook hands and he stepped 
back on the defensive. His guard was 
high, the way men were taught to carry 
their hands at the time he learned to 
box when he was a boy at Harvard In 
the late '70s. I took the aggressive, but 
worked cautiously at first to ’try him 
out' and get a line on his style and see 
whnt he could do. I did not use tny full 
■trength. 

" ’This la not fair.* he called. 

"I wondered If i d un«*onueloutdy gonu 
S bit t*K> hard, and I began to f «?1 rath! 
to tmrrnn T-ji uLie. but Uc umtlnued«. 


"I tried my best to keep out of their 
way. but he was everywhere. One of 
h!s heavy mvlngs caught me on the up¬ 
per part of the ear. I had a ‘black ear’ 
next morning. At the close of the bout 
he was unbreathed and looked fresh 
enough for Half a dozen more rounds. 
Considering how fast we had gone this 
showed not only his excellent condition, 
but bis splendid endurance and 
strength. 

"To sum up President Roosevelt's 
qualities as u boxer, I should say he 
was more a Tighter than a spnrrer. He 
la aggressive, powerful, fearless. There 
Isn’t an atom of ’yellow’* or timidity In 
ha* make-up. He has the strong wrists 
and fiat* of the true fighter, the cool 
head and perfect control of his temper 
so necessary to any one w ho would win 
success with Che gloves. 

"Theodore Roosevelt Is In my opinion 
the most wonderful man living. He Is 
’at the top’ because he belongs there; 
because he was bound to work Ills way 
there. If he had tnk» n to prize fight.ng 
Instead of statesmanship, he would 
sooner or later have made himself 
champion of the world."

STRIKE STILL ON. 


MAY MEAN DESTRUCTION OF 
CITY OF TAMPA. 


None of Cigar Factories Running Full 
Force* And Some Are Closed 
Down. 


The strike of the cJgarmakers at 
Tampa is becoming serious, according 
to the representative of a New York 
cigar house who here yesterday. 

He has recently returned from a visit 
to Tampa, and, discussing fhe situation 
with a reporter f. r the Courleir-Joiwr al. 
said that, while promises had been 
made every day for the last two or 
three months to settle the strike Imnw- 
dlately, the problem was no nearer a 
solution than It wa* last July, when 
the strike was Inaugurated, and he 
saw no prospects of an early settle¬ 
ment. 

The speaker, w-ho la at the head of one 
of the largest cigar manufacturing 
hxwises In New York, request d that Ms 
nam*‘ be not ust*d, for business reason. 
Continuing bis conversation, he #aid: 
"Cigar manufacturers are being driven 
out of Tnmpa Just as they were driven 
out of Key West and New York a few 
year* ago, nnd If the difficulties are not 
•oon settled It will not be a great wltile 
belWe every large manufacturer will be 
forced to leave and return to New' Y‘»rk. 
One can form some Idea of the condi¬ 
tions existing there when It Is known 
thut only 1.300 c!garmak»rs are working 
In the enUre city. This »* a small per¬ 
centage of th* number employed under 
# 

factories work 700 and *» men. and 
not a factory running there now ha# 
h:tif that number iimLr contract. A 
gr«Mt many of the largo factories have 

shut down. 

"If the large factories are forced to 
leave th< city It pn.ctUmlly means the 
deith knell of tht- town, as fully two- 
thirds of tne population depend on the 
tobacco and cigar Industry’ for a iiv ng. 
L» * the factories Nve a n d hundreds of 
fnnvliit s will be forced to eeek hom^s 
elsewhere. . , ^ , 

•Tie strike 19 having a depri-sslns ef¬ 
fect on the cigar trade, so far as Ha¬ 
vana cIk trs are concerned. It Is almost 
Impost-.ble to get what is termed a 
Key West or Tampa-made Havana 


clgnr. ar.d if the strike continues much, 
longer the supply will run m* entirely. 
Of course. New York-mode Havana 
cigar3 are plentiful, and I suppose tocat 
manufacturers have all the Havana to¬ 
bacco they need to supply their trade, 
but when It comes to the goods manu¬ 
factured in the two Southern cities It • 
a different proposition." •

IRISH ELECTIONS

Leaven¬ 
worth military prison, who was shot 
during the mutiny at that institution 
on November 7. died to-day of his 
wounds. Twenty-six mutineers now be¬ 
come liable to a charge of murder. It 
was generally supposed that Frank 
Thompson, the negro who led th© re¬ 
volt, fired the shot that caused Wal- 
drupe’s death. Thompson Is one of the 
seventeen convicts who have been cap¬ 
tured since the outbreak.

INCREASE 


IN NUMBER OF STEERAGE ARRI¬ 
VALS IN AMERICA. 


Italians Formed the Largest Propor¬ 
tion of Immigrants During 
the Past Year. 


Washington, Nov. 16 —The annual re¬ 
port of Commissioner General Powderiy, 
of tho Immigration Bureau, shows the 
total steerage arrivals in the United 
States during the year to have been 487,- 
918, an Increase over the preceding year 
of 39.346, or approximately 9 per cent. 
Of this Increase 2,020 came through 
Canadian ports, and the remainder 
through ports of this country. There 
were also 74.950 other altcn passengers 
who came in the cabin, making a total 
for the year of 562,868. 

The ratio of increase of Italian Immi¬ 
gration as compared with those from 
the same country last year is approxi¬ 
mately 36 per cant., or more than three¬ 
fold the ratio of increase from all Eu¬ 
rope, and the Increases numerically 
from all other countries of Europe ag¬ 
gregate'one-fourth of that from Italy 

The principal countries from which 
the steerage arrivals for the year came 
aw given as follows: 

Italy. Sicily and Sardinia, 133,996; 
Austria-Hungary. 113.390; Russian Em. 
pfre and Finland. 85.257; Ireland, 30.561; 
Sweden, 23.331; Gentian Empire, 21.651; 
Norway. 12.248; England. 12,214 

The larger number of Immigrants, it 
la shown, were destined to the States 
of Illinois. Massachusetts, New York. 
Pennsylvania and Maryland.

tunity to resign. The attempts to keep 
the matter a secret have failed, and 
last night the story of the card game 
was related In rhany of the clubs, every¬ 
where creating a distinct sensation be¬ 
cause of the standing of the men en¬ 
gaged in it 

Whispered rumors had been heard 
in the cardroom at the Manhattan Club 
that It required more than luck to ex¬ 
plain several winnings that had been 
made there. Until last Monday night 
the rumors found few to believe them. 
The verification came unexpectedly, but 
In a manner that convinced those pres¬ 
ent that the good name of the club 
required Immediate action. 

Six were In the party that sat down 
to a game of poker In the Manhattan 
Club cardroOm after the theater. They 
were all well-known members and all 
of high standing In business and social 
life. Had aaiy one of the six been 
asked, he would have replied that he 
played for amusement and with little 
care as to the monetary outcome of the 
gome. The stakes were not large, 
though enough money was wagered on 
several of the hands to make the play 
fairly exciting. 

• • • 

Too Fortunate To Be Honest. 


As the hours dragged along luck 
seemed to trend too much In one direc¬ 
tion. A participant In the game be¬ 
came convinced that peculiar methods 
were being pursued, and determined to 
tak~ the earliest opportunity of ex¬ 
iting the man whom he believed to be 
playing unfairly. 

Owing to his position at the table, 
this gentleman was unable to see all 
that was done by the suspected nuin. 
especially *hen the latter was dealing 
the cards. On the pretense that he 
hoped to break his luck, he persuaded 
another one of the players to change 
places with him, and by this ruse ob¬ 
tained a seat at the table directly op¬ 
posite the man he was watching 
All went well for perhaps thirty min¬ 
utes. and then the watcher declares he 
saw the man upon whom his suspicion 
had rested slip a card from the bottom 
of the deck In helping his hand In a 
Ja< k pot In the draw. 

> With a quick movement, and before 
the hand could be lifted, the watcher 
reached across and pinned the five 
cards to the table. The dealer, deeply 
confused, seemed to be unable to speak 
for a moment. The other four gentle- 
i,,cn gasped their astonishment and 
t waited for an explanation of the 
Btntnge interruption of the game.

Fateful Queen of Clubs. 


New York, Nov. 16—A Buffalo tele¬ 
gram to the Tribune rays. 

Interviews secured from local physi¬ 
cians, who attended President McKin¬ 
ley In his last Illness, are authority for 
the assertion that no doctors’ bills for 
services then performed will be present¬ 
ed Just now. It was learned on excel¬ 
lent authority that Senator Mark Han¬ 
na gave directions to have all bills sub¬ 
mitted to him so he personally could 
pay them, ’nils. It la said, will not be 
done, as the physicians feel that Con¬ 
gress would not approve. 

The local doctors are undecided as to 
what should be done. None have feit 
like taking the Initiative, and thus fsr 
)there has been no formal discussion of 
the subject of bills Among them. As If 
by mutual consent, the physicians have 
decided to await pQMtfbte voluntary ac¬ 
tion by Congress. The local doctors who 
attended the President were Matthew’ 
D. Mann, Herman Mynter, John Por- 
rn eater, Roswell Park, Charles R. 
Stockton and Eugene Waadln. IDs. 
Harvey H. Gaylord and Herman Mat- 
ztnger performed the autopsy. Dr. 
Mann, anslsted by Prs. Mynter and 
Parnienter, performed the first opera¬ 
tion on the President, but Dr. Parmen- 
ber subsequently had nothing to do 
with the ease. 

• • • 

Garfield Case the Only Precedent. 


"When the cards were cut,” said the 
gentleman who was still holding the 
five to the table, ”1 caught a glimpse 
of the bottom card. It was the queen 
of clubs. In helping your hand I saw 
you slip a card from the bottom. It Is 
the uppermost one of these cards that 
I stopped you from picking up. If that 
card Is not the queen of clubs, and If 
It does not Improve your hand. I will 
Apologize to you and to the gentlemen 
present and I will resign from the Man¬ 
hattan Club. If U Is the queen of clubs 
J will insist that you leave the club.” 

“1 have the queen of clubs in my 
hand,” said the player who had been 
denounced. ”1 held It before drawing 
cards, and I did not take the card from 
the l>ottom of the deck.’ 

“The card that you di/w is the top 
card of the five If that is the queen of 
clubs you did not have it in your hand 
before the draw.” 

With that the cards were turned face 
upward on the table, and were found 
to be five clubs, with the queen of clubs 
the one drawn to complete a flush. 

For Just a moment there was silence 
In the room All six of the players 
were on their feet. One of them slipped 
armors the room and closed and locked 
**ie door. 

f Then there was an explanation. None 
cl those present will tell exactly what 
took place, but It Is said that the sus¬ 
pected player finally admitted that he 
bad pursued unfair methods. 

Paper, pens and Ink were sent for, 
nnd n resignation wm immediately 
'drawn and signed. It was found that 
the member owed the club about $260. 
He refused to pay. saying that advan¬ 
tage had been taken of him and he 
would fight before he would be driven 
ony further. The others who had been 
present In the cardroom during the 
game contributed 650 each, and In this 
manner discharged the indebtedness, 
•nd the Incident was declared closed. 

KNOXVILLE TRACTION 

PROPERTIES ARE SOLD. 


When Dr. Waedln was seen by the 
Tribune correspondent regarding the 
probable action of the physicians in 
the matter of submitting bills, he said: 
“I have beard no discussion whatsoever 
on that subject except that it is likely 
no hills will be presented. Oh, no; I do 
not know that this has been decided 
definitely. 1 mean simply. nothing ha3 
been said to me regarding It. At any 
rate, no bills will be presented Just 
now; k is too soon after the funeral.” 

Drs. Mann and Mynter were not so 
reserved. “We really do not know Just 
now what to do.” said Dr. Mann. 
“The only precedent for a case of thU 
kind Is the Garfield case. In that in¬ 
stance Congress appropriated $100,000 
out of which the physicians were paid.” 

“If Congress would appropriate a sim¬ 
ilar sum In this case would that be sat¬ 
isfactory ?” Dr. Mann was asked. 

“Well, we have not discussed the 
question of bills In any way, and, of 
course. I am unable to say what com¬ 
pensation the different physicians 
would consider adequate. I think, how¬ 
ever. an appropriation by Congress 
would be the most satisfactory to us. 
Any sum Congress decides upon, no 
matter what It is, will be satisfactory 
to all the Buffalo physicians. If this 
were done it would obviate the rather 
delicate matter. In this case, of submit¬ 
ting bills which may become the sub¬ 
ject of criticism, no matter what the 
size may be.” 

• • • 

Think Congress Should Act. 


"You see,” Interrupted Dr. Mynter. 
who was present, 'if we submit small 
bills, there are many physicians who 
w'ould declare that we were foolish and 
establishing a bad precedent, to put it 
mildly. If we submit large bills, the 
people of the country will criticise us.* 
Congress should make an appropriation. 
Looking at the case from a purely bus¬ 
iness viewpoint, and eliminating all 
sentiment. It must be apparent that the 
fact that the President was kept alive 
for more than a week prevented a 
financial panic in this country. That 
alone la worth considering.” 

Neither physician, of course, would 
speak regarding a definite valuation of 
services as applied to any of the Presi¬ 
dent’s physicians. 

"Only one doctor, a New York man, 
has found any fault with us,” Dr. Myn¬ 
ter added, “and we have heard from 
doctors In every civilized country or 
the globe through medical publics 
tlons.” 

“If the report is true that Senator 
Hanna will pay these bills, will yc* 
submit them to him?" was asked. 

“I don’t think Congress would lik« 
that," was Dr. Mann’s reply, and Dr. 
Mynter nodded assent to it. 

“Then, as far as the position of the 
local physicians Is concerned, they will 
wait for possible action by Congress be¬ 
fore doing anything?” 

“Yes. I think so. That seems to be 
the best thing to do,” said Dr. Mann. 
“The proper thing.” commented Dr. 
Mynter.

pearance. 


MANY COSTLY IMPROVEMENTS 


THE ESTATE CONSTANTLY AD¬ 
DED TO IN RECENT YEARS. 


POPULAR FOR HIS LIBERALITY. 


[Wantage Can*es pondenre of.the Mall and 
Exprnr*.] 

After a quiet fashion, and without evi¬ 
dence of social ambition, Richard 
Croker. of New York, has become one of 
the considerable men of this neighbor¬ 
hood. While his New’ York notoriety 
and his first-class racing stable made 
him an object of curious Interest when 
he firm came to Moat House, at Let- 
combe, which is within two miles of 
Wantage, It Is no longer these matters 
that Berkshire people remark upon first, 
w hen Mr. (broker’s name Is mentioned. 

Everj’ man who gives steady employ¬ 
ment to a great number of the lower 
class, here In this grazing and farming 
county. Is at once noticed, and the sub¬ 
ject of comment. Mr. Croker has had 
at work for him an army of men, dig* 
glng a lake, making roads and Improv¬ 
ing his property generally. Every one 
with whom he has dealt, and who has 
jterformed honest service, declares the 
New Yorker is liberal and sure In pay¬ 
ment. and has plenty of work to give 
out. 

• • • 

Enlarging His Domain. 

When Mr. Croker first came to Moat 
House, this ancient structure, which Is 
said to have been a shooting box as 
long ago as the reign of King John, 
stood In only a few acres of land. 
The estate was modest, and the very 
entrance thereto was unimportant. 
Much changed is all this under Mr. 
Croker’s regime. The house was ap¬ 
proached by a narrow road from the 
hamlvt of Let combe. Now the massive 
Irvn gates are led up to by a broad 
gravel sweep. A heavy wall and a bar¬ 
rier of iron palings have been placed 
along one side of this entrance, which is 
now almost pompous. On the other side 
of the road are several cottages recent¬ 
ly bought by the owner of Moat House. 

Property hereabout Is ofen difficult to 
pick up, even by lavish useuf "£ s. d.,” 
but Mr. Croker has managed to c*iax 
several hundred acres, surrounding 
Moat house, away from the former 
ow’ners. Land agents at Wantage have 
had their share of some large transac¬ 
tions In which Mr. Croker’s ample 
spending po/er has accomplished sur¬ 
prisingly near to what he desired. 
Prices suitable to the unusual case of a 
rich American were asked In several 
instances, but, except where obvious 
efforts at squeezing were made, Mr. 
Croker did not demur. 

On this big tract of land thus added 
to the Moat house property, Mr. Croker 
has not only built stables, but has had 
skillful men help him in laying out a 
sort of park. 

• • A 

Costly Improvements. 


At the corner of a road which leads 
frrm Wantage by a short cut to Let- 
combe, which the narrowness of the 
way made dangerous, Mr. Croker hn3 
given a piece of land and has made a 
rounded stveep. finished by a stone 
wall, thus completely transforming the 
route. On the other side of the road 
he has purchased an old corn mill, and 
here he la building his electric light 
station, which Is to be worked by the 
water power formerly used to turn the 
mill wheel. 

At the back of this station, one of 
the largest of Mr. Croker’s works is to 
be seen. This is the lake before men¬ 
tioned, which covers several acres and 
has been dug out to a considerable 
depth, giving employment to an army 
of men of the district In the middle 
Is a small island. 

Several times the lake has been filled 
and emptied. The first time the 
emptying process was not gradual 
enough, with the result that the houses 
In Wantage which were near the 
stream were partially flooded. On an¬ 
other occasion, when the lake was 
filled, the w’ater course of the stream 
became so dry that the trout were 
killed. So, again It was emptied, this 
time more gradually. 

On the future of this luke the village 
lads are much reckoning, seeing visions 
of good fishing and bathing. A drive is 
to be made along the whole right bank 
of the lnke, which will lead directly to 
Moat house, thus obviating the neces¬ 
sity of going into the village. Good 
stables are also built near the lake, 
where some of the splendid horses that 
Mr. Croker possesses are to be seen. 

The rest of the property consists 
chiefly of meadow land and agricultural 
property, attended to by a bailiff. 

• • • 

Local Tradesmen Glad. 


Inside the Moat house new’ furniture, 
painting and papering have been the or¬ 
der of the day. There is no doubt that 
these large undertakings have done 
much to make Mr. Croker popular. 
Here you have an American million¬ 
aire coming over to a little village, 
where work is none too plentiful. He 
decides to effect a complete transforma¬ 
tion. The local builders, the local 
plumbers, paperers, painters and house- 
furnishers are called in, and for many 
months are kept going by their patron. 
The pay is «ertain. Naturally, there¬ 
fore. the British workingman as grown 
in Wantage has nothing but good to 
say of Richard Croker at the Moat 
house. 

That Mr. Croker expects to make hfs 
English domicile permanent is wit¬ 
nessed by the fact that for the first few’ 
seasons he was at the Moat house he 
merely rented the place. Not long ago 
he bought It. and it Is reported In 
Wantage that his total Investment will 
distinctly exceed £10,000. 

Socially, he appears to have no ambi¬ 
tion. and is randy to be seen at any 
public gathering, for he neither enter¬ 
tains nor desires to be entertained. He 
makes It quite clear thnt he conies over 
here to escape politics, and people leave 
him alone, glad to have such a moneyed 
man among them. 

Ha la n regular attendant at church 
when at Letcombe. usually t iking any 
friend who Is with him over to the 
Roman Catholic church at Hendred.

OWNED BY INDIAN RAJAHS. 


GOLD HAS NO POWER TO TEMPT 
THEIR SALE. 


FABULOUS PRICES OFFERED. 


[New York Herald.] 

Some things there are In this wor d 
the potential American dollars cann 4 
buy and which even the Influence of 
European royalty is powerless to win. 
Among them are the priceless Jewels 
belonging to the rajahs of India. Many 
of these princes of the East have sets 
of gems w’hlch represent a value un¬ 
heard of outside of the Orient and be¬ 
side which the most famoti 3 collections 
of the crowned heads of Europe or of 
the families of our American mlllJori- 
aires sink into insignificance. 

It is not likely that a white man will 
ever wear these treasures unless they 
come to him as the spoils of war. It Is 
against the most sacred tradition of the 
rajahs to part with their family heir¬ 
looms. Fabulous prices have been of¬ 
fered them for single Jewels or orna¬ 
ments out of their vast supplies. But 
gold bus no power to tempt them where 
their jewels are concerned. 

It was only after great difficulty that 
Mr. Oliver M. Farr and, a New’ York 
Jeweler, succeeded In procuring from 
abroad the photographs of some of the 
rajahs wearing their gems. They repre¬ 
sent the finest collection of precious 
stones in existence. The fortunes of our 
wealthiest magnates are small beside 
those which several of these Eastern 
nobles wear upon their dresses. 

The pearl and diamonds belonging to 
the Rajah of Dholphur rank first among 
all these costly collections. They form 
the most valuable set of jewels in ex¬ 
istence. A million dolars was recenty 
offered to the rajah for the single string 
of large pearls show’n In the photograph 
about his neck. The offer was refused. 
Each of these pearls Is said to be ab¬ 
solutely without a flaw, of perfect puri¬ 
ty and luster. 

Every Jewel In the twelve great ropes 
of pearls hanging down from the neck 
is worth a small fortune In Itself. Those 
in the four ropes across the left shoul¬ 
der, though small In comparison with 
their companions, are really of good size 
and great value. Diamonds are Inter¬ 
spersed with pearls In the Incrustations 
of the helmet, which it literally covered 
with gems. It Is Impossible to even ap. 
proximate the total value of this won¬ 
derful heirloom of the rajahs of Dhol¬ 
phur. It Is priceless. 

Far less showy, but scarcely less In¬ 
ferior in value. Is the family Inheritance 
of the Rajah of GwaJlor. His is a 
wealth of emeralds. The three bands 
of Immense stones which, interspersed 
with numerous smaller ones, form a 
broad collar over the chest and shoul¬ 
ders, are native cut. Nor will the 
owner consider the suggestion that they 
be recut with modern skill and methods. 
What they might gain In brilliancy by 
the operation would be more than off¬ 
set In his mind by what they would lose 
In size. The value of each of the large 
stones is about $50,000. 

The strips of gold embroidery upon 
the robes of this Indian prince are set 
with many emeralds of a smaller size. 
The epaulets, which hang from the 
shoulders down over the arms, are In- 
crusted with extraordinarily large 
stones surrounded with pearls. 

The collar—or one might at most call 
It cape—worn by the Rajah of Baroda 
Is a mass of diamonds and various pre¬ 
cious stones, combined In rich and won¬ 
derful confusion. The color and bril¬ 
liancy of this ornament can better be 
Imagined than described. The lighter 
stones are set off by borders of the 
darker emeralds, those forming a fringe 
around the lower edge being oY Im¬ 
mense* size and value. Scarcely less 
beautiful is the tassel of pearls which 
hangs from the left-hand side of this 
Rajah’s turban. Each string In the tas¬ 
sel represents a fortune. In each the 
pearls have bfeen carefully graded as to 
size, and each is tipped with a pompon 
of silk. The cap of Jewels which cov¬ 
ers the Rajah’s silk turban Is a mass 
of various gems to match his collar. 
The edge Is formed of great diamond 
pendants. , . t 

Five great ropes of pearls, priceless in 
value, constitute the chief treasure of 
the Rajah of Nizam. A single pearl 
from these might w’ell make its owners 
an object of envy. Among the pearls, 
here nnd there, are strung other gems, 
the better to display Lhelr beauty. 
After his pearls, the Rajah prizes most 
the nine large diamonds which hang 
from his gold coronet. Thnt In the cen¬ 
ter, particularly, Is of great size and 
beau t y 

Particularly odd and effective Is the 
use to which the Rajah of Punnah has 
put the thousands of pearls gathered by 
generations of his ancestors. He has 
used them to embroider his robes of 
state. Over the shoulders, down the 
sleeves and around the edges of the 
robe the pearls have been woven With 
silk and gold Into beau’tiful and Intri¬ 
cate designs. 

On the turban, from an ornament of 
gold and pearls, drop four double 
strings of pearls, each graded In size 
to form a point at the tips. The base 
of this ornament l» formed by an im¬ 
mense diamond surrounded with pearls. 
The no klace Is of pearls and darker 
gems. Beneath are two bands of small 
brilliants, fastened together at Inter¬ 
vals with large rubles. Eighteen dia¬ 
monds are set in the buckle which 
fastens the scarf worn over the right 
shoulder. The bracelets are of native 
cut emeralds, and these stones also are 
set In the gold hilt of the sword. 

The Jewel cape of the Maharajah of 
Iodhpore consists of three row* of large 
pearls and emeralds alternated. From 
every pearl In the last row drops a 
pear-shaped emerald, forming a fringe. 
Outside of this Is worn a double rope 
of pearls, fastened together here nnd 
there with other emeralds. A ruby 
ornament hangs from this rope. On 
one side of the turban te a cluster of 
rubles, emeralds and pearls. On the 
other is a photograph, of whom It la 
not known, surrounded by pearls. Hev- 
cn rows of pearls are twined about the 
neck. _

Guardian Appointed. 


ALL DUE TO A GUARDIAN. 


[Wabash. Ind.. Dispatch to the Indian¬ 
apolis News.] 

Starting thirty years ago. In debt 
$11.37 and depending for a livelihood 
wholly on a pension of $50 a month 
from the Government, the estate of 
Henry Wensler, of Splkers, this coun¬ 
ty. now amounts to $25,000, and Is grow¬ 
ing at a rapid rate. What Is still more 
curious, the Government, having paid 
Wensler this pension for a generation, 
will, at his death, receive back the $50 
a month and $8,000 in addition. Such 
a state of affairs has never before 
come within the ken of the bureau offi¬ 
cials. as reported by Special Agent 
Stephens. The story of Wensler and 
his accumulated wealth Is an Interest¬ 
ing one 

Duilng the war he enlisted from this 
county, in the Eighty-nine Indiana in¬ 
fantry. While on the march in the 
South he suffered from prostration by 
the heat, which caused mental derange¬ 
ment, and though he hus not at any 
•time been violent, he has been, to an 
extent, incapable of munaging his uf- 


At that time his condition was such 
that Jonathan Talmage. a local banker, 
was appointed guardian, and Mr. Tal- 
mage’s report to the Circuit Court In 
September, 1S70, showed that Wensler 
had overdrawn his account with his 
guardian $11.37. In the next report Mr. 
Talmage showed that the pension of $50 
a month, with a considerable amount 
as arrearages, had been paid, and as 
Wensler had been supported by the 
State while ut the hospital, the arrear¬ 
ages amounted to a tidy sum. 

In this way the foundation of the 
present fortune was laid. Four years 
ago Mr. Talmage died and Thomas F. 
Payne, a wealthy land owner of this 
cltv. was appointed guardian. The 
Pension Bureau required, about that 
time, that all reports <*f guardians of 
wards receiving pensions should be 
made to Washington. In his report of 
May 1. 1900, Mr. Payne set forth that 
the amount of funds belonging to Wen¬ 
sler In his hands was $23,430, and that 
the total cost of administering the 
guardianship was $1,214 With a few 
exceptions the funds were loaned on 
gilt-edged security, at 10 per cent. In¬ 
terest. and later at 8 per cent. Som* 
of the later loans have been made at 
6 per cent. This Interest w’oa com¬ 
pounded. and the t-dal mounted higher 
And higher. Wensler was active, and 
contributed to hla own sustenance. For 
years he plied his vocation as a huck¬ 
ster. nnd drove about the county with 
his little wagon, on which were printed 
in sprawling letters the words, “EL 
Wensler. Hugs ter.” 

Recently he went Into business In a 
small way at Splkers Station, four 
miles from this city, on the R|«* Four 
road, and made a little money. He 
llv^s alone, and his expenses for food 
pnd clothing nr.* almost nothing. His 
guardian nays 83.50 a week for his food, 
and Wensler takes $25 a month for 
other expense* The rest of the $,’0 
pension, and^he handsome Increment

It is said of Wensler that a few years 
ago he was seized of a deeire to man¬ 
age his own property, and went to the 
office of a well-known Wabash lawyer 

to state his case. “See here. Mr. -— 

said Wensler. “I am not insane, and I 
want my f ;nd» turned over to me.” 
Th-* lawyer feezed at him Intently fnr a 
moment and Mien replied. “Youra 
driwlng a good pons<on aren’t .vou.^ 
Werioler admitted he was. "Well then, 
drawled me lawyer, “If you are not 
Insane your pension will stop. for l f ”? t ? 
why you are getting It.” Wensler- looked 
wild nnd as he shot out the door he 
cried, “The devil; I’m crazier than hell. 
And after that he was content to waive 
all right to the management and con¬ 
trol of his estate.

tiave to run Into Sunday, and so have 
kept many of the railway men on duty 
who otherwise would be free. 

The King goet> about In the fre<?st 
manner In the vicinity of his Sandring¬ 
ham home on his motor, quite a9 often 
alone as accompanied, and If he Is ac¬ 
companied. It is frequently by one of 
his family. Every one knows that King 
Edward does not like ostentation, and 
even In towns he is accustomed to drive 
without epcort In a carriage perfectly 
plain in appearance, and with servants 
In quite ordinary liveries; and no doubt 
If His Majesty were not so well known 
he would more often be seen on foot 
In London streets. Of the King's active 
Interest In the many problems dealing 
with the betterment of his working- 
cluas subjects. It Is scarcely necessary 
to speak: our dally press has made us 
familiar with the details.

Its Cause. Prevention and 
Possible Cure. 


A BIG PECUNIARY LOSS 


BY DISLOCATION OF BOTH TRAF¬ 
FIC AND COMMERCE. 


NUMEROUS EVIL EFFECTS. 


[London Dallv Leader.] 

It will be good news to the millions of 
London, whose “awful patience" and 
resignation have extorted the admira¬ 
tion of philosophers, that something la 
at last to be done to seriously grapple 
with the far-famed London fog. We 
may expect to hear that the London 
County Council Is. as usual, Interfering 
with m&ttvrs beyond Its powers and 
control, and we may also be told that it 
Is little short of blasphemous to try rid 
ourselves of what Is a direct visitation 
from Providence for our sins, although 
we In our blindness do not see it. These 
gloomy vaticinations notwithstanding, 
the County Council will earn the heart¬ 
felt gratitude of the community If It 
will rid us of this Intolerable nuisance— 
the London fog. 

Consider for a moment the tremen¬ 
dous pecuniary loss imposed on the 
poulation of London by seven days' 
fog. There Is the dislocation of traffic 
and commerce. Each day the gas and 
electric lighting bill amounts to over 
£10,000 for the lighting of our struts, 
offices and houses. There is an Imme¬ 
diate Increase of Illness and death, 
with the consequent doctors' and un¬ 
dertakers’ expenses. There Is the dam¬ 
age to buildings, decorations, house 
furnlShfcngs. «nd fittings, the Injury to 
vehicular traffic and horseflesh. The 
leaves and blossoms of our plants fall 
off; some that do not fall off are 
orimpled. others are black. Added to 
these may be the personal Inconven¬ 
ience and annoyance caused to the man 
In the street, the spoiled clothes, loss 
of time and temper, urpunctuality, and 
so forth, all of which may be reckoned 
In terms of mon^-y. 

• • • 

Making a Fog. 


People ask why it Is that London, 
alone among the cities of the world. Is 
singled out for this unholy visitation— 
the pea-soup fog. The causes are many. 
Let a beam of sunlight, or a shaft of 
light from an oxyhydrogen or electric 
lantern penetrate through a small hole 
Into a dork room. Immediately there 
Is seen floating in the silver streak a 
cloud of particles, larg* and small, 
gyrating In all directions, carried by 
chance* currents of light air. In one 
cubic Inch of the London atmosphere 
there are, roughly speaking, 10,000,OOfi 
of th*.-se particles, while at Lucerne 
(where the experiment of testing for 
pertlcles has also been tried) there were 
but 31.000. These partkles are the 
great fog producers. The air of Lon¬ 
don Is loaded with them, and the sup¬ 
ply Is constant and never-ceasing Or¬ 
dinary earth dost, soot dust, bits of 
hair, ."kin. Iron, coal, pavement, worn 
by million fort, all the • miles* activi¬ 
ty of London's millions, rise into the 
air to descend again In retribution ui*on 
us In the shap* of nn eye-watering, 
nose-Irritating fcg. The particle* of 
dust become "spatcb-oockfcd** unween 
particles of water vapor, which by 
themselves, ami without the Involun¬ 
tary akl ot th* dust particle*, could not 
form the visible or cloudy vapor u * 
know to our cost aa fog. Added to the 
more common varieties of dust Is. of 
course, the enormous quantities of soot 
given ‘iff from the Innumerable chlm- 
i eys of London, both industrial and 
domestic. Father Thames, too. cannot 
be acquitted from a share in the blame. 
HI* tidal waters, wi, • her amen¬ 

ities th*y lack, are appreciably warmer 
In the night air. particularly In the 
early winter, than the air lying over 
his banks. Condensation Is the result, 
and the formation of a beautiful and 
picturesque mist, which, however grate¬ 
ful to poets and others of that Ilk. Is, 
when In combination with the sooty and 
other particles aforementioned, a terror 
to evil-doer* and well-doer* alike. 

• • • 

Some of It* Effects. 

If the evils wrought by these ever- 
recurring fogs were more widely 
known the nuisance would not have 
been tolerated for so long without some 
effort being made at amelioration. 
Everybody knows -the value of light as 
a germicide. How then must the 
microbes fatten and thrive during a 
long-continued fog? The air during a 
fog Is surfeited with pollution. We 
breathe particles of carbon, and the 
fumes of sulphur, with the utmost 
equanimity, tempered In some melan¬ 
choly instances by the presence of a 
still worse Infliction—the respirator. 
Weak-chested people understand to the 
full the trying character of a fog. Car¬ 
bonic acid gas, which In our school 
days vve condescendingly described as 
C02. is present In greatly Increased 
proportions, doing Its devilish work. 
The drowsiness, headache and oppres¬ 
sion we feel during a fog are symptoms 
of partial asphyxiation by this deleter¬ 
ious compound. ( Th* drath rate in¬ 
creases The old and inflrm fall like 
rlpa wheat before the scythe. The beet 


and finest effects of our architecture 
are Irretrievably lost. 

» • • 

Where I* the RemedyP 

What can be done to drive out tho 
fog. or at least to mitigate Its evils? 
The use of smokeless coal and proper 
grates would have a tremendous effect 
in reducing the quantity of soot Such 
a law, although imperfectly, adminis¬ 
tered. already applies to factories, but 
legislation would also be required for 
the private dwelling-house. It Is lure 
the problem assumes Its magnitude. 
r l he grates at present In use are most 
primitive and unscientific In construc¬ 
tion. All they do la to hold a fire re¬ 
gal dless of economy of fuel, heating 
capacity, and reduction of smoke and 
sool Grates should be made os far as 
tosaible of firebrick, which retains, 
stores and accumulates heat. It radi¬ 
ate* the heat back Into the room and 
keeps the fuel hot. Discharges of hlgh- 
piensure electricity In the air from bal¬ 
loons, and the construction of long, 
wide thoroughfares to give room for 
the movement of the air are more or 
less practicable schemes which have 
wen the favor of scientists. Much will 
undoubtedly be dune by means of elec¬ 
tricity. Through it wc* shall have heat 
without combustion, and a clear, 
healthy atmosphere. For the present, 
the average Londoner will have to wip<i 
his eyes, and blow his nose In patience, 
or say, with his “self-complacent" 
shrug. “What was good enough for my 
ancestors Is goo d enough for m e.”

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 

IS GIVEN APPROVAL 


French Will Study All About Our 
Metallic Construction and Elec¬ 
tric Engineering. 


Paris. Nov. 16.—The commission ap¬ 
pointed to Inquire Into the organization 
of the Industrial school which the 
French Government proposes to estab¬ 
lish In the United States for the study of 
American industrial methods met to-- 
day. M. Mllleraiul. the Minister cf 
Commerce, explained the project, and 
the commUisloh unanimously voted in 
favor^ th®-creation of-a sch»>ol In the 
United'States for the study, first of all. 
of metallic const ruction and the appli¬ 
cation of electricity. 


Henry Bowman, colored, who was In¬ 
dicted jointly with Harry* Weaver and 
Abe Jacobson, on the charge of brib¬ 
ing negroes not to vote In the election 
of 189£. was •dismissed by Judge Evans 
In the Federal Court yesterday on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Several days ago Bowman’s sureties 
surrendered him to the Federal author¬ 
ities and he was taken to Jail In de¬ 
fault of bond. Later he applied for a 
wrlt\of habeas corpus and succeeded 
In ob^lning It. Judge Evans heard ar 
ffument on the writ yesterday and re¬ 
leased Bowman. 

This decision may effectually dispose 
of the Indictment against Harry Weav¬ 
er. It will be remembered that the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
In the Lockey case unanimously held 
that Section 5.507, under which Lockey 
was Indicted, Is unconstitutional. Thl.s 
section, under which Weaver and Bow¬ 
man were also indicted, is as follows: 

‘Every person who prevents, hinders, 
controls.or Intimidates another from ex 
erclslng, or In exercising, the right of 
suffrage, to whom that right Is guar¬ 
anteed by the Fifteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States, 
by means of bribery or threats of de¬ 
priving such person of employment or 
occupation, or of ejecting such person 
from a rented house, lands, or other 
property, by threats of refusing to re¬ 
new leases or contracts for labor, or by 
threats of violence to himself or fam¬ 
ily. shall be punished as provided In 
the preceding section." 

District Attorney Hill admitted that 
It would be useless to try Weaver un¬ 
less the Supreme Court of the United 
States reverses the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals. He announced 
that the Bowman case would certainly 
be taken to the court of last resort. 

Harry Weaver’s case Is set for trial 
here at such time as Judge Thompson, 
of Cincinnati, sees fit to come down 
and hear the argument. Mr. Weaver's 
bondsmen may surrender him to the 
court, as Judge Evans would be bound 
to release him from custody oti a writ 
of habeas corpus.

of tlw C-Vuri«f-Journal a sl*ort Inter¬ 
view a few day? since on the casava 
plant, ami since that time hap /Amply 
teen overwhelmed with letters of In¬ 
quiry from all over the South and 
West, and which have caused him no 
little worry Mr. Menelas is a busy 
man, and finds that he has not the time 
to reply to all -these letters, though he 
would like to do so. For that reason 
he has mad** a mere extended statement 
of the virtues of the casava, telling also 
those things most of his correspondents 
seem to want to know-, but quoting first 
from Dr. Stockbridge. director of Lhe 
Florida experiment station, a descrip¬ 
tion of the plant: 

• ■ • 

Is a Tropical Plant 

Casava is a tropical plant. It served 
as the chief article of diet for the 
aborigines of the West Indian Island?. 
Crnitral and South America, and Is 
served at present three time? a day at 
the table? of the wealt hiest'as well as 
poorest men of Bruzll and other South 
American States. The plant grows lux¬ 
uriantly to the height of five or six feet, 
with many branches of dark green, 
reddish leaf. The stalk Is covered with 
nodes, from which the next generation of 
plants fs obtained, as is Che case with 
sugarcane. It Is planted In hills four 
feet apart each way. Under favorable 
conditions the growth I? rapid and lux¬ 
uriant. but it I? the underground roots 
that give the plant the real value. The 
roots are attached to the stalk, and are 
usually from one to thret.* Inches In 
diameter and from one to two feet 
long, n? the result of one year's growth. 
They consist of white solid tissue, 
harder and drier than potat<»es, and 
contain a laige quantity of starch. 

• * • 

A Hardy Growth. 

Casava has been cultivated In Florida 
for several years now. with highly sat¬ 
isfactory results, both for starch ptir- 
poses and stock feeding. It thrives best 
on moderately fertile soil, and possesses 
great drouth-withstanding power, very 
much surpassing com in this respect. 
It will thrive, according to Dr. Stock- 
bridge, as far north as Macon, Ga., and 
over the States of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas, where killing frosts do not 
come too early, say before the middle 
of October. 

A? to yield, the experimental .nation 
of Florida gives an average of six and 
a half tons per acre, in dry season and 
*»rv poorest soil; experiments carried on 
in Georgia show a y old of twelve tons, 
but from his own experience Mr. Men- 
elas thinks it safer to calculate on 
about six tons on average soil. 

• • • 

Fat Former. 

The casava Is distinctly a starch¬ 
forming crop, or fat former, and when 
properly used becomes one of the most 
economical and fat-fortmng articles of 
food for all classes of animals, human 
beings Included. It presents marked 
> ohaTaderisties of both potatoes and 
| frugar beet?, but contains very much 
I more total food, because of It? greater 


solidity and smaller content of water. 
All things considered, casava comes 
nearer supplying a perfect ration for 
farm stock than any other concentrated 
food. For domestic use, boiled or fried. 

It is a must nutritious substitute for 
cither sweet or Irish potaloefc; If dried 
by means of the sun, oven cr evap¬ 
orator. and sliced with a root-cutter L 
and then reduced to flour by grinding, it r 
is a palatable substitute for all cereal?, 
flour? and meals, and may be used by 
Itself or as an admixture with products 
of ground grains. 

For stock feed, casava possesses a 
larg r amount of fat-formUng material 
than Is found in any other staple crop. • 
but to secure the best results a small ! 
quantity of cottonseed meal, cow peas 
or velvet bean? should he mixed with 
It. Farmers who will grow casava can 
fatten all t he .meat they have, and can 
have more meat and more butter than 
they can possibly get from any other 
food. 

• • • 

For Starch Factories. 

Mr. Menclas Is convinced that the 
starch factories of the future will de¬ 
pend on the casava plant, as the cost 
of production is only about one-fourth 
as much a? corn. An acre yielding 
forty bushels of corn would produce 
1,200 pounds of starch, while an acre 
of casava producing six tons would 
ntake 2,400 pounds of starch. However, 
he advises Southern farmers to raise 
cua&vtt for their slock instead of starch. 
At his Brookhaven farm he planted half 
an acre on April 28 and May 5 last 
spring. Tn spite of six week? of dry 
wcftther It oarne up nicely after the first 
rain, and by October w as four to five 
feet high, with a m xistrous yield of 
tubers—at learn six !»s an acre, but 
h** has left them in the ground to be 
fed to stock as needed. 

In conclusion. Mr. Menelos says: 
"Many and expensive experiments have I 
been made at out place In the past, 
hut none has promtoed as good result? 
as the casava, and 1 conscientiously 
urge planters to give casava a fair trial 
on a small scale at first. I consider this 
plant one of the moat valuable In the 
States where it can grow, and if your 
paper, which Is doing so much for the 
development o«f the South and the 
country generally, will take the matter 
in hand. I firmly expect to see casava 
occupy among our crops even a higher . 
place in value than the corn crop. All 1 
our sunk—swine, horses, sheri» and 
fowl—will be all the better for It.”

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
The attention of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture has been called 
to a peculiar phenomenon w^hich is mys¬ 
tifying the alfalfa farmers of Jewell 
anti Republic counties. It is reported 
that great crack and sink holes are 
appearing in the alfalfa fields In these 
sections. The cracks are sometimes rods 
in length, from two to six feet In depth, 
and fro-m one to ten feet wdde. They 
appear only In alfalfa fields, and the 
farmers have never before seen any¬ 
thing like them. They do not come 
gradually, but suddenly. Tt Is becoming 
dangerous to drive a team across alfalfa 
field? because the ground may suddenly 
sink beneath them. 

Some section hand? were working on 
a railroad track a few days ago near 
an alfalfa field on the farm of Edward 
Randall, not far from Jewell City. They 
heard a cow bawl, but there was no 
cow in sight. The sound seemed to 
come from under the ground. They be¬ 
gan ;i search and discovered the cow in 
an alfalfa sink hole, several feet below 
the surface of the ground. The cow was 
so weak that sho could not stand after 
she had been dug out. This story Is 
vouched for by J. C. Palmer, postmas¬ 
ter at Jewell City. 

The alfalfa plants have roots which 
reach twenty or thirty feet deep, and 
this is supposed to have some connec¬ 
tion with the phenomenon. One theory 
advanced is that these roots loosen the 
ground so that It is washed away by 
an overflow, causing a vacuum Into 
which the earth above drops when th*uo 
is sufficient weight to cause it to glv 
way. but others argue that Lhe holes 
appear where there could not possibly be 
an underflow. 

During a recent thunderstorm im¬ 
mense cracks appeared on the farm? uf 
N D. Pence and Jacob Zlpse. while '>n 
a Republic county farm th»- earth fell 
away from beneath a wire fence, leav¬ 
ing It dangling In the air for several 
rods. These phenomena are reported on¬ 
ly In these two counties.

Chicago, Nov. 16 .—While responding 
to an alarm of fire truck No. S was 
struck by a switch engine nt Archer 
and Ashland avenues. The seven men 
on the fire apparatus were Injured, but 
none was fatally hurt.

Uliy nobody but gutter 
serenades play It—musicians never! Of 
course it can’t live.” 

“Ragtime is all right. The people de¬ 
mand it, and will have It. and we must 
give it to them.’* 

“Illegitimate mu*lc, that’s what rag¬ 
time is. The public Is now after a better 
class of music." \ 

“Why, Wagmr has some ragtime In 
his music. It’s the oldfvllowswho can’t 
play that are sore." 

“We haven's sold a piece of ragtime 
music for ten days. Of course it’s on 
the decline." 

“We sell five pieces of ragtime to on-' 
piece of anything else. There are many 
years for It yeL** 

You pay no money and you take your 
choice. These are only samples or the 
diversity of opinion poured into the tor 
of a Courier-Journal reporter who was 
told to find out If the musicians of L<Ri- 
lavllle and the local public were grow¬ 
ing tired of ragtime compositions. 

Louisville Is credited with being the 
originator of ragtime music, and no 
city has sought to rob her of the dis¬ 
tinction. Kariy in the ’90s. Ben U. Har¬ 
ney wrote “Mr. Job using, Turn Me 
Loose.” It was only the reproduction 
of the negro melody on the river front, 
and In the tobacco factories, but It was 
the first successful attempt to put the 
rhythm on paper and It caught on like 
wildfire. Harney had to play It hundreds 
of times a day. O^e night? after urgent 
solicitation, he appeared In public. 
There was the representative of an Ev¬ 
ansville music house in the audience, 
who knew the system of taking what 
might be called shorthand music notes, 
a talent that was so highly developed 
In the late lamented C. H. Shackleton, 
This man returned to Evansville and 
within a few days the first piece of 
ragtime appeared from a printing 
pres*. 

About that time, a New York hou*> 
closed a deal with Harney for the new 
musical feature, and In the suit with 
the Evansville firm, w'hlch followed, the 
Indiana music house was forced to give 
up its plates. 

The new class of music was the 
start of many fortunes for men who 
couldn’t have had a Job answering the 
door bell for Beethoven. Chopin, Mo¬ 
zart or any of the other master* 

• • • 

Fight Against Rag-Time. 

But rag-time has had Its day, say 
many well-known muaici ins, while quite 
a* many others say the flood tide haa 
yet to be reached. Whatever the truth, 
local branch, No. 11, of the Musical 
Protective Association, Intends to inau¬ 
gurate a crusade against rag-time, and 
at K* next monthly meeting, the first 
Friday of December, at Beck’s HaJI, the 
plans for the fight will be laid. At the 
annual convention of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Musicians held in Denver in 
May a decided stand against rug-tinv* 
was taken. In accord wUh this the 
Chicago branch has b^gun the contest 
In earnent, and Louisville Is falling in 
fine without delay. 

In different cities sermons have been 
preached against rag-time and in the 
bottle for standard music the organize 
musicians w 11 certainly have the sup¬ 
port of the pulpit. A St. Louis preacher 
said the attributes of rag-time ait* ’Im¬ 
moral. obscene, degrading and unwor¬ 
thy of production;*’ that “It comes from 
the animal In man and to that animal 
It appals-*' . 

Mr. C. P KUbtsrtk the president of 
the local branch of musicians and basts 
vlolinfst In the Temple orchestra, iald 
last night: 

“Rag-time Is a menace to all good mu- 
sln&rl composition, performance and re¬ 
ception. and we find that It 1* gradually 
losing caste. To the credit of the Tem- 
jdc audience* t may be said that only 
standard pleoe* receive applause now. 
! think the days of rag-time arc num¬ 
bered and the »»ooner the end the better 
for real music lovers." 

Mr. Paul Mueller, who has tn*en the 
delegate from the local brand) to all 
national meetings for several years and 
who attended the Denver gathering 
lost spring, said: 

• • • 

Rag-Time Never Was Music. 

“Rag-time never was nvuwlc and I 
am convinced that the public is begin¬ 
ning to appreciate that facet.** 

Mr. William I. Hunt, manager of the 
sheet music department of D. II. Bald¬ 
win & CO., said: “l have not sold A 
piece of rag-time music for ten days. 
The taste is gradually being cultivated 
in the other direction. Hag-time is 
only for the common herd. It has n« 
marks of culture. What can replace 
It? Why. there are hundreds of rich 
English and American ballads that de¬ 
mand and are receiving attention. The

Judge Miller heard argument yester¬ 
day In the Injunction suit of the Cen¬ 
tral Stock Yards Company to compel 
the L. and N. to deliver cars of live 
stock to the Southern for delivery to the 
Central Stock Yards at Central Stock 
Yard Station, Ky. Judge J. H. Hazel- 
rlgg and Mr. J. C. Dodd argued the mo¬ 
tion for the Central Stock Yards Com¬ 
pany and Mr. C. D. Gibson and Mr. 
Helm Bruce for the L. and N. Judge 
Miller said that he would endeavor to 
hand down a decision next Thursday. 

Mr. Gibsoita argument was chiefly on 
the point that the Central Stock Yards 
Company had no such Interest os to 
give It the right to file the suit. He 
produced the waybills for the cars cov¬ 
ered by Judge Fie!d*s mandatory or¬ 
der and contended that none of them 
were consigned to the Central Stock 
Yards, and that the latter's interest was 
too indirect to warrant Its right to be 
the plaintiff in the case. 

Judge Hazelrlgg followed Mr. Gib¬ 
son and his argument, after quoting 
from the original petition to show the 
right of the Central Stock Yards to file 
the suit, argued on the brooder ques¬ 
tion of the right of the L. and N. to 
enter Into an exclusive contract with 
the Bourbon Stock Yards by which 
stock yards on other lines having phys¬ 
ical connection with the L. and N. are 
Inhibited from having car* of live *tock 
delivered to the Southern for delivery 
to them at any point on that line. 

Mr. Helm Bruce, in his argument, laid 
chief stress on the decision of Judge 
Barker In the Union Stock Yards case. 
These stock yards had a switch from 
the main line of the L. and N. and were 
close to the Bourbon Stock Yards. 

Judge Barker, In this case, refused to 
grant an Injunction, as asked hy the 
Central Stock Yards, on the ground that 
the L. and N. had made the Bourbon 
Stock Yards Its live stock depot, and 
for the further reason that ft would be 
hazardous to compel at any and all 
times the delivery of cars to the Union’s 
switch, which could oijly hold at one 
time three cars. This case never went 
to the Court of Appeals, berau«e the 
Bourbon Stock Yards Company bought 
In the Union. 

Judge Barker also held, In accordance 
with a decision of the Court of Appeals, 
that railroads might make discrimina¬ 
tions. but not unjust. Mr. Rruce large¬ 
ly based his argument on this point. 

Mr. J. C. Dodd, in closing the argu¬ 
ment for the Central Stock Yards, took 
as his main ground the constitutional 
requirements as to exchange of freight 
between lines where there was phys¬ 
ical connection, and In reply to Mr. 
Bruce, sold that there w*as no analogy 
between the Union Stock Yards case 
and the one now at bar, because In the 
former the stock yards were on the L. 
and N.’s line arid almost In handshak¬ 
ing distance. The Central Stock Yards 
were on a separate railroad line, which 
had physical connection with the L. 
and N.. and he Incidentally stated that 
the Central Stock Yards were equipped 
as to tracks and other necessaries in 
the most modern style. 

Mr. Dodd Insisted that no stronger 
case could be presented to a court 
which would be covered by the consti¬ 
tutional provisions as to the Inter¬ 
change or switching of freight between 
connected railroads.

Combination House Door Lock. 

If a man ta In the habit of getting In 
a condition which makes It difficult for 
him to locale the keyhole In ills front 
d* or later than midnight he would 
ptobably be no better pleased with the 
invention of W. H. Holmes and O. H. 
Bi inls, of Algoint. Iowa, as their Idea 
ta to put a combination lock on the¬ 
ft out door, and a combination of flg- 
utes running around loose In th© brain 
ta about as hard to locate as the key¬ 
hole. However, if a man is In the habit 
of losing his key this device will b© apt 
to strike him as extremely practical. 
It. is Intended to replace the key with 
a combination which will prove simple 
enough to those who have a right to 
<>P«*n the door, but will puzzle th© 
stranger. The shank which carries the 
knol>s is divided inside th© lot k. the 
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DESIGNED TO REPLACE THE KEY. 

ends be'ng separated a short distance 
and provided with a corresjmndlng 
tongue and groove. The trick is to 
Join the ends of the shank so that the 
trngue and groove shall interlock and 
turn the latch, but to do this one must 
know the number and direction of the 
necessary turns on the outer knob be¬ 
fore it can be pus lied in to make the 
connection. As this combination ta 
easily changed it would l>e difficult for 
a stranger to master it {rom watching 
someone else enter, and the electric 
circuit which rings the door bc-11 might 
l)«* accidentally closed during the ma¬ 
nipulation of the knob, a push-button 
boing located 4n the end of the knob 
for this purpose. 


Tooth Powder Distributor. 

Heretofore It has been common prac¬ 
tice In tooth powder holders to provide 
n receptacle which may be shaken In 
the hand and a portion of the powder 
discharged through a small orifice, or 
to support the holder upon a fixed base 
and to discharge the powder through a 
bottom opening having a gate or valve. 
With both kinds of apparatus it has 
been found difficult to discharge the 
powder freely, especially when It Is 
composed of precipitated chalk In a 
large measure, this powder having a 
tendency to pack In the holder so as 
to be discharged through the small 
aperture with difficulty. John S. 
Sanger, of Orange, N. J., lias designed 


be sufficiently buoyant to relieve the 
guiding rails or cables of the greeter 
portion of th© weight of the car. One 
great advantage obtained by this ma¬ 
chine over the independent flying ma¬ 
chine in that It Is not compelled to car¬ 
ry storage devices to produce the nec¬ 
essary power, as an electric motor is 
used and th© current drawn directly 
from the feed cable located beneath 
the car. As the cables are not used for 
traction purposes they need not be 
heavy, and the supporting brackets be¬ 
tween stations are also rather light. To 
set the car in motion the overhead pro¬ 
peller is first started to lift a portion of 
the weight from the wires, and when 
this is attained the screw' at the rear 
is set in motion and the journey begins. 
The iMt>H'.ngers find accommodations In 
scats arranged around the interior of 
the car, and it Is not probable that the 
company which operates this passenger 
line will allow the patrons of the road 
to hang on around the edggs after the 
manner of the street car companies of 
the present day.

Charles M. Johnson, of New York City, 
has certainly mapped out an ambitious 
work for his sterilizer, for. to use hta 
own words, this Invention ta for steriliz¬ 
ing and rendering inert and killing 
micro-organisms, animal and vegetable, 
and entozoa, growths and disease germs 
of all kinds within the human and ani¬ 
mal system, and th© alleviating and 
curing of diseasxH* affected by these 
microbes, such, among others, as enteric 
and other fevers, tuberculosis, tumors, 
cancerous growths*, carbuncles, bubonic 
and other plagues, leprosy and ele¬ 
phantiasis. All this is to be accom¬ 
plished by either electricity alone N or its 
combination with medicines, drugs and

a reccptttble for this purpose which has 
no shoulders adjacent to the discharge 
opening to retard th© passage, as the 
picture shows. In place of the ordl- 
. nary top a pair of fiat hinged Jaws are 
\ provided, sloping at an angle from the 
sides of the holder, and having rear ex¬ 
tensions to be grasped by the thumb 
and finger in opening the Jaws.

Protection Against Burglars. 

Placing circuit-closing devices In 
doors und window’s to ring an alarm 
when these entrunces to a building are 
tampered with ls common practice, but 
the burglar has learned to beware of 
these devices, .and can often circumvent 
them and obtain an entrance without 
sounding the warning. As an Improve¬ 
ment over this form of burglar alarm 
and to trick .the house-breaker for a 
while longer Albert D. Shaw, of New 
York City, has conceived an electric 
alarm mat, a smull section of the de¬ 
vice being shown In this illustration. 
The Idea is to form the mat of an upper 
and lower woven wire frame, separated 


chemicals The form of current u«*d 
has a high voltage and low amperage, 
producing what Is known as a “silent" 
discharge, emitting the ultra-violet or 
Invisible raj's. The Illustration shows c 
patient and the apparatus In position 
for treatment of a UUeaaed lung. If a 
drug is to be us.*d it I© placed in the 
glass tube and surrounded by the upper 
electrode, both of the latter being com- 
l«>8ed of finely-divided wires to diffuse 
the current and carry the medicine into 
the diseased parts. The Inventor claims 
tha;t observations under the microscope 
of germs treated with this current have 
shown tlmt they first become active or 
restive, then cease to be reproductive, 
then Inert or comatose, and, as the 
treatment ta continued, are finally killed. 
Mr. Johnson says he ls now using a 
currant of 1,500.000 volts. 


Match Holder and Striker. 

The illustration show’s a handy and 
safe derice for containing matches, in¬ 
tended for pocket use or for suspension 
on the wall. The ordinary pocket match 
holder has to be opened, and does not 
provide a striker for uoe as the match 
is being withdrawn, but with this ar¬ 
rangement the matches are ahvays 
handy to get at and no delay occurs In 
securing a light.

MOTHER’S 

■FRIENOl 
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Mexico and the United States. 

The meeting of the Pan-American 
Cdngrcs** »n Mexico has brought out 
mum discu^lon of the United States 
by the ureas and people of thot coun¬ 
try. in Mexico the United States has 
many warm friends and some bitter en¬ 
emies The latter have not been slow 
to avail themselves of the presence of 
thq members of the Congress to warn 
them against the United States as their 
foe. These attacks have not 
I Hn* rally been marked by much Intelli¬ 
gence or any nice 'regard to the facts 
of history or the existing situation, but 
they naturally have made some im¬ 
pression. especially on minds predis¬ 
posed to suspect the great republic of 
North America of sinister motives. 

U> Without making a direct reply to 
these criticisms Mr. Chavero, of the 
Idexioan delegation, in a speech at a 
banquet, has sought to do Justice to 
this country and to point out that 
Jjkxico in particular, among the Latln- 
Qfcncrican nations, ought to thlnl; veil 
of the United States. Mr. Chavero, 
t>eald* s his eminence as a lawyer and 
it historian, | S a very close friend of 
President Diaz, and may fairly be pre¬ 
sumed to speak the sentiments of the 
Executive. ’’To the United States." 
b»* said, "we are bound by similar In¬ 
stitutions and a community of Inter¬ 
ests., but more Intimately still by a 
historical bond which no man may un¬ 
loose " He then alluded to the Civil 
War in this country, the attempt of 
Inputs Napoleon to establish an empire 
In -Mexico, apd the demand of the 
United States, after the close of the 
Civil War, for the withdrawal of the 
French troops from Mexico, which de¬ 
mand was compiled with. Applauding 
the Mdnroe doctrine, Mr. Chavero said 
It l.s complemented by the Diaz doc¬ 
trine, which he summarized as follows: 
“The international law of America is 
foimded on peace, which tn its turn 
depends on the respect for the sover- 
eighty. Independence and territorial in¬ 
tegrity of each and all the republics of 
America " 

There Is no room for doubt that Mex¬ 
ico owes a debt of gratitude to the 
United States, and it was a graceful 
act on the part of Mr. Cravero to rec¬ 
ognize It In so handsome a manner. It 
Is quite true that Mexico has an old 
grudge against the United States, on 
account of the War of 1846-8 and result- 
| lag loss of territory. Naturally the 
| Mexicans have not generally regarded 
that war In the same light as the ma¬ 
jority of the citizens of the United 
States. This Is not surprising when we 
remember that a respectable minority 
of the people of this country considered 
the war wholly unjustifiable. The 
Mexicans were inclined to look on It as 
h war of aggrennl-ui against a weaker 
| country, and their surrender of terri¬ 
tory as a concession to might rather 
| than to right. There are still Mexi¬ 
cans who cherish animosity against the 
United States on account of that war. 

L In the nature of things such aniinosi- 
|j nn«>t last forever. The hostility 
of the people of the United States 
ogxun^t England survived the Revolu¬ 
tion by many years, and was Intensified 
JS12-ir». When the latter 
war also won long jwist the feeling 
Iggainst England was kept alls*e and In- 
IdUStrlously fostered by commercial 
I rivalry. Hatred toward England was a 
I good . nmeroht! asset for many who 
I desired to head ofT competition from 
[abroad. Men who advocated a certain 
| domestic policy ns best suited to our In- 
Ilrrests were freely charged with ba ¬ 
ling been bought with British gold 


While this feeling of hostility became 
languid with lapse of time. It was still 
to be reckoned with until the outbreak 
of the Spanish War. The great servlrfc 
which Great Britain then did us in 
keeping down European complications 
was instantly recognized here, and 
has resulted in a much friendlier 
feeling between the two countries. Sin¬ 
gularly enough, this rapprochement 
has taken place under the auspices of 
the very party that once laid down the 
principle that the best policy for the 
United States was to find out what 
Great Britain wanted and then do pre¬ 
cisely the reverse. This new friendship 
with Great Hi Ham Is easier now for 
the party In power In view of the fact 
that competing British products have 
been pretty effectually excluded from 
our markets. 

In efTect, Mr. Chavero Invites his 
countrymen to do toward the United 
States what we have done with refer¬ 
ence to Great Britain; that is to forget 
the old cause of difference and remem¬ 
ber the more recent service. There can 
be small reason to doubt that the pres¬ 
ent peace and comparative prosperity of 
Mexico are due In large part to the en¬ 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine by 
the United States against France. 
What might have happened If this ser¬ 
vice had not been rendered It is Idle to 
speculate, but certainly, If Mexico had 
remained an empire, the restoration 
of peace and order there and the sub¬ 
sequent development which has taken 
place under the wise and firm rule of 
President Diaz, would at best have been 
long delayed. 

There are. no doubt, some men in the 

United States who would gladly sup¬ 
port a policy of aggression against Mex¬ 
ico and other Latin-American republics. 
But the preponderance of public opinion 
here Is overwhelmingly the other way. 
The general feeling undoubtedly Is in 
accord with what Mr. Chavero calls the 
Diaz doctrine, that peace Is in the In¬ 
terest of all and will be best maintain¬ 
ed by respecting the autonomy of all 
the countries on this hemisphere. 


A Lay Sermon. 

To say that the courts of law, from 
the highest to the lowest, in the city 
of Louisville are no better than they 
should be Is to utter something of an 
aphorism and one very nearly of uni¬ 
versal application to the courts of law 
in all our centers of population. It Is 
another way of saying that although 
the law Itself be the perfection of hu¬ 
man reason, lawyers are fallible. Nor 
is this the worst of It; for Juries are 
equally fallible. Why should the pub¬ 
lic turn upon the smart attorney for 
doing his sworn duty by a criminal 
client and lose sight of the twelve 
sworn men In the box who let the ras¬ 
cal go, or the Individual Jurors who 
hung the Jury? The duties of the Judge 
upon the bench are limited and defined. 
The slightest deflection exposes him to 
Instant censure. It is public opinion, 
after all, that is most at fault; first. In 
the selection of the Judges, and. second, 
in failing to make its presence known 
and fell about the courts of law. 

We have had recently some flagrant 
examples of the miscarriage of Justice 
in our criminal procedure, as well as 
some rather mean and/vulgar scandals 
Incident thereto, and the circumstance 
has aroused the clergy of several of our 
religious societies to organize amongst 
themselves a movement In rebuttal. 

All movements having the good of the 
community at heart are to be welcomed 
and encouraged. But It is of prime im¬ 
portance that every reformatory move¬ 
ment should' start out on tangible and 
practical lines, knowing beforehand 
precisely what It wants and where it is 
going, and, <thus haring its perspectives 
clearly adjusted, able to guard at once 
against diversions and excesses. Other¬ 
wise, notning is likelier, nay, nothing is 
surer, than that confusion will follow 
In the wake of the best Intentions, 
bringing default and discredit upon the 
cause of good morals Instead of amelio¬ 
ration to the evil conditions that were 
Intended to be reached and afTected. 

Dr. Parkhurst, a man of signal abil¬ 
ity and perfect rectitude, could tell us 
a world of very thrilling truth how 
selfish and sometimes bud men make 
use of good and disinterested men dur¬ 
ing times of popular tumult to ex¬ 
ploit themselves, to seise And to appro¬ 
priate the occasion. 

Even as the Devil sometimes quotes 
Scripture to advance bis wicked plans, 
do scribes and pharisees often, and 
for ends not bom In Heaven, sing loud¬ 
est songs to the glory of the Lord. Nor 
Is It always easy to dtaw the line be¬ 
tween the true and the false, the sin¬ 
cere and the insincere In matters of this 
sort. Sentiment becomes epidemic. M Is 
apt to lose Its self-control. When H does, 
the good and the evil of our frail hu¬ 
manity get strangely mixed and mud¬ 
dled; strong nervous tension, supple¬ 
mented by emotional fervor. »way8 the 
hour; with many, the dominant spirit is 
but a form of hysteria; the event pass¬ 
es, the agitation wanes, and having fur¬ 
nished u week or n month of harmful 
disturbance the Inevitable reaction seta 
In. and the gnat cause of all this com¬ 
motion recedes further back than the 
point from which It originally set out 
upon Its tortuous and noisy Journey. It 
Is here that Satan turns our virtues to 
hl3 own account and gets In his work. 

There are some grievous conditions 
which In the centers of population no 
laws, however sumptuary, can reach, 
and no pulns and penalties, however 
drastic, can rnbdify. They are least 
detrimental when abridged within cer¬ 
tain limits and left to themselves as 
far as the constabulary are concerned. 
As well might the attempt be made to 
have the sewers run pure water as to 
correct thc?»e evils by statute. They 
can only be somewhat mitigated by the 
ministrations of good and wise men and 
women, operating through the benign 
agencies of Religious and Charitable 
otganlsm. It Ib even a question, and 
an opt n question, how far the drink- 


habit and the gaming-habit can be 
modified in cities of a hundred thousand 
and upward. Assuredly the fight 
against vice has very little to show for 
Itself in such cities, and thoughtful men 
may well consider whether there has 
not been some defect in the plan of bat¬ 
tle worthy of their attention. 

Louisville Is no werbe than the aver¬ 
age—-some; I mes we fancy a little better. 
It seems to us unfortunate thut the 
clerical movement among u* happened 
to be Inaugurated under the spur of 
a sermon delivered by a newcomer who 
had not been long enough here to be 
sure of his facts, a sermon bo exagger¬ 
ated and sweeping in its statements 
and so denunciatory, as to fall Into the 
category of the sensational, and thus to 
contribute to the cause of reform a 
tinge of unreasonablehess and injustice 
at war with real and wholesome prog¬ 
ress. Reform to be effectual must be 
businesslike. It must address itself to 
things definite and things possible. It 
must not shoot arrows Into the air, nor 
seek, nor expect to carry the works of 
the enemy by storm. To be lasting it 
roust lay Us foundations deep below* the 
surface of public opinion and the civil 
fabric. Even then It will be found to 
be of slow growth. 

That the clergy of the community are, 
and of right ought to be, leaders in 
the domain of morals. Is undeniable; 
but It may he doubted whether the pe¬ 
culiar functions of the clergyman make 
him the most efficient guide In worldly 
transactions. Not Infrequently the 
better the clergyman the more Indif¬ 
ferent the man of affairs. The soul of 
the Minister of God is his spirituality; 
in the pulpit through his giL# of speech; 
in the chamber of sickness and death 
to which he brings the consolation of 
hope and peace and love; In the very 
terms of his sublime commission. He 
must know mankind, but Uv? somewhat 
apart from men. He must be a good 
citizen, and. possessing bis con¬ 
victions of right and duty, live 
up to them; but he becomes 
much more than this when he 
enters the sanctuary of the Lord and 
Master, when he crosses the sacred 
threshold of the home. He brlngeth 
us the Word of God. It Is for 
him to expound this Word as he truly 
bi-deves ll. When he has done this his 
*‘ej?ponslblllty has ended, and when he 
goes outside the holy circle of the 
church to become a part of the con¬ 
crete life of the time, he descends from 
an eminence to walk upon the earth, 
earthy, mayhap to be bespattered with 
mud; and, hence It Is that thoughtful 
people look with disfavor upon the 
preacher politician, or the clerical man 
of business, beyond the business of the 
Immediate flock of which he Is the shep¬ 
herd. If he be an Inspired man, ac¬ 
cording to the Word of God, he is like 
to be a guileless man, and guilelessness 
Is an easy mark In the world of sin 
and shame. If he be an eloquent man. 
he Is sure to be a man of imagination 
and emotion; and the devil makes 
ml nee-meat of such men when he can 
lure them away from base. 

We do not mean In saying these 
things to 'throw cold water upon any 
movement designed to make for public 
order; but it is a serious undertaking 
for any body of citizens, and especially 
so for a body of clergymen, to assume 
tfiat the courts are corrupt, that the 
bar is corrupt, thait the city Itself Is a 
seething hot-bed of crime, and to set 
Itself to the work of cleaning the 
Augean Stables. He who dabbles with 
pitch shall be defiled. There are times 
when It Is wisdom to be blind of an 
eye. If we would keep our women pure, 
we must keep them not only out of the 
reach of filth, but ignorant of filth. 
If the clergy would retain their Influ¬ 
ence for good in spiritual affairs, they 
will be wary of secular temptations and 
blandishments, however disguised as 
civic duties. He that Is not passion's 
slave, shall wear the crown, nor a 
brighter crown In the State than In the 
Church, whose strength was and Is and 
ever will be Christ and Him Crucified. 


The Tariff On Art. 

In a lecture one evening last week be¬ 
fore the National Arts Club, In New 
Tork, Mr. John W. Alexander, the por¬ 
trait painter, called atentlon to one 
curious feature of the tariff laws. He 
said in ©peaking of the advantages the 
art student has In Paris over New 
York: 

"On this side we have few* old mas- 
tors. not enough for the student, who 
must be able to <Kstlnguhrh the methods 
of all the great masters before he cue 
form his own style. 

"We have in America the mod com¬ 
plete collections of modern pictures In 
the world. But we have a heavy tariff 
to k«*-p them out, and we have a double 
tariff on the works of the old masters. 
It is mortifying, 1 cannot* understand it. 
Why Americans, who are the keenest- 
headed people in the world, keep art out 
by a tariff is more than 1 can explain. 
I am a pointer and not a business man, 
so I do not know how* to go about to got 
the tariff taken off. It should be taken 
off because It prevents good pictures 
from being brought here to be of help to 
young artists. 

"At the Pari* Exposition there was a 
great collodion of Eighteenth century 
portraits owned by an American, who 
will not bring them to this country be¬ 
cause of the duly. I know of two other 
dues where g««od collections are kept 
abroad for the same reason If the duty 
were taken off they would he in this 
country within a month, fcJueh good pic¬ 
ture* eventually get into the museums, 
and here we need them for our students. 
There are about l,«i00 American art stu¬ 
dents in Par s If there were good pic¬ 
tures In this country, two-third* of these 
students might have studied them here 
and have been much stronger before they 
went abroad to study." 

The stupidity which restricts culture 
by laying n heavy tax upon paintings 
la worthy of the pariy that would erect 
a stone wall around the United States 
to keep its people from buying where 
they ctun gel the l>-st a:.d cheapest in 
exchange for native products. Is It pos¬ 
sible, also, that there are urtieta in the 
Republican party who fear the compe¬ 
tition of the old masters as so danger¬ 
ous that a double duty must be l-tid 
ufKtn the few specimens that might bj 
brought here for the benefit of stu¬ 


dents? Of the fact there is no dispute, 
and for It there Is absolutely no Justi¬ 
fication. 


A Weak Premise. 

The Chiago Record-Herald, after con¬ 
sidering the subject at length, reaches 
the conclusion that man Is happier 
than woman, one of the principal rea¬ 
sons being that "man has woman, 
while woman has nothing but man." 

Without discussing our Chicago con¬ 
temporary's conclusion, one cannot 
well pass unquestioned the premise on 
which that conclusion Is based. 

Has woman "nothing but man?" 

Where Is the woman w ho Is so cir¬ 
cumscribed In her happiness as that? 

Where 1« the woman who has not 
other and greater sources of happiness 
than the mere possession of a man? 

Is there any woman who, however 
limited her assets may be, has not 
come feminine friend or acquaintance 
w’ith whom she may have good, uncon¬ 
strained talks After the man is out 
of the way? 

Is there any woman who cannot find 
happiness In the misery which the 
servants make for her? 

Do not the majority of women who 
have men also have dressmakers? And 
do not those who have not dressmak¬ 
ers have dresses and bonnets of their 
own to construct or reconstruct, with 
assistant patterns and fashion plates 
galore? 

And If they have not dresses and 
bonnets of their own to order, con¬ 
struct or reconstruct, are there not the 
dresses and bonnets of others for them 
to ridicule? 

Do they not have luncheons and teas 
and receptions from which all men are 
quarantined? 

Do they not have matinees and wed¬ 
dings In plenty to attend. 

Do they not have bargain counters 
and auction sales? 

Do they not have church dinners and 
charity bazars? 

Have they not the opportunities of 
becoming lady managers, lady lawyers, 
lady bullfighters, lady burglars, etc., 

etc.? 

Have they not their literary clubs, 
their economic clubs, their parliament¬ 
ary clubs, their cards clubs, w here man 
dare noC intrude? 

Have they not their societies for the 
prevention of mincing words, their so¬ 
cieties for supplying the FIJI Island¬ 
ers with silk hats, and their societies 
for the preparation and promulgation 
of their own pedigrees? 

And If a woman, with or without man, 
has none of these things, has she not 
a pup or a canary bird? 

The Record-Herald's premise will not 
hold. Before It can argue that a wom¬ 
an Is less happy than man because she 
has nothing but man. It must find a 
woman w*ho has not many sources of 
happiness more Important than man.

"I am sen ling you a Utier-head with 
the company's flag on IL We sailed at 
10 o'clock a. m., and had It quite smooth 
all afternoon, very little swell, to every 
one remained on deck, and we were able 
to enjoy tiffin and dinner both, much 
to my surprise, for you know l am a 
poor sailor. We found ourselves at Moji 
on Sunday morning taking on coal, 
which detained us awhile. By noon the 
sea was quite rough, and Dr Trawick 
was very sick for a little while. I am 
proud to say that I was not one bit sea¬ 
sick. Just think of It. Dr. Trawitk, who 
had been such a fine sailor, having to 
give up and acknowledge thut he was 
seasick, while I was all O. K. But I 
never before started on a sea voyage In 
so fine a state of health. My summer 
In Japan had made me feel so perfectly 
well. Though l have gained no flesh 
since leaving home. I never felt belter. 
We got into Nagasaki at 10:30 o'clock 
Tuesday night. We stayed on deck In 
order to see the harbor as we carne In. 
That morning before breakfast we saw 
the America Maru, which had Just come 
in from Ran Francisco. A young lady 
on the steamer told us she had heard 
that some of our friends, returning ml* 
filonarles, were all on the steamer, so 
as ffodn as we saw her, at 7:30 a. m.. 
we decided, even though It was an hour 
before breakfast, that we would go over 
and meet our friends. We called a 
sampan, but found after examining the 
passenger list that our friend* were not 
there.

Ir. Austria, Germany, Russia and 
Switzerland one In every eighty-five 
Insane women has been a school 
teacher.

"Now I must tell you about these 
sampans. They are little boats shaped 
very much like a Venetian gondola, 
only fiat on the bottom and are quite 
long, twelve or fourteen feet. There Is 
a tiny cabin tn tin? center In which 
I could not begin to stand straight, with 
only a straw mat on the floor on which 
we must sit Japanese fashion. This 
boat is worked by a man with a fiat oar 
at the stern of the boat. He stands up 
and works It with very nearly the same 
motion which the Chinese use on their 
boats. On a great body of w*ater like 
the Nagasaki harbor, these tiny boats 
rock dreadfully. There are hundreds of 
these boats loafing around every steam¬ 
er In the harbor, bunting a Job such 
as our man got. He rowed us over to 
the America Maru in a little while. We 
w-ent aboard, and not finding our 
friends, returned to the Hakwal Maru 
some time before breakfast, after which 
we called another Sampan and went 
ashore at 10 o’clock to mall our letters 
and "do" Nagasaki. 

"We took Jlnrlckashaws to the tem¬ 
ple, w here we w ere told there was a fa¬ 
mous bronze horse. We rode and rode 
and rode. I had no Idea Nagasaki VM 
such a big place; thought It only a coal¬ 
ing station, but I was mistaken. Final¬ 
ly we reached the entrance to the tem¬ 
ple. Nagasaki is surrounded by moun¬ 
tains and this temple is on quite a 
prominence. We started to climb up the 
broad stone steps; there must be two 
hundred of them. After passing under 
the first stone temple arch called Toril 
—there Is alwayB one of these arches 
placed at the entrance to a temple, or 
even to a tiny shrine—the columns of 
which must have measured four feet in 
diameter, and one made of bronze, our 
attention was attracted by hearing a 
girl's voice calling to us, ’Please come 
| n __please come Inside and see a dance 
and have some tea.'

"We did not accept her Invitation, 
but passed on up the steps and under 
the second arch, which was of stone. 
Here we met with a similar Invitation, 
•Please come Inside, see a dance and 
have some tea.' We found that there 
were tea houses all along on both sides 
of the broad stone sta!rw*ay. and these 
girls li. d learned these few words tn 
English, and they used them to urge 
every foreigner who came that w*ay to 
‘please come in.' After passing along 
six stone arches, which must have been 
thirty feet high, we reached the top of 
this long flight of stairs. On entering 
the courtyard of the temple we saw* 
the famous bronze horse. Well! it may 
be a horse or It may he most any other 
four-footed animal. It is about the size 
of our little street car mule and lookH 
like It had all the ailments that horte 
tb-sh is heir to. especially in Its legs. 
Why this terrible-looking beast Is 
world-renowned 1 am Is beyond 

even my imagination, unless it Is be¬ 
cause of Its exceedingly rare qualities, 
which there Is no doubt It possesses. 

-However If we were disappointed 
In the beauty of the bronze horse. w*c 
were fully repaid by the magnificent

Nagasaki and the harbor. Nagasaki 
hnrbor is said to be one of the most 
huiuilftil in the world and certainly 
it must hr. The entrar.ee to the har- 
boi Is quite lc*r»±; and narrow*. After 
passing through thla we came out Into 
rn Immense circular harbor, surround¬ 
ed on all sides except the entrance l»y 
Immense mountain peaks. My forte Is 
not in describing magnificent s enery. 
k. 1 will not attempt this. Aftrr en¬ 
joying this grand view we docended 
once more to earth, g«*t into our Jln- 
rickashaws and started back to our 
steamer. Mopping l*y the way to bu> 
some lovely Japanese rice bowls with 
tops to take home with us. as such as 
the«e cannot be bought In China. We 
reached our steamer Just in time for 
tiffin, rested in the afternoon and after 
dinner went ut* ;ii deck j»i* In time to 
enjoy the bustle and hurry which al¬ 
ways precedes the departure of a ves¬ 
sel. We were all dreading th** trip 
over the Yellow Sea bec ause of its pe¬ 
culiar swell, and it is usually rough 
sailing, but strange to say we have 
had it delightfully smooth and beauti¬ 
ful and are hoping to reach Shanghai 
without encountering any rough 
weather.

Gorgeous Japanese Funeral. 

"I promised In a former letter to tell 
you of a funeral procession we saw In 
Japan. Just as we were coming out of 
a Japanese shop in Kobe we saw a pe¬ 
culiar procession passing down the 
street, so asked what It was, and w'ere 
Informed it was a funeral. First came 
a man carrying a long pole, on top of 
which wap a purple flag. He was fol¬ 
lowed by men, walking double file, each 
carrying a email wooden platform, on 
whk*h was placed securely a tall bush 
or young tree about six feet high. 
Around Its base were cut flowers anl 
gvnsses, ararnged to form a stiff-look¬ 
ing pyramid. There were eight or ct»n 
of thi«e. They were followed by men 
holding In both h.ind* other platforms 
with bird cages measuring two or three 
feet square. In these cages were all 
kinds of birds flying about at a lively 
rate. These cages were decorated with 
paper and natural flowers mixed to¬ 
gether. Following these* came se>eral 
carts, drawn by men. On these carts 
were built up large floral designs sim¬ 
ilar to those carried, but much larger. 
Then came men with pryiunlds of fruit, 
oranges, apples, pineapples, plums, 
grapes;.oh. every’ variety to be found in 
Japan. Next wore the people In Jinrlek- 
ashaw's, and behind eich Jtnrlckasbaw 
was a coolie carrying an Immense chair. 
Then came the mourners on foot, ail 
dressed in black grenadine, over white. 
There were quite a large number of 
the**?. Following the mourners on foot 
came some In rlckashaws who w*ere too 
feeble to walk. Some of the occupants 
of the rick as haws were dressed In black 
and some In gorgeouply-embi oidend 
klmonas; ihe women, I mean. The pro¬ 
cession ended with seven girls, all in 
white, walking. I saw no coffin, nor 
anything which looked like a funeral. 
pv> should never have dreamed of Its 
being one had we not been told. Iam 
sorry I cannot explain the cause or use 
of all this, for l know; nothing of the 
cupt**m« of the Japanese in burying 
their deid. They do not scatter them 
over the fields recklessly, as do the 
Chinese, but have- regular cemeteries, at 
least family burying grounds, and they 
always mark the graves w*lth either a 
atone or wooden slab. The graves are 
very* short and closely crowded. They 
bury thc!r dead In a pitting posture, so 
It mak's the cemetery look as though It 
were filled with the graves of children. 
They frequently decorate the graves in 
a very peculiar manner. We took a pic¬ 
ture of one of these family graveyards 
Just After It had been decorated In white 
tissue paper cut In queer designs, tied to 
sticks and stuck in the ground. 

• • • 

Contrast With Christian Burial. 

‘ What a contrast from this was the 
funeral of one of our missionaries In 
Shanghai a few days after our arrival 
from Japan. Mrs. A. P. Parker, one of 
our most useful and capable workers, 
died and we attended her funeral. 
There was no gorgeous display at the 
Christian funeral of this lovely Chris¬ 
tian woman, w*ho had come out here 
nearly twenty-four years ago as a mis¬ 
sionary. Her husband, Dr. A. P. Par¬ 
ker, Is president of the Anglo-Chlnese 
College In Shanghai, and she taught In 
several primary schools. The funeral 
was In the chape! at the cemetery. At 
the house it was beautiful and touch¬ 
ing to see the genuine grief of the Chi¬ 
nese girls and boys; men and women 
whom she had taught were In deep sor¬ 
row, for one whom th *y loved was 
dead. You know white is the badge of 
mourning In China. All the women 
and girls present, who had been her 
pupils, wore, according to the Chinese 
custom, a piece of white unbleached 
cotton made into a fold about three 
Inches wide and put around the fore¬ 
head and pinned at the back of the 
neck, leaving ends two ffcet long to 
| hang down. The boye all dressed In 
I pure white with a white cord plaited 
! in their queue and ending with a white 
, tassel. Each carried a wreath of cedar 
with a few white flowers put here and 
there in the wreath. The foreigners 
went in carriages, the Chinese ladles In 
Jlnrlckashaws; then came the boys 
from the college, of which Dr. Parker 
Is president There were about sixty 
of these, nnd It was a touching sight 
to see th> i m walking all the way, car- 
r> lug their wreathes, tokens of their 
deep love and grief They would not 
ride, for from a Chinese standpoint 
that would be disrespectful. Then 
thev str>od during the service at the 
chapel After the grave was filled, 
they walked up solemnly, placing their 
'wreathes upon the covered mound. I 
could but feel how different the Chris¬ 
tian funeral is from that of the heath¬ 
en Here every* heart was bowed in 
grief; there It was all for show* and 
dleplay." __

Drifts and Undercurrents of the IVIe- ; 

tropolis.

New York, Nov. 16.—Nothing is more 
aMoni*h:ng than the to and and fury w th 
which thla c:ty of ours throws Itself into 
u political campaign, except lha lapse into 
quiescence and Indifference which .mme- 
dlately succeeds thr battle. For a week 
before election day one would suppose us 
Inoculated with the virus of hysirrla. We 
crowd meet.ns halls to suffocation, and 
therein shriek and howl until r.o vestige 
of voice Is left. Our candidate appears In 
the street, and we madly ahin up adjacent 
Umpportg to catch a gl’mpse of the top 
of his hat. We fill our offices, our clubs, 
and oven the entries of our churches 
with vehement outpourings of opinion. 

The male populace, and part of the fe¬ 
male. divides Itself .nio two principal mob a 
and a number of smaller ones, and com¬ 
ports Itself Strictly according to the pre¬ 
cepts of v.olent insanity. Then cornea the 
decisive day. and the city is a maelstrom 
of poll*:leal chaos, and the air is full of 
threats of bodily assault, State's prison 
and sudden death. Anywhere from mid¬ 
night to 0 o’clock the next morning the 
city goes to bed—and wakes up sane. The 
seven devils of political madness are cast 
out. You couldn’t get up a meeting with 
a dragnet. Your favorite candidate, erst¬ 
while eoeorted by howling thousands, 
walks down the street In lonely dignity, 
and you wouldn't turn the corner to look 
at him. Politics Is over for a year, and 
everybody is glad. We’re all tired of It, 
except those to whom pol'tic* 
nes* and those In whose busings politics 
plays a part. 


That extraordinary specimen of Brit'sh 
Imaginativeness, who has been writing 
accounts«to the London papers about brig¬ 
andage tn New York rather strained a 
point when he endeavored to convince hie 
Transatlantic readers that any man who 
ventured out of doors after dork with a 
gold watch in his pocket or money on his 
person simply templed fate. But he might 
have told some equally remarkable tales 
about that part of the city which Ilea be¬ 
yond the Bronx river, and not have ex¬ 
ceeded the truth. Tlie Bronx district i» 
at present being overrun by a band of 
merry highwaymen who have all the at¬ 
tributes of the comic opera stage, except 
the gay apparel. One of them got on a 
car one evening, extracted US from the 
conductor’s pocket »o dvflly that the offi¬ 
cial knew nothing of the theft until the 
robber politely returned the roll, remark¬ 
ing that it was too small game for him. 
Then the conductor objected and called 
the motorman to h‘.s aid, whereupon the 
brigand, who was os heavy-handed as he 
was light-fingered, knocked them both 
down and walked away whistling. An¬ 
other Jaunty crook-or perhaps ths same 
one—climbed a Bronx porch and fished 
through the half open window with a fine 
and hook. He caught two pairs of trou- 
gers. a watch and chain and An overcoat, 
and was endeavoring to get a nibble from 
a roll of bills on the dresser when tha 
occupant of the room awoke. 

"Good sport on your preserves. Good 
night. I’ll be back again." said the fish¬ 
erman. as he Jumped from the porch and 
disappeared In the darknea*. 

The watchman for a factory there tells 
how a highwayman In a silk hat held him 
up with a revolver, went through him to 
the extent of S*. a bag of tobacco and a 
pipe, returned the money, and departed 
smoking the pipe* The police don’t know 
whether to believe the performers of these 
feats of robbery are professionals or prac¬ 
tical Jokers. # # # 

Whenever there is sn epidemic of any 
kind in the city, visitors always come In 
for more than their share of it. At pres¬ 
ent there are large numbers of out-of¬ 
town people sojourning at the various 
hospitals, who did not come here with a 
view to that sort of a visit. Many of 
them are typhoid fever patients. Every 
fall New York has a elege of typhoid, 
but this year it is more prevalent than 
usual, and a surprising number of cases 


have appeared In the hotel*. Physicians 
attlhute the prevalence of the disease 
among visitors to the fact that the change 
from higher altitudes to the sea level 
renders them liablo to fevers, and that 
they ore not accustomed to the water. 

I know of one hotel here which has fur¬ 
nished five deaths from typhoid within a 
v eek. In some localities the fever has 
been of a very virulent type. One hos¬ 
pital in Brooklyn has lost ED per cent, of 
its typhoid cases; the normal mortality 
is about C per cent. 

On Manhattan Island the outbreak Is 
attributed partly to the rapid transit ex¬ 
cavations. Wherever there Is extensive 
digging in the streets epidemics of great¬ 
er or less Importance appear. Sometimes 
It Is pneumonia, sometimes meningitis, 
sometimes the grip. One year Fifth av¬ 
enue turned its sewers open to the light 
of day. and got a form of "pink eye" 
from them, whereby a fifth of the popula¬ 
tion went about with one eye or the other 
In the seclusion of a large black patch. 
The next season Second avenue had its 
turn In the shape of an epidemic of ear¬ 
ache so severe that there were several 
deaths directly due to it and a large 
number of suicide*. The present trouble 
seems to be remarkable chiefly for tha 
avidity with which It seizes upon tha 
stranger within the gates. The general 
advice of physicians to visitors Is that 
they drink as little water as possible, and 
none that Is not boiled.

Louisville, Ky.. Nov. 1«.— Tha admirable 
sMty published to-dny and signed "Per- 
*onal Liberty." deal tog with the question 
of the rights of labor organizations, should 
command the attention of thoughtful per¬ 
sons. The article is founded on the state¬ 
ment of Archbishop Ireland, in which he 
s«.ts forth In simp e term* ihc fundamental 
principles of individual liberty Inherent 
In our CVnsttltintlon and the manner of 
living in this republic. The espectAi ap¬ 
plication U to the existing conditions in 
Hopkins county, where a body of men 
calling themselves the United Mine Work¬ 
ers ivf America. District No. 23. have un. 
dertaken to say to another body of men 
that thiry shall not work except und< r 
regulations imposed by the union I pro¬ 
pose to write of this condition as I havo 
seen It In a personal Inspection covering 
several weeks, during which I have had 
sn Intimate view of the situation, hearing 
the three »id« of the controver*y^-that of 
the employer*, that of the nonunion men 
and that of the men who arc trying to "or¬ 
ganize the district.’* 

The result of this inquiry Is that 1 am 
able to state positively that the frequent 
shootings, the effort* to destroy property 
and the general state of lawlessness are 
due to the existence of armed camps of 
union mm, whoso vjotwwe has hod to be 
resisted by armed force on the part of the 
operators For a priod of twelve months 
I the county has been )n a state of an¬ 
archy entirely produced by an invasion 
of union men brought In from the sur¬ 
rounding countie* and from other States— 

I mainly from Indiana and Ohlto. An agree¬ 
ment was entered Into to the effect that 
w*hen W per cent of the production of 
| the mines of the nonunion district should 
be suspend'd for a period of thirty days 
the scale of wage* of the competing 
union mines should be raised. That wtis 
the motive Inducing the strike. In conse¬ 
quence of thl* agreement erganiz ra w«.r* 
- nt into this district, and In November, 
1900. a strike was called, wrih the prom ae 
that th** un~on would care for all th© 
men and their fam I ff who should r«* pond 
to the call. Absolutely nobody reu^ponded. 
Tne organizer i went to work, but with 
no appreciable result except occasional 
outbreaks of violence. Then came a sec¬ 
ond strike order, which was likewise fu¬ 
tile. 

In April of this year an armed body of 
2 jV» to 350 m n from Southern Indiana come 
Into the district and marched on S ? bret*. 
The town marshal and a small posse of 
men met the Invader* and turned them 
back without firing a shot. Then cam© 
the establishment of camps. One was lo¬ 
cated near Ma Hsonville and sn- ther near 
Nortouville. In Hopkins county. The?« 
camp* are still in existence. They are 
thoroughly armed and are the source of 
most of the trouble Later a camp was 
rsmhllBhcd in Webster county, but notice 
from the County Judge that Its exUlrnoe 
would not be tolerated caused Its immedi¬ 


ate disbandment. No attempt has l^een 
mods to organize a camp tn Christian 
county; but the miners at Empire, tn that 
county, have been fired on repeatedly by 
men from the Nortimvllle camps. 

Ther© have been shooting affrays at St. 
Chark*. at Corixmdale, at tho Relneck© 
mines, at th© Monarch mines, at Nor- 
tonvfile, at Barnsley and at other points 
in Hopkins county. Repeated attack® have 
been made on Relnecke. At Nortonvlll© 
tli© railroad station has been a plac© of 
constant danger. At Sebre© and Provi¬ 
dence. In Webster coom-ty, there have been 
attacks and five© have been lost. At Em¬ 
pire men from the Nor.onville camp have 
shot time and again. They killed on© man 
there. Th© Relnccko mine was closed by 
union men, who, at t!he muzzle of rifle*, 
stopped the miners from going to work. 
When th© State troops arrived on tha 
scene the mine was again opened. 

The story of the trouble shows on© thing 
very dearly. The local authorities or© 
amply able to deal with th© situation if 
they wanted to. Hopkins county la th© 
hot-bed of the trouble. If the County' 
Judge and the Sheriff were of the sam© 
quality as the officers In Webster and 
Christian cwxntles the armed bands would 
be driven out in a hurry. These bands 
constitute disorderly assemblies and the 
law I* ample to deal with them- The offi¬ 
cers of the other counties have demon¬ 
strated this. Tho men are lawbreakers 
and will not resist legally constituted au¬ 
thorities backed by a few determined m<*n 
with guns. Ther© la no need of Stat© 
troops or United States officers to put 
down the mobs. A "sandy" Sheriff could 
restore peace in twenty-four hours. 

So much for the legal aspect of the casq, 
A* for Its moral features the men at work 
In the nonunion mines are absolutely sat- 
lefled. The best of them would not work 
under the union scale, because their Indi¬ 
vidual liberty wouid be curtailed and they 
would not make th© money they now 
make. They are a oontented. pro perous 
class, with few grievances, and many ad. 
vantages. Tlve moat intelligent among 
them own their own homes, and excellent 
homes they are. The employers exercls* 
a bcnefWnt care over the men, according 
them privilege* not ordinarily enjoyed by 
their cine*. Under union regulations th© 
best of th© men would be Kttle better than 
thr worst, ami. I*-.ddv<, these men do not 
want the union and are willing to fight 
rather than have It.

sary to refer him to the record of the 
Cook county jailer. When the low estab¬ 
lishing thia court took effect In 18F8, ther* 
were 1.13u boys* name* on the register of 
the Cook county Jail, as having been com¬ 
mitted to that institution during that 
year. In 1899 the nrnnlter had fallen to 
676. 

During the last two years there have 
been only twenty-four boys committed to 
the Jail. This does not mean, by any 
means, that the boys of Ch.'oago have 
been suddenly reformed and that, there¬ 
fore, there have been no arrests, but on 
the contrary the arrests have be* n al¬ 
most as frequent. But It does mean that 
the case of each boy arrested during the 
year receives special attention and that 
in the consideration of each individual 
case, the possibilities of reforming the of¬ 
fender are carefully considered and un 
effort made to throw around the life of 
each one some Influence which will have 
a tendency to check the downward career. 
It is rot to be expected that all seed falls 
on good soil, but enough takes rffect to 
give ample reward for the attempt boch 
from the standpoint of the reformer and 
of the taxpayer. It has been demonstrat¬ 
ed by careful observation. In those dis¬ 
tricts of the city from which the largest 
number of offenders are brought, that 
the work of the Juvenile court has had 
a salutary Influence upon the total ar¬ 
rests, decreasing them by about 23 per 
cent. In the last three years.

Wisconsin's New Law. 


([Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

New York, Nov. 15.—It is a lucky 
thing for the children of this great 
round world that there are lots of peo¬ 
ple. both men and women, who are not 
too busy to look after their Interests. 
The boys and girls who are brought 
up In the streets of our great cities 
have been long neglected, and those 
who have been arrested for petty of¬ 
fenses have often been badly treated 
In the courts, and unintentionally help, 
ed to lead a worse life by the court's 
dealing with their cases because they 
haye not been understood, and because 
no special juvenile court has been pro¬ 
vided to deal with Just such cases in a 
wise and humane manner. Five years 
ago there was not such a thing as a 
Juvenile couri In existence; now' there 
are courts located In Chicago. Roches¬ 
ter, N. Y„ Milwaukee. New York and 
the last one to be established was re¬ 
cently opened In Philadelphia. The court 
In Philadelphia is expected to look 
after, with special attention, the des¬ 
titute and delinquent children of that 
city. 

• • • 

Methods In Boston and Buffalo. 

Boston and Buffalo have no Juvenile 
courts, but they have special methods 
for taking care of children’s cases which 
are admirable In their form and effect¬ 
ive in their results. For over a year 
the new r Police Court judge of the lat. 
ter city, to whom nearly all the Juven¬ 
ile delinquents are sent, has made a 
practice of trying the children always 
at a separate hour from that devoted 
to the treatment of the hardened crim¬ 
inal cases. The judge has also cleared 
the room so far as possible, so that 
there would be no audience before which . 
the child was might ape the criminal ! 
could display his bravado. Out of this 
excellent practice has grown a good pro¬ 
bation law for the Juvenile offenders in 
the city of Buffalo, and. moreover. It 
will not be long before ft separate court 
In a separate building devoted entire¬ 
ly to the children’s Interests will be 
opened, where absolutely ail the con¬ 
taminating influences of the Police 
Court will be eliminated. Judge Mur- 
phv said recently, in speaking of the 
operation of the new method of treat¬ 
ing children in Buffalo:

Juvenile Courts. 


There has been only a partial appli¬ 
cation of the principle Involved in the 
work of the Juvenile In the city of 
Greater New York, up to the present 
date, but after the 1st of January, when 
the new charter will take effect, there 
will be Juvenile court* established In 
•very borough. Heretofore the work 
among this class of children has been 
largely performed by charitable organi¬ 
sations. but under the new charter the 
work will be launched upon broad lines 
and liberally supported by the city. 
These courts will he conducted, very 
largely, after the excellent plan which 
has been in operation in Chicago for a 
number of years 

• • • 

Work In Chicago. 

The work of the Juvenile court in Chi¬ 
cago. under the wise supervision of 
Judge Tuthill, has been most beneficent 
and satisfactory. In speaking of the ie- 
sultB obtained by this court since Its 
•*tablishment, the Judge baU\.

The State of Wisconsin has recently 
parsed a law which provides for the 
establishment of children’s courts In all 
large cities in that State. The first 
court was opened In Milwaukee only 
the other day. Some of the provisions 
of the law are original and are worthy 
of consideration by other States. The 
act provides for the regulation of treat¬ 
ment and control of "dependent, neg¬ 
lected and delinquent children." The 
word "delinquent/* as defined by the 
statute, applies to any child under six¬ 
teen years of age who violates any law 
of the State, the penalty for which Is 
not Imprisonment In the State prison, or 
who violates any city ordinance. The 
law further provides that "no court or 
Magistrate shall commit u child under 
fourteen years of age to a Jail or police 
station, but If such child Is unable to 
give bail It may be committed to the 
care of the Sheriff, police officer or pro¬ 
bate officer, who shall keep such child 
In some suitable place, which shall be 
provided by the city or county out¬ 
side of the lnclosure of any Jail or po¬ 
lice b union. When any child under six¬ 
teen years of age shall be sentenced to 
confinement In any institution to which 
adult convicts are sentenced. It shall be 
unlawful to confine such child In the 
same room with such adult convicts, or 
to confine such child in the same yard 
or lnclosure with such adult convicts, 
or to bring such child Into any yard, 
hall or ro om In which such adult con¬ 
victs may'oST^present." 

• • • 

More Provisions Needed. 

Four great States of the Union-New 
York. Pennsylvania. Illinois and Wis¬ 
consin—have now enacted special leg¬ 
ation affecting the treatment of child 
criminals, and It is in the Interest of 
humanity In general and the children In 
particular that Judge Tuthlll, the father 
of the movement in Illinois. Is making 
efforts to have similar laws enacted In 
every State. Many cities have already 
provided methods separating children 
from the more hardened criminal 
classes when they are so unfortunate as 
to come under the ban of the law, but 
many others, particularly the smaller 
cities, pay no attention to this most 
wise provision. ^ 

ALABAMA GAINS MILLIONS. 

Large Increase In State Valuation 

During the Current Year. 

[Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser.] 

The annual report of the State Audi¬ 
tor shows that the total value of real 
and personal property assessed In the 
State during 1901 was $254,622,937, 
against a total value of $266,873,268 as¬ 
sessed In 1900. The tax on these valu¬ 
ations for 1901 was $1,665,437.95, against 
$1,467,972.92 In 1900. In other words the 
assessed valuation of property in Ala¬ 
bama has Increased In 1901 $17,749,649 
over the values of 1900. The taxes on 
these valuations have Increased for 
1901 to the amount of $102,534.97 and the 
State is Just this much richer from the 
development of Its resources than It 
was last year. 

It Is shown that for 1901 the total 
value of real estate in the idxty-stx 
counties of the State was $164,679,888 
against $168,390,273 In 1900. The tax on 
this real estate will be $905,199.89 as 
compared with $871,154.45 paid in 1900. 
The value of personal property in these 
sixty-nix counties In 1901 is shown to 
be $120,043,049 as asainst $108,512,195 In 
1900. The taxes on this personal prop¬ 
erty for 1901 will be $660,237.06 as com¬ 
pared with $596,919.47 paid In 1900. 

The statement by the Auditor does 
not include the statement of the Stab* 
Tax Commissioner, and it la expected 
that his report will bring the total val¬ 
uation of property in the Ptate up to 
about $5,000,000 additional. This would 
represent something like $30,000 addi¬ 
tional to be paid Into the Treasury.

HOME-GROWN BEVERAGE. 


RESULT OF EXPERIMENTS 


Shows That the Tea Plant Can Be 
Successfully Cultivated In the 
Land of Cotton.

IMPORT DUTY IS FAVORED, 


[CorresiKindenoe of the Courier-Journal.] 

Columbia, S. C., Nov. 15.—Even after 
President Roosevelt and The Cabinet 
have been informed by Secretary Wil¬ 
son that In South Carolina the finest 
tea In the world Is grown, there Is little 
known about this Industry that prom¬ 
ises fortune's as weH as good tea for 
Americans—the latter, according to 
oriental standards, they now never get. 

While experiments ’ wW probably be 
continued for years with different teas 
under widely different condition®, the 
most Important facts about tea culture 
In America have already been demon¬ 
strated. It has already been proved 
that a number of kinds of tea® from 
different ooun tries—Formosa, Japan, 
China and Slam-can be grown with 
profit; yet other kinds have been un¬ 
profitable In a com mere'al way. The 
experiments will continue along this 
line and also with a view of getting the 
greatest productiveness from the tea 
plant in the least possible time. An¬ 
other important point demonstrated is 
that the tea bush can survive very cold 
weather. While H Is better that it 
should grow where the mercury does not 
fall below twenty-five degree® Fahren¬ 
heit, yet In the freeze of two winters 
ago the tea gardens were subjected to 
a temperature below zero and suffered 
little damage. 

• • • 

Where Tea Grows Naturally. 

In the East where tea grows naturally 
the rainfall, particularly In the sum¬ 
mer. Is ftx>m two or three time® as 
much as here. This deficiency has been 
compensated for by having the gar¬ 
dens irrigated. The careful labor need¬ 
ed for picking the delicate leaf is pro¬ 
vided by giving special school advan¬ 
tages to all the little negroes In the 
vicinity who will take advantage of 
them, and these children are, during 
school hours, instructed n tea-picking. 
Then during the season they are given 
remunerative work. 

Experimenting with tea begun at 
Pineburst, near Summerville, in 1891, by 
Dr. Chas. U. Shepard. Thia was several 
years after the Government hud failed 
to get results from an appropriation 
made by Congress for exj>erlmenta In 
tea culture. Dr. Shepards work proved 
successful, and recently he lut» received* 
the kindest Interest and most grateful 
pecuniary assistance from Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson and from Congress.

Dr. Shepard’s Tea Farm. 


In speaklne of the only tea farm on 
this contlnen . Dr. Shepard said: 

Among ilu most important results of 
the work of the past summer has been a 
clearer distinction between what Is prob- 
aib.y profitable and not. It was rally 
rocognist-d from the outset of th#* Pine- 
burst Investigations that their industrial 
va.ue must rest on a clear deraonacrobio 
pecan. ar> profit. Nevertheless, as an 
experiment station it was proper to In¬ 
st. :ute numerous trials mih different i 
seed under varying conditions. 

The common objection to the pica for 
the tstaJd-ashirnem of an American tea 
Industry .s the difference In the price of 
labor here uml In the Orient. But with 
a full appreciation of Its force os applied 
to poorer grades, there has always ap¬ 
peared to exist a good profit In Uk» 
produel.on of those higher grade® In 
Whose cultivation und manufacture cheap 
la t or play® a minor part And the homo 
production of t*si has this advantage, 
t'hat the final drytng of the leaf need 
IK*t be carr.ed to tlu* same extreme heat, 
whereby a sacrifice of much that Is agree¬ 
able and benefletai nertMorlly follows. 

Among the experiments, the cultivation 
of tea In gorden® protected from th® 
direct sunlight b> matting has proven 
quit© successful so far as quality goes. 
Whether t will be |x>ssib!« to produce 
a tv a commanding tenfold, or nrsxre, the 
price of that grown hi the open, a® In 
Japan, remains to be solvel: as also 
how great must be the expense of the 
additional labor and outlay. Years may 
euapee before there shall tie a. demand 
In the United States for teas costing $10 
a pound and upward, as in ihe far Ori¬ 
ent, where such prices are not infrequent. 

• • • 

Cost of the Tea. 

Dr. Shepard said in this connection 
that the finest green teas sold In the 
East sometimes as high as $50 a pound, 
when the tea exported to America sold 
at the porta for about fifteen cunts per 
pound. Foreigners could not use th!.* 

tan vhalhar Ar not lhav wara williitv 


to pay the big prices, because it would 
not bear transportation. Continuing, he 
says: 

Other things bring equal, th* cost of a 
tea depends somewhat, on the amount of 
skilled labor expended upon it. but chiefly 
on the ‘fineness" of the leuf-plueking. To 
pick at Plnehurst only the Pekoe tips, 
which are as yet unfolded leaf at the end 
of the young shoot, might coat $10 a pound 
of dry tra; to strip the leaf by wholesale, 
as Is done during the great early summer 
crop In Chinn, would rest but a few rents 
a pound. It Is the fineness of the pluck¬ 
ing that chiefly determines the value of 
the product. 

• • • 

Modern Machinery. 

The Introduction of modern tea-making 
machinery (invented principally at Plne¬ 
hurst) has improved the cup qualities of 
Plnehurst black tea and rendered entirely 
unnecessary the disgust so often express¬ 
ed by Oriental travelers at the unstinted 
blending of human sweat In the laborious 
manipulation of the tea leaf In often 
superheated factories. The Plnehurst 
product passes from one mechanical 
treatment to another with the least pos¬ 
sible handling, and the pure cover notable 
for its uniformity and especially for the 
pre-eminence among other teas In fra¬ 
grance and delicacy, and yet by no means 
lucking In strength. 

A notable gain has been made In the 
mechanical manufacture of green tea 
during the* past season at JJinehurst. 
The adaptation of machinery to the 
curing of black tea has long been 
known and practiced, especially In the 
British colonies, but with the excep¬ 
tion of the s earn process, as yet only 
slightly applied. It remains to success¬ 
fully substitute mechanical operations 
for hand or foot labor In the prepara¬ 
tion of green tea. The expense of labor 
precludes the practice of the method 
here used in the East. By means of 
the "rotary witherer" invented and suc¬ 
cessfully applied at Plnehurst the tea 
leaf, fresh from the garden, is quickly 
and satisfactorily prepared for the fur¬ 
ther steps of mechanical rolling and 
firing at a modicum of risk and ex¬ 
pense. and with a resultant product 
which has received from tea experts 
very high praise. These teas are de¬ 
void of all adulteration, whether for 
taste or color. 

• • • 

Demand For Black Tea. 

Special trial® have been made on cer¬ 
tain areas with both black and green 
tens, and the results, although these 
gardens In a year or two are expected 
to double In productiveness, are al¬ 
ready profitable. There Is a steady de¬ 
mand for all the black tea produced at 
the rate of $1 a pound. This tea Is 
grown from an exceptionally fine seed 
procured from Uhlnn. It cannot stand 
transportation for long distances, and 
retails in the province in which It grows 
for $1.60 a pound. These gardens will 
produce 300 pounds of tea a year, and 
a profit of twenty cents a pound would 
pay about ten times more than good 
cotton land. Dr. Shepard has sold some 
tea, so fine as to be almost dust, for 
$12 a pound. 

• • • 

Import Duty Probable. 

The general Interest which the Pine- 
hurst experiments have wrought 
throughout the country, as exemplified 
by the honors conferred upon them at 
the Pan-American expo«itlon. Is mani¬ 
festing Itself In the actual Inquiry of 
capitalists In the new Industry, and It 
U now admitted that the scheme which 
at the outset appeared so chinv rlcal has 
actually attained especial Importance. 
One of the early results will be an at¬ 
tempt to have an Import duty placed 
on tea. The United States stands a’one 
among nations in this respect. Ftee- 
irade Great Britain imposes a duty of 
eight cents a pound on tea from her own 
colonies, and they furnish almost all 
that she consumes. The other countries 
of Europe place a duty of from twenty 
to forty cents on tea—Russia having 
the best tea. placing the highest duty. 
Immense qunntltes of the cheaper sort 
of tea are thrown upon the United 
States. 

• • • 

Favors the Tariff. 

■ 1 

Dr. Shepard favors a duty on tea. 
while admitting the better sorts may 
be made profitably without. He thinks 
twenty cpnts would not be too much. 
Where climate and labor best subserve 
he knows of no more promising under¬ 
taking The cultivation of tea offers 
outdoor occupation for men Incapable of 
hard labor In a hot malarial region. It 
enables women and children to * arn 
their livelihood. According to the Pine, 
hurst experience, ordinary skill and in¬ 
dustrious laborers may be safely paid 
as much in tea gardens as In cotton or 
corn fields. 

Aside from raising tea for the market. 
Dr. Shepard urges that it can be raised 
like any vegetable In the gardens of ev¬ 
ery home. ! t can bv cultivated with 
the roses and used as hedges instead of 
unsightly fences. And in addition to the 
economy or profit, the people will drink 
such tea ns they have never drunk be¬ 
fore— tea with real color and flavor such 
ns la now only enjoyed by the wealthy 
In the Orient.

MANY INTERESTS AROUSED.

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 15.— One of the 
fiercest battles ever fought In a national 
association of* any character will be 
that which will take place In Chicago 
in December, while the National Live 
Stock Association Is in session. 

From reports received from all over 
the West the meeting will be the most 
largely attended of any ever held by 
this association, which Include® In rep¬ 
resentation practically a<tt the immense 
oat tie and sheep raising interest® of the 
great West. 

The battle will not cea®e with the 
sessions of the convention, but will be 
carried Into the halls of Congress and 
will make another of the momentous 
contests over Western legislation which 
will occupy the attention of that b.dy 
to the exclusion of mnudh other business 
of a national nature. 

Among the orators who will be ar¬ 
rayed on one side of the question, which 
will excite the convention, will be for¬ 
mer Gov. Hoard, of Wisconsin, and 
Charles V.,Knight, of Chicago, and a 
Coterie of Western men of prominence^ 
while the other side will be Led by J. 
Sterling Morton, of Nebraska* former 
Secretary of Agriculture, who will be 
supported by attorney® and officials of 
the great cattle and sheep corporations 
now* operating In the Western State®, 

The question w T hich, It Is believed, will 
cause a disruption* Is that of the in¬ 
dorsement by the convention of the bill 
which will be Introduced at the coming 
Congress providing for the leasing of 
Government lands of the West to 
whomsoever may apply at a nominal 
figure. 

• • • 

Where the Fight Began. 

8ome conception of the Importance of 
the interests which are pushing this 
measure and which will bring the sub¬ 
ject of It® Indorsement before the Na¬ 
tional Live Stock Association, may be 
gained from the following facts: 

At the meeting of the National Live 
?tock Association held In Salt Lake 
City about a year ago, this proposition 
was brought up. So much opposition 
developed, however, that its supporters 
thought discretion to be the better part 
of valor and withdrew* their resolu¬ 
tion of indorsement. Determined, how¬ 
ever. to secure what should at least 
appear to be a powerful support, they 
organized in Denver, shortly after¬ 
wards, at a meeting held last spring, 
an association called the American Cat¬ 
tle Growers' Association. It Is alleged 
by the smaller cuttle and Bheepmen of 
the West that this association was 
formed for the sole purpose of lobbying 
the measure tfirough Congress. But 
even at this meeting the sentiment 
against the land-leasing bill was so 
strong that the Indorsement carried by 
only the barest majority. But it car¬ 
ried, and this fact will be used at the 
National Live Stock Association con¬ 
vention and before Congress in an at¬ 
tempt to secure the passage of the 
bill. 

• • • 

Small Kaisers May Suffer. 


The public in the West Is aroused 
over the situation. The small raisers 
of cattle and sheep, whoso herds and 
flocks cover a thousand hills, see utter 
demolition of their Interests by the 
passage of the land-karing measure. 
The interests of the small stockmen 
ure those of the merchants of their 
localities, as is natural, and these mer¬ 
chants are arraying themselves In an¬ 
tagonism to the proposed legislation. 

But a greater opposition even than 
this, because of its solidity, has been 
created by the very Interest® which 
seek this legislation. This is the an¬ 
tagonism of the Dairy men’s Associa¬ 
tion, which is equally powerful with 
the National Livestock Association. 
This antagonism was created by the 
opposition advanced by the Livestock 
Association to the parage of the Gi out 
Bill, which is looked upon a® In the In¬ 
tel ests r»f every farmer in the Weat, 
as It Is said to be considered urnong the 
farmers of the East. 

The* Cattle Growers* Association 
formed in Denver Is reported to have 
raised $10,000 to oppose the passage of 
the Grout Bill with reference to oleo¬ 
margarine and has thus Incited the 
et rnlty of the immense dairy Interests 
of the West. All of these interest will 
be represented at the meeting of the 
Nutlonal Livestock Association in Chi¬ 
cago, and they will go cocked and 
primed. 

The advocates of the land-leasing 
measure assert that It is the solution 
of the Irrigation problem. The oppo¬ 
nents of lh<* bill, which, It Is under¬ 
stood. has been prepared by Bartlett 
Richards, of Nebraska* a brother of 
Gov. Richards, of Wyoming, say that 
Its passag** means a continuance of

In Washington, and is using every ef¬ 
fort to Interest members of the House 
and Senate In this behalf before Con¬ 
gress convenes. He Is accompanied by 
many influential business men from both 
the Territories who are Interested in 
"single statehood."

Necessity For Statehood. 


The pressing necessiiy for statehood 
for the Indian Territory, as urged by 
the citizens of the Territory, lies chiefly 
In the fact that there are no public 
schools except In the larger towns, and 
there are thousands of children w T ho are 
growing up without the advantages of 
an education; whereas, with statehood 
they would have public schools ail over 
the whole State the same as other parts 
of Oklahoma now* have. Besides this 
they have no asylums for the insane, 
deaf mutes and blind. Further than th s 
the people here would much prefer to 
elect their own officers and to conduct 
their own government, a a the present 
state of "carpetbag" government is 
very repugnant to many of the people. 
• • • 

The Prospects. 

That Oklahoma proper will be admit¬ 
ted this winter la believed her'* to be 
nigh certain, but there I® said to be 
a feeling among Congressmen from the 
Eastern .States that the Indian Terri¬ 
tory Is not ready for admission into the 
Union. The Indian lands have not been 
allotted except In a few places, and it 
is contended by those who oppose the 
measure of single statehood that thia 
territory cannot be admitted as a State 
and good faith kept with the Indians at 
the same time, with reference to agree¬ 
ments made with them hitherto in va¬ 
rious treaties. Until titles to lands are 
made perfect It is difficult to conceive 
how any system of taxation could be 
devised which would produce the reve¬ 
nue required to defray expenses of coun- 
ly governments and to pay Ihe propor¬ 
tionate part of the revenues required 
to be ralFed by the new State. Prob¬ 
ably the most persuasive reason the Re¬ 
publican members will have for oppos¬ 
ing the measure is the fact that tne 
two Territories combined will be Demo¬ 
cratic In politics, which fact would re¬ 
sult In the election of two new Demo- 
crtlc Senators to the national Congress 
should the two Territories come Into the 
Union as on e State.

Only tlie energetic, ambitious, mag¬ 
netic woman or girls of this ret. who 
will enter the social arena and cleave 
a way to popularity by the utmost di¬ 
plomacy and tact, can attain the goal 
which every woman of the wot Id longs 
# or—a place in society. While there are 
some few of this kind to be met in a 
Washington winter, they are not nu¬ 


merous, and unfortunately are b*comtnff 
less so. The m.lllonalre merchant prin¬ 
cess of the Middle/West Is crowding 
the wife or daughter of a member of 
Congress almost off the social stage. 

One of the notable exceptions to th® 
rule of living at hotels is that of the 
Hon. Charles Sprigue. of Massachu- 
Retts. Mrs. Sprague is one of the Weld 
heiresses, of Boston, having Inherited 
a fortune of $7.500,COO from her giand- 
father. Her first cousin, Mrs. L.trz An¬ 
dersen, being un only child. Inherited 
double that amount, and has become 
famous on two continents. 

At the beginning of Mr. Sprague’s 
term two y^ars ago they leased the 
splendid residence of former Vice Pres¬ 
ident Levi T J . Morton on Rhode Island 
avenue. In less than three months 
after taking up ihelr residence in 
Washington the distressing malady de¬ 
veloped which has since banished Mr. 
Sprague from the halls of Omgress and 
his magnificent home. He Is at a sani¬ 
tarium in New England. 

This pathetic circumstance Is only 
one of many similar occurrences In the 
social life of Washington. Its lights 
and shadows are strongly marked, and 
the saddest feature Is always that thosa 
who have shown most brilliantly In a 
season’s revelry, when dropped from tho 
lists, are soon forgotten nnd their place® 
filled by other.** as rapidly os kaleido¬ 
scopic pictures revolve.

Will Make His First Appearance In 
Ohio This Month. 




Kansas City, Nov. 16.—‘The Star 
says: 

After resisting the fervid important-* 
ties and the liberal offers of theatrical 
managers for seventeen years. Frank 
James, formerly of the team of Jamea 
brothers, has consented to take up the 
art of legitimate acting for a few year®. 

In making this concession to art for I 
art s sake. Mr. James rather Jars the 
aesthetic feelings of the intellectual 
world by laying considerable stres# 
upon the pecuniary advantages that are J 
Involved In his departure. "My exjjei J 
rlence from boyhood had been such,T I 
he says, “that there were few things 
that I could do to earn a salary." Upon 
this fact and upon the manifest need 
of his declining years, Mr. James ex¬ 
plains his chief reason for resorting to 
art for a living. 

It is true that the occupation lrwg 
whi. h Mr. James has had most traln-^ 
Ing. In which he may be said to have 
been a pioneer as well as a most skill¬ 
ful example, has become hazardous and 
unprofitable of late. Even here In Mis¬ 
souri, where the vocation was diverting 
and profitable for many years, and 
where It appealed sympathetically to a 
numerous, if peculiar, class of natlres, 
the fad has run out. From a material¬ 
istic standpoint, therefore, Mr. James 
may be Justified In referring to the pe¬ 
cuniary aspects of his engagement to 
act In the masterpiece of art known to 
play-goers as "Across the Desert," and 
In which the distinguished Mis^nourlan - 
In to make his first appearance at 
Zanesville, O.. November 25. But it 
would have heen finer and more In 
keeping sslth the traditions of art Ufa 
If Mr. Jnrne® had reserved all consider¬ 
ations for the morrow, and If he had 
sailed into art with that Improvident 
devotion that characterized the labor* 
of the starving geniuses of the past* 

Mr. James la unnecessarily modest 
about his talents. He Is Inclined to be¬ 
lieve that whatever success he may 
have will be due to public curiosity 
« reated by the "fact and fiction*' woven 
about bis name. Yet he Is to be cred¬ 
ited with truly exemplary* moral asser¬ 
tion by declaring that he will have 
nothing to do with a performance "that 
Idealizes law-breaking and makes a 
hero of the law-breaker." In this eth¬ 
ical view of the drama Mr. James re- 
fled s a much-needed sentiment. There 
should be a fine distinction between 
making a hero of a bad dramatic char¬ 
acter nnd making a hero of a man who 
made his reputation rabbit hunting or 
quail hunting on the Missouri plains. 

But there Is one objection to the plans 
arranged for the theatrical debut and 
coming tour of Mr. James. The Initial 
performance should by all means take 
place In Kansas City, the metropolis of 
the James territory. Here such an oc¬ 
casion could he made a society event 
of unique chancier. No doubt th® 
boxes would be filled with former Mis¬ 
souri officials, with some prerent office¬ 
holders and a number of distinguished 
laymen In the theater parties. Mr. 
William H. Wallace, candidate for 
United Ftates Senator, who Is now’ on 
n hunting trip with Mr. James In the 
Indian Territory, would surely do his 
Utmost to live down hl« record as th® 
Prosecuting Attorney of Jackson coun¬ 
tv during the James regime, The man¬ 
ager* of the new star do not grasp th® 
importance of utilizing the bout terri¬ 
tory Tt Is to be feared that Zanesville 
will not rise to the social opportunity 
of welcoming M r James to the s tag®*

As the travelers 
were assisted from the train all tried 
to talk at once, except the Imperturb¬ 
able Minister himself, who. after sing¬ 
ling out hi* wife and affectionately 
greeting her, ahook hands with the 
young women who accompanied her.

Like a Picture On a Fan. 

His daughter. Miss Daisy, who is as 
dainty os a picture on a silk fan. greet¬ 
ed the Minister and then began looking 
out for the comfort of her mother. All 
the young women will assist Mrs. Wu 
In her social duties during the coming 
season. The daughter will be formally 
Introduced to society nt a dinner and 
dance In the near future. 

The ladies chattering volubly In Chi¬ 
nese and French, the party entered 
carriages and drvve to the legation. 
Just as they arrived Chow Chou, the 
Minister's fourteen-year-old son, came 
w hizzing under the porte cochere on a 
bicycle. The young ladles looked at 
him in wonder. Chow Chou greeted 
his mother and sister In much the same 
fashion as any American boy would 
have done, for this youngster Insists 
that he is an American. After kissing 
his mother and his sister. Chow Chou 
stood his bicycle up on the edge of the 
pavement and watched the two young 
women of the suite get out of the car¬ 
riage. 

With mincing little* steps the women 
in the party entered the house, where 
a grtat breakfast was served, at which 
all the attaches of the legation were 
presetxt and met the members of Mrs. 
Wu’s suite. 

Two enormous van loads of luggage 
followed the party to the legation. 
Queer-looking trunks and boxes made of 
bamboo were piled high, while there 
Were many bundles wrapped In cane, 
splints And bagging.

Mias Wu and the two young women of 
the suite are exceedingly email in stat¬ 
ure, birt are as fair as many Caucasian 
belles. All wore their lmlr brushed 
straight back. Next to automobiles, 
electric cars and Chow Chou on his bi¬ 
cycle, the new arrivals manifested the 
greatest Interest In the baby of Shen- 
Tung, the first secretary, who, with his 
wife, welcomed them to the legation.

PLEAD NOT GUILTY. 

Second Arraignment of Alleged Train 
Bobber In St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Nov. 18 —Ben Kilpatrick, 
indicted by the Federa. grand Jury as

Explosion Derails Cars and Tears Up 
Track, But No One Is Injured. 


Chicago. Nov. 16.—A St. Petersburg 
letter to the ft coord-Herald says; 

Nicholas II. has the greatest antip¬ 
athy to every form of luxury, and more 
particularly at the table. His meals arc 
restricted to a very few dishes, and are 
attended by very few guests. Like all 
busy men, he eats with feverish haste. 
He finds it impossible to conceal the 
boredom Inflicted uj>on him by long 
official banquets. On the other hand, he 
Jests and laughs freely when at his ease 
among his intimate* associates. His con¬ 
tempt for etiquette is manifest in all 
his habits. While his father, Alexander 
III. was accustomed to chive through 
St. Petersburg in a brilliant and showy 
equipage, the present Czar usually 
drives in a simple open carriage. He 
has suppressed the cordon of cavalry 
vfhlch used to keep the streets dear for 
his father and often the police are un¬ 
aware of the route he Intends to take. 
• • • 

Feasants Sure of Justice. 


Russian peasants frequently travel 
hundreds of versts with their petitions, 
confident that the sovereign will per¬ 
sonally consider their cases and have 
Justice done. He reads all the letters 
addressed to him and notes the an¬ 
swers to be given on the margin In red 
pencil. He nwr forgives those who 
attempt to deceive him or give him 
fab*- information. Both he and the 
Czarina are extremely popular through¬ 
out Russia. They are like two comrades, 
neither trying to exorcise control over 
the- other. 

It is said In Ht. Petersburg that such 
a happy married pBlt were never before 
seen tin the Russian throne. When they 
drive out together they are always ob¬ 
served to be In animated conversation, 
frequently laughing and smiling. They 
intently avoid putting on "a proper ex¬ 
pression." The Czar remarked one day: 
"1 am a Russian Just like my subjects." 
a saying which made an excellent im- 
presrion upon the people.

The place where the 
wreck occurred is surrounded by high 
hills on one side and the Codorus ertsk 
on the other, and ’» one of the loneliest 
places between Harrisburg and Balti¬ 
more.

The young sovereign frequently re¬ 
mains at his desk till a late hour and 
sometimes receives his ministers or ad¬ 
visers after midnight, his consort an¬ 
ting by him at her embroidery or nee¬ 
dlework.

It is not perhaps known to all the 
world that the corespondeoce between 
Nicholas II. and the German Emperor, 
which on Important occasions Is car¬ 
ried on between the two sovereigns, is 
In the English language. For instance, 
the telegrams respecting the appoint¬ 
ment of Count von WakJersee as Com¬ 
mander In thief of lh»* International 
forces In China were written by both 
Emperors in English. The relationship 
of the two monarch^ with the English 
court is not the stile explanation of 
this curious departure from the custom 
in diplomatic and princely circles to 
employ the FYench language for such 
International communication®.

Taught Bismarck a Lesson. 

When the Germans defeated the 
French the victors felt It almost a hu¬ 
miliation to be obliged to use the lan¬ 
guage of their conquered enemy. Con¬ 
sequently Prince Bismark attempted to 
use German In hl« communication* with 
Russia, which was at that time ex¬ 
tremely friendly to victorious Prussia.

of late has been beyond all 
precedent. A single apartment house, 
"The Ansonla.” la being built In New 
York at a rest of $5,000,000, which will 
contain 1.800 rooms. It Is possible to 
secure rooms on the same plane, suited 
to every purpose of housekeeping, from 
& kitchen to a ballroom. Th« various 
apartments are so arranged that any 
number of rooms car. bo thrown into a 
single suite, the position of the rooms 
being left to the tenant. The rentals 
for single flats or apartments In this 
modem habitat vary from $2,000 to $20,- 
000 yearly. 

Now these rentals are much higher 
than those of most private houses in 
New York. The conventional four-story 
brown-stone front on or near Fifth ave¬ 
nue. for example, rent* for from $5,000 
to $8,000 a year. The preference for 
flats or apartments, even at Increased 
rentAls, la due doubtless to the perfec¬ 
tion of arrangements of the suites and 
their greater convenience for purposes 
of housekeeping. Even' room and hall 


space to be found In the finest dwell¬ 
ings is duplicated In these apartments, 
with the Important exception of the 
stairs. The suites vary in size from six 
to thirty rooms. The best apartments 
contain from two to five bathrooms, 
with special quarters for servants. The 
rooms are heated In winter with hot air 
and cooled in summer with refrigerated 
draughts. Hot or cold or Ice water, 
each carefully filtered. Is supplied to 
15 —The In- ev * ry rooni * R y living In an up-to-date 
apartment. In short, a housekeeper can 
save everything but money. 


Some Veritable Palaces. 

Not only does this economy of labor In 
housekeeping attract residents, but the 
apartment houses, by their archIPctut al 
pretension and the lavish decorations of 
their entrances and public halls, draw 
many to them. 8ome of the apartment* 
are veritable palaces, both Inside and 
out. The •■flatters’* f« rm a sort of com¬ 
munity of Interests since all contribute 
to purchase or lease luxuries which are 
shared In common. The architecture of 
these great buildings, their entrances 
and halls, are far more elaborate than 
any single tenant could afford In a 
house of his own. In other words, a 
man who pays $10,000 a year for a flat 
has the satisfaction of entering a hall¬ 
way a* elaborate as that of many Euro¬ 
pean palaces. Several of the apartment 
houses In New York, for instance, have 


To an outsider a most interesting part 
of one of these mammoth apartment 
houses Is the cellar. It Is here that the 
greater part of the housekeeping is per- 
1 formed. These cellars resemble nothing 
h> much as the hold of an rxean liner. 
They are crowded with complicated ma¬ 
chinery. attended by a score of engi- 
I ne«-rs and electricians. It must be re¬ 
membered that the ItPat, light ami gen¬ 
eral convenience of hundreds uf living 
• rooms Is controlled from thi* center. 
And tenants w^n pay thousands a year 
for their suites ore ver> intolerant of 
any neglect.

IN THE BLUEGRASS. 


An Ideal Country For the New Service For the 
Benefit of Farmers. 


Lexington, Ky.. Nov. 16.—[Special 
Half of the rural routes In Kentucky 
^are in Fayette county. Seven routes 
are covered by as many carriers, and 
along 182 miles of road in Fayette coun¬ 
ty mall 1* dally distributed. As the 
result, seven country post-offices have 
been abolished, and the mall matter to 
the county ha* Increased In almost 
alarming proportions. Nearly six thou¬ 
sand people are served by the free mall 
delivery service. 

Two rural route* were established In 
Kentucky before the experiment was 
tried In Fayette county, one in Alien 
county, which ha* since been abolished 
as a failure, and one In Marion county, 
which still operates. The rural route 
aer%*lce in Fayette county wns es.ab- 
llshed In August, 1899, with four car¬ 
riers. Exactly a year later the serv¬ 
ice was Increased by the addition of 
three carrier*, and It ha* remained at 
that number. New* routes were laid out 
at that time, but there have been minor 
es w'hJch add to the efficiency of 

f 

U by the carriers In their tatty 
rounds Is twenty-six mile*. The long¬ 
est rotate is thirty miles, and the short¬ 
est twenty-three. The men receive a 


s-ilary of $500 a year, and they furnish 
their own horse and wagon. 

Practically each w'agon Is an Itiner¬ 
ant post-office. The carriers deliver 
mail, register letters, sell stamps and 
cancel postage on mall matter collect¬ 
ed. A supply of stamps, postal cards, 
stamped envelope* and money order ap¬ 
plications is carried, and the country 
patron can have the carrier take hi* 
application for a money order to the 
Lexington post-office and return with 
hla receipt the next day. A great ad¬ 
vantage In having the carriers cancel 
the postage on matter delivered to them 
He* to the fact that If they can deliver 
matter which has been mailed wdth 
them along their route they do so with¬ 
out bringing It back to the Lexington 
office, so that one farmer can have a 
message delivered to his neighbor sev¬ 
eral miles down the pike at the ex¬ 
pense of but tw*o cent*. 

In point of service, the Fayette rural 
route service ts one of the most ef¬ 
fective In the United States. G. M. 
Swain, rural route inspector, who cov¬ 
er* the territory of Indiana and Ohio, 
where the service la a* Its best, says 
th*t the Fayette county system 1* the 
best that he ev«T Inspected. The first 
month of the new system saw only 9,046 
pleoe* of mall handled by the four car-

Assistant Postmaster Thoe. L. Walk¬ 
er say a that there l* a great Increase 
in the number of letter* mailed from 
the rural district* since the introduo- 
* tlon nf the system. With greater fa¬ 
cilities for posting letters, they write 


more and to consequence receive more 
letter*. There ha* been a notable in¬ 
crease to the number of dafiljy paj»ers 
taken by' farmers, and other clMAse* 
of mall matter have showm a decided 
Increase Wherever a orowi-rond Inter¬ 
sect* the route of the mall carrier, doz¬ 
en* of boxf* are placed on the fence*, 
and the resident* along the road ride 
dow-n to the place daily for their mall. 
Except for one district, the entire coun¬ 
ty ts well covered- Petitions are con¬ 
stantly reaching the post-office for 
change* in the route which may make 
It poesflble for more people to be served, 
and the greatest enthusiasm la mani¬ 
fested by the people of the comity gen¬ 
erally.

Facts Regarding Trolley Customs. 

lliiat is Meant By tlie “Emergency Signal,’* “Fire- 
Corners,’* Etc.— Queer Details of the 
Conductors’ Routine. 


One bell tn st<»p. two bells to go ahead, 
are the common .signals used between 
motormen and conductors. Thesa sig¬ 
nal* are undoubtedly known to every 
patron of the suifacf cats. Few people, 
however, understand the three ntjdltb-n* 
ai signals included in the code. 

The “Bmerg' ncy 8 gnai,*' given by the 
conductor. Is three quick rings and the 
motorman Is to stop the car imm^d ate- 
ly It Is used in ca^e of accidents, par¬ 
ticularly if a person Is holding onto the 
car and is being dragged along. 

The fourth and last of the r gular sig¬ 
nals la the signal for backing. The 
motorman rings four hells asking 
whether the track Is clear or not. If tbe 
road Is clear the conductor answers with 


four bell*. If there is no answer the 
motorman should not back the car. If 
he does so. It is on his own responsi¬ 
bility. 

In addition to these four regular rlg- 
nats there 1* an optional one u.-ed dur¬ 
ing tbe season in which op n cars are 
run. If the motorman rln-c* two beds, 
it is ft warning to the conductor that 
the car Is running clone to an obstruc¬ 
tion. which might strike him If he were 
on the step. 

From th** matter of signals one natu¬ 
rally turns to stops. The general Idea 
that all cars stop on the far side of the 
street Is true; but there are certain 
places where cars also stop on the neir 
aide. These are known as either rad- 
road or fire stop*.

takaWe manner. Th**re Is ns much In¬ 
dividuality in horst-s as there is in men. 
Nothing brings out this fact more plain¬ 
ly than the manner in which the horse 
receives hls training for service n the 
Fire pepartment. There are very clev¬ 
er. fairly intelligent and stupid horses, 
just as there are very clever, fairly in¬ 
telligent and stupid men. Some horses 
can learn the ways of the service iri a 
week, while others can never do so in 
a lifetime. In matters which have no 
connection with their training, many of 
them show a remarkable degree of In¬ 
telligence. 

As a rule. Fire Department horst s are 
more knowing than any other kind of 
working horseflesh. The* is no doubt 
on account of the fact that they live 
practically all the time In the same 
room with the firemen. At neany half 
of the hook-and-ladder and engine 
houses of a the city there are horses 
whose Intelligence and clever tricks are 
an especial source of pride to the mem¬ 
bers of their respective companies. 

"Business," at the No. 1 hook-and-lad¬ 
der house, on Eighth, near Green street. 
Is one of the best-known horses in the 
department and a veteran of eleven 
years* service. He Is fifteen year^old and 
Is still a good horse. Time was wh- n 
he did duty as Assistant Chief Tuny's

"Aleck.” at the No. I engine-house, at 
Preston and Jefferson streets. Is one of 
the most remarkable veteran* of the 
service.

and has been an engine horse for ten 
years. In the pa^t elx years he has had 
five different workmates, four of which 
have In turn broken down and been 
condemned, though Aleck is apparently 
as sound a* ever. When an alarm 
means a run. the men, of course. Jump 
to their places, and Aleck, seeing them, 
dots not wait for the word to go, but 
throws himself forward In the harness 
and starts the 9,SOy-pound engine, fre¬ 
quently without any help. For the past 
six or eight days he has been out of 
service on account of a strained muscle, 
the back yard Aleck never fall* to 
knock at the back door promptly at 
meal time*. The men of the company 
which is the longest lay-off he ha* had 
since he ha* been In the department 
While he was standing In the back¬ 
yard one day last week an alarm camo 
in.

Known To the East End.

Ons of the chief attractions of the 
picturesque lltthe village of lronbridge, 
Salop, Is the bridge thrown over the 
Severn. The weight of the bridge t* 
about 880 tons, and the road above it 
Is twenty-four feet wide. Thl* was the 
first Iron bridge erected in England. 
The Inscription on the exterior and 
largest rtfb reads: "This bridge was 
cast at OoaJtxrook and erected In the 
year 1779." 

A large board giving the toll charges 
for passtng over the bridge occupies a 
prominent posttlon on the tollhouse. It 
reads thus:

"For every time they pas* over this 
bridge— 

"For every coach, lnndau, hearse, 
chaise, chair or such like carriages 
drawn by six horses, mares, geldings or 
mules, 50 oents; ditto by four ditto, 37 
cents; ditto bv two ditto, 25 cents; ditto 
by one ditto. 12 cent*; for every honse. 
mule, ass, pair of oxen, drawing or 
harnessed, drawing any tvagon. cart or 
auoh like carriage, for each horse, etc.. 


« oents; for a horse, mule or ass, iad^r^ 
| or unladen and not drawring, 8 oents; 
for a horse, mule or ass carrying 
double. 4 oents; for an ox. oow or neat 
l cattle, 2 oents; for a calf, rtieep, pig or 
lamb, 1 cent; for every horse. mu>, 
ass or carriage going on th* roads (aide 
approaches) and not over the bridge, 
half the said tolls; for every foot pas¬ 
senger going over the bridge, 1 cent. 

"N. B.—The bridge being private 
property, every officer or soldier, wheth¬ 
er on duty or not. Is liable to pay toll 
for ppassing over, as well a* any bag¬ 
gage wagon, mail coach or the royal 
family." 

The Item "for a horse, mule or aas 
carrying double, 4 oenis." strikes on* 
on first reading as a Idttle strange, and 
the aged tollkeeper was asked for an 
expin nation. He courteously vouch¬ 
safed the Information that it was to 
prevent fraud, otherwise two pasaen- 
gers might easily go over on the back 
of the same horse.

The Pueblo Indians present a curious 
and extremely ancient survival of the 
1 marlarchate. that feminine supremacy 
which archaeologists tell us once pre¬ 
vailed throughout the prehistoric world. 
The woman owns the house and all that 
Is In It. The children belong to the 
mother, and trace their descent through 
the maternal line. When a man mar¬ 
ries Into a different tribe hi* children 
belong to the tribe of his wife. In fact, 
the man Is subordinated. Ju«t •* In oth¬ 
er rate* the woman 1* subordinated. It 
It only In recent year* that the wife 
has taken the husband’s name on mar¬ 
riage.

The Pueblo woman Is a devout Cath¬ 
olic.

This 
Isolated tract was bought In 1373 by 
a prominent Louisville citizen, recent¬ 
ly deceased, who paid SI,000 per acre lor 
it and expected to reap a rich har¬ 
vest from It. To the south Is the line 
of hills which limits the southwestern 
horizon of the city. To the east Is the 
city, a vista of tank*, smokestack*, 
factories and the outline of the St*. 
Mary and Elizabeth Hospital. To the 
north is the city, with a further sight 
of smokestack*, elevator*, factories und 
cottages. In the foreground to the 
south is an old brick residence, once 
the home of the Thompson family, and 
rejoking in the name of "The Cadars." 
About It are potato fields and pas¬ 
tures. 

The commons round* up a little 
toward the center, and on this elevation 
Imagination erected scaffolds and peo¬ 
pled the place. But it happened that 
across the place lounged an old inhab¬ 
itant, a man of leisure and observa¬ 
tion.

In recent y*»irs are the only outward 
expression of Its practice. They ali 
hav<* i religious significance. The In¬ 
dians of the Pueblo are properly bap¬ 
tized with t’hristiaii names But every 
one of them ha* an Indian name, which 
no u'hite man ever hears. 

There is an old. old church at San 
Udefonso: one of the oldest now exist¬ 
ing In New Mexico: far more ancient 
than Pan Mtgftel at Santa Fe, which 1* 
often called the oldest In America. A 
priest come* only once or twice « year. 
i\ie Interior 1? like a‘ vault, long, nar¬ 
row. dark and cold, w ith not even an 
adobe floor, but Just loose dirt. There 
are no seats, ami men and women oc¬ 
cupy opposite side*. The men nil stand, 
but the women kneel. The stone wall* 
arc perfectly bare. High up toward 
the celling are little hole* for windows, 
and in and out of these the birds fly 
during the ceremony. The ancient 
beams are painted with the figure* 
which the Indians put on their pottery.

In the churchyard. The Pueblos bury 
without coffins, opening the old graves 
and tossing the bones Into a heap to 
make room for the new occupant. Bit¬ 
terly cold storms swreep over this land 
in winter. Then the poor little babies 
die like files, and are wrapped In their 
tiny blankets and laid away, with never 


To this spot of blackened trees an* 
broken fences bangs the appellation 
"Hangtown." It deserves It no more i 
than a half dozen other places that 
the city has swallowed and men for¬ 
gotten Soon the city will take it. for 
already factories and cottages press 
about It and merry children Jump and 
play. The cow. a reassuring animal, 
browses there and never bothers her¬

Pueblo woman Is exceedingly fond of 
her children, but she has no Idea of 
properly caring for them.

The National Government, under the 
efficient supervision of Miss Estelle 
Reel, of Wyoming, national superin¬ 
tendent of Indian schools. Is conduct¬ 
ing day schools In many of the pueblos. 
The teacher lives nt the pueblo, and be¬ 
sides giving the children regular in¬ 
struction. she cooks and serves a free- 
hot lunch to them each day. But thete 
Is no compulsory educational law. and 
the children go to school or not. as they 
please. When their great dances are 
on the school has often not a pupil for 
days at a time. 

These people are well housed, bul not 
well fed. They had an abundance of 
little crusty brown loaves of bread 
baked in the outdoor oven, which was 
very good, and they had coffee, which 
was very bad. but there is seldom any 
meat. They never sit down for a good 
famil.v me ! 1 together, but squat In re¬ 
lays on the iloor In front of the fire¬ 
place. a i,reat round platter of loaves 
In i - center and a steaming cup of 
coffee In front of each.

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FIRST SEVEN-MASTED 

SCHOONER EVER BUILT. 


Will Be Entirely of Steel and the Product 
of a Boston Shipyard. 


Nearly 500 Feet Long and Spreading -43,* 
OOO Square Feet of Sail—A Crew 
of Only Seventeen Men.

B OSTON. Nov. 16.—On tho shores 
of th© southernmost Inlet of 
Boston harbor, at ths now For© 
river shipyard, they ars laying 
ths k©*t for a seven-masted schooner, 
ths first seven-masted craft ever built, 
ths largest "forw-and-after." almost. If 
not quite, the largest sailing vessel In 
ths world. At the end of ths graveled 
beach lies the black and red Des 
Moines, a cruiser of the Denver olass, 
wfcftah is to b« launched next month; 
wfcilt Immediately adjoining will soon 
rise ths great hulls of the New Jersey 
and Rhode Island, the two largest bat¬ 
tleships ordered for our navy and ths 
two most efficient heavy weight eea- 
flghtsrs ever planned. But the new 
seven-master will be larger than the 
cruiser and almost as large as the bat¬ 
tleships. Bhe will be 403 feet long over 
all. or 480 feet long from the tip of her 
bowsprit to the extreme end of her 
after-most boom; and she will be built 
of steel throughout. Bow del n B. 
Crown lnsfhleld. who modeled ths lines 
of Lawson's Independence, has de¬ 
signed her; Capt J. G. Crowley, of 
Taunton, will manage her; his brother, 
Capt. Arthur L. Crowley—who has been 
sailing the Welle, th© first six-master — 
will command her; and her first voyage 
will be to the Philippines with coal 
A seven-masted schooner Is In some 
ways not essentially different from a 
six or a five-master, yet every time we 
add another hundred f*-et to the span 
of our bridges, another story to our 
high buildihga. another cylinder to our 
marine engines?, or another mast to our 
schooners, w© naturally puusc and look 
back to see what o great distance we 
have come. This seven-master, then, 
serves as a convenient milestone In an 
Industry which has figured In the af¬ 
fairs of our Atlantic coast since the 
first little craft were built for fishing 
on the New Kngland coast 200 years 
ago. 

The first fore and aft sailboats (which 
took the name "schooners’’) were easy 
to handle. Ah the ves «U grow bigger, 
however, and the sills increased In the 
same proportion, they finally got too Mg 
to be managed. Tn©.© was nothing to 
do, therefore, but divide them up and 
pile the pieces one on t «p of the other 
in the form of topsails and topgallants. 
In order to a« « oinplhsh this the old 
slanting lateen-like yards had to be 
slung horizontally and pi.iced outside 
the shrouds instead of between them. 
That made the "square rigger." The 
square rigger, therefore, was largely a 
makeshift, designed to overcome the 
difficulty of handling great sail areas. She 
was never entirely satisfactory—that is. 
the was always limited, except in steady 
winds and long runs, as In the trade 
wind latitudes. Even In her palmiest 
day*, the same clippers that raced m 
gloriously across the seas with a roaring 
white cloud at their figure-head bows 
and a broad, smooth swathe of foam be¬ 
hind, that rocked and rolled *o rpajes- 
tlcally up over the blue horizon. Their 
pyramids of canvaa swollen out either* 
aide with studding sails and tiered high 
with topgallants, royals, skyealls, cloud 
raker* nnd sky-sera per**. and paid for 
themselves in a single voyage -these 
same craft often lay for day* together 
in a harbor unable to get out against a 
head wind. Even to-day the square 
rigger, bound from Gibraltar to En¬ 
gland, goes first nearly to Iceland be¬ 
fore she gets a riant of wind to take 
her back up th© channel. If It should 
begin to-morrow to blow strong north¬ 
west and keep It up, net another square- 
rigger should we pee from Sandy Hook 
to Cape Breton till we went out and 
tewed them In Against the gale. The 
trouble is. a square-rigger, by the clum¬ 
siness of her gear, cannot head up t«» 
within le«* than six and a half points 
of the wind—eight points would be a 
right angle—and at so lirg© an angle, 
when the side slip or "l©©way" of the 
ship Is added, nil the beating to wind¬ 
ward she can do only carries her back 
and forth on the same straight line.

Began With Steam Machinery. 


fin much for the innovation, which 
grew* big whde the schooner stayed lit¬ 
tle. Just because big s hoonere could 
not be handled. But when the owners 
and skippers and builders were finally 
persuaded to try steam machinery, first 
to get up anchor, then to soist sail, and 
finally to do nearly ail the pulling and 
hauling, then the hitherto unmanage¬ 
ably large sails became quite possible. 
The schooner could be as large as she 
liked—almost—at any rate, as large as u 
ship. And then the ship was no longer 
needed. In all the world there are 
perhaps not a dozen of her building to¬ 
day. except In a compromise—part fore- 
and-aft, part square-rigged, like a bark 
or a b&rkentlne. 

It was about 1850 when sailing ves¬ 
sels began to have three masts; four- 
masters appeared in *85; five-marier* i 
only a few years later. The beginning | 
of the new century saw* two schooners ' 
with six mists—fore. main, mlxzcn. 
spanker. Jigger and driver, they were , 
called in order from stem to stern—the * 


George W. Wells and the Eleanor A. 
Percy—and already the keel is laid on 
which presently to step the seventh 
stick, which Capt. Crowley, It may be 
announced with a due sense of Import¬ 
ance of putting a word Into print for 
the first time, has decided to cpll the 
"pusher." 

The reasons for this rapid growth are, 
like most other* reducible down to doL 
lars and cents It was discovered a long 
while ago that schooners. In order to 
make long voyages profitably, must be 
large—as large as possible. The pilotage, 
towage and wharfage of a large boat 
were measurably less In proportion than 
for a smaller one. The number of tons 
& vessel could carry Increased much fas¬ 
ter than the number of ropes to be han¬ 
dled. and. consequently, than the s.ze of 
the crew. The only serious objection at 
first was the difficulty of handling 
heavier weights—anchors, for Instance— 
and as fast as mechanical Improvements 
removed these objections schooners 
grew They trebled their tonnage In the 
ten years previous to 1894, and have 
since doubled It again; but here they 
came to & limit. They had already 
come to several limits, for that matter. 
They could grow no deeper on account 
of sn&llow harbors, and therefore no 
wider without spoiling their modelB. and 
no higher out of water, of course, with¬ 
out sinking deeper Into It. It only re¬ 
mained then for them to grow longer. 
But for a while there seemed to be a 
very definite limit as to length, tool 
for even In the five-mast stage they be¬ 
gan to show symptoms of breaking in 
two In the middle as they pitched over 
the long swells, first supported at the 
ends, sagging amidships, then hung in 
the middle on a wave crest with low 
and stern unsupported.

The Six-masted Forerunners. 

The evident cure was more stiffness of 
backbone: so, when H came to the six- 
master*, the Percy and the Wells, they 
built up a great keelson of timbers ex¬ 
tending from the bottom clear up to the 
first deck, widening out pynmld-f.i hlon 
at the base, nnd running from one end 
of the ship to the other But all this 
subtracted from th^ «arg<» space and 
was a little shipload of lumber ;n Itself: 
so that, although the schooner was big¬ 
ger outside. Inside she nad hardly in¬ 
creased enough over the five*master to 
pay for the difference Even with this 
great stiffening keelson, by sighting 
along the rails of the six-masters when 
they are traveling light, and In a head 
sea. you may see the n ift and sag sev¬ 
eral inches in their length; and design¬ 
ers and builders seem to agree that a 
seven-master similarly constructed 
would be an unwise undertaking. It Is 
even possible that no more wooden six- 
masters will be built, so that the two 
now In existence, out of sheer loneliness, 
may continue to look each other up on 
foggy mornings, as they did the other 
day off Cape Cod. and rub noses In col¬ 
lision with more or less disastrous re¬ 
sults. Ror with them the wooden 
schooner, apparently, has reached her 
limit. 

Therefore the new seven-master is to 
be of steel, and she Is building, accord¬ 
ingly. not at one of the wooden yards 
where schooners have come from be¬ 
fore. but at a modern steel "battleship 
yard." On the Fore river beach she 
will extend on her concrete foundations 
nearly 100 feet farther than the Des 
Moines, only about fifty feet less far 
than the New Jersey or the Rhode 
Island, building nlongrid©; and the 
same gigantic steel structure which is 
being erected for the battleships, with 
its service of five-ton traveling cranes, 
and the great seventy-five-ton gantry 
crane, which Is t»elng put In nearby, 
will be required also In handling the 
construction of the new seven-master. 
For the first time we have, that Is. the 
logical modern schooner built In hccord- 
ance with the most modern mechanical 
methods. But ninny things besides that 
make her a craft of unusual Interest. 
To go with her 40ft feet of length she Is 
Ilf tv feet wide When loaded she will 
sink twenty-six and one-half feet deep, 
and in so doing will displace 10.000 tons 
of salt water—which Is the same as 
saying that, loaded and ready for sea. 
she weighs 10.000 tons—an amount that, 
measured In coal, would mean the 
whole domestic use of the city of Au¬ 
gusta. Main©, for example, for an en¬ 
tire year. The hoops that hold her 
sails to her masts are big enough for 
a circus rider to Jump through, and her 
rudder, stood up against an ordinary 
building, would reach the fourth-story 
windows, or, laid flat, would provide 
ample space on which to place a large 
dining-table nnd assemble nearly two 
dozen guests around It.

Would Fill Wall Street. 


In short. tAke her bodily up and set 
her down in Broadway and she would 
completely fill It from Wall street to 
Cedar street, covering th© United Bank 
building, the Schernierhorn building, 
the American Surety building. Pine 
street, nnd the Equitable building. 

At Intervals along her deck are to be 
five powerful little steam engines for 
hoisting sails and cargo; and a sixth, 
larger one. for getting up the anchor. 
Most sailing ships have been content 
with a single engine for all purposes 
Her bilge keels, too. are a novelty, ex¬ 
cept os they aTe seen on steamer*. 
They serve a double purpose. I/ong. 
.straight steel fins, they are. one *» n

ing—for schooners, from the lightness 
of their top hamper, have a quick, 
vicious roll—but to keep the breeze 
from blowing her off sideways Instead 
of straight ahead, serving much the 
6Atne purpose as the centerboard, for¬ 
merly used In trading craft as It la 
used to-day In yachts. The fact that 
she is bulk of steel will also enable her 
to have a double bottom—an Inside 
water-tight floor, that Is. four feet 
above the real bottom, with seven up¬ 
right steel keelsons between the two. 
This space Is not wasted, for when she 
Is required to sail without cargo, i,200 
tons of water can be run Into It to serve 
for ballast, and readily pumped out 
again when desired. Even If It were, 
she might well afford to waste It. for 
owing to the thinness of her plates, 
she Is five feet wider inside than a 
wooden vessel of the same displace¬ 
ment would be—to say nothing of the 
space saved over the wooden keelson 

The question of handling a schooner 
of these extraordinary dimensions is 
not so serious as one would think. 
When you ask Capt. Crowley—a heav¬ 
ily built man of middle age, square- 
jawed, broad breasted—how she will 
handle. "Like any other schooner," he 
replies confidently; and since he has 
handled them all from two masts up. 
he speaks with authority. And how 
will she steer? "As easily as a yacht,” 
says he. Bo her steam steering—an¬ 
other Innovation In sailing vessels— 
will not be used except In going In and 
out of port where quick changes In 
course are needed. 

Bo ha* growm and prospered our 
Yankee Invention, the schooner, from 
a small wooden hull with two masts, to 
the steel seven-master; and so, doubt¬ 
less, will she continue to grow. Some 
have said she would go when the pine 
forests went, but scarcity of pine will 
not prevent her being built of steel. 
Some say she cannot grow because 
larger sails could not be made to hold 
together In one piece; some because she 
cannot be managed in harbors; some 
because she will not handle under sail.

Cryptography An Impor¬ 
tant Aid To Secret 
Service Men. 


PRACTICE IT INDUSTRIOUSLY. 


GOVERNMENTS INVENT ELABOR¬ 
ATE CODES FOR DIPLO¬ 
MATIC USE, 


MOST OF THEM COMPLICATED, 


But None Yet Invented That Wholly 
Baffles the Keen Outsider. 


HOW CODES ARE MADE. 


When, thank* to the exertion* of the 
ever amiable and intelligent Wu Ting 


large commercial houses. It consists In 
the use of words, or. rather, colloca¬ 
tions of letters, for phra# s. Thus 
ALE IS may mean "Th»* market a .s 
advancing;" B A G 8 H O T. "Supplies 
of Iron low," the meaning being entire¬ 
ly arbitrary. The construction of such 
codes U an Industry In Itself, and there 
Is one large house n New York with a 
considerable number of employes whore 
sole business is the completion of m h 
codes for various commercial houses. In 
some cases the code hook contains as 
many as 200.000 phrases, each with Its 
separate symbol; such a volume wJl 
surpass a family Bible In hulk and oc¬ 
cupy upward of a year in Its construc¬ 
tion. Occasionally, when the cost of 
telegraph tolls is « consideration, the 
numbers affixed to the symbolical words 
will be used Instead of the words Hum- 
selves, and when It Is desired to keep 
the correspondence a secret from clerks 
and others who may have access to the 
code book the relations of the symbols 
and phrases may be changed, symbol 
No. 4 being translated by phrase No. 8, 
symbol No. 8 by phrase No. 10, and so 
forth. 

• • • 

The main objection to the fixed code 
system lies in the circumstance that It 
only permits of the transmission of a 
limited number of phrases. Consequent¬ 
ly It Is not available for dispatches, the 
matter of which cannot be expressed 
solely by ths use of such set phrasea A 
more elastic method ts one commonly 
known as ths dictionary cipher, which 
Is al*o largely used In oommerce as well 
a* by diplomat lata. The oorrespondenta 
having agreed upon some book, say a 
certain edition of Webster's dictionary, 
they arrange that the words contained 
tn Che dispatch shall be Interpreted by 
words a certain distance removed In the 
columns of the dictionary. Thus, a dis¬ 
patch may be received reading "Bull 
ColHer." The recipient will look up the 
word Bull and count down from It, say 
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or the second following letter, according 
as a. b or c falls under It: 

destrovbrldge 

baebaebaebaob 

eevvrqxotjdlf 

The last line is ibe form of the mes¬ 
sage. 

Both the Bt. Cyr system and that used 
by the Gorman Emperor, as described 
above, have the merit that t’he value 
of the letters Is not constant. There are 
numerous systems In W’hlrh a new al¬ 
phabet is constructed* but these can 
easily be deciphered by an expert work¬ 
ing on the principle of the average fre¬ 
quency and relative position* of let¬ 
ters. 

The transposing of letters Is an easy 
and obvious system. Here It Is in the 
simplest form. The key is a series of 
numbers, for example: 2, 11. 9. 8. 5. 10, 7, 
3. 8, 1, 4. Our message Is: "Let an at¬ 
tach be made at once"—twenty-three 
letters. Divide this up Into groups of 
eleven letters, and transpose thus:

—which would make the following mes¬ 
sage, using the key:

There are many systems tn wfcflcto nu¬ 
merals take the place of words or let¬ 
ters. some very simple and obvious, and 
others highly complicated. Prinoe Bis¬ 
marck. whose messages usually would 
not bear publication^ had a cipher of 
this class for communicating with Am¬ 
bassadors. H\s cipher contained only 
about 500 words, by which the Ambas¬ 
sadors had to make shift to express all 
they had to say Each word or phrase 
was represented by a certain numeral, 
and In order that the meaning of these 
figures might not become known by 
constant repetition, each Ambassador 
was Instruc ted to disguise them by cer¬ 
tain multiplications, additions, subtrac¬ 
tion* and divisions at certain seasons 
Blnmarck was very particular about 
this cipher. After concocting It he 
wrote out the twelve keys for the 
twelve embassea with his own hand, 
and outside the Ambassadors and the 
Bmpenw. no on© ha? ever seen a copy. 

Another more Ingenious, but probably 
less effective, number cryptogram Is 
that which Is said to be employed on 
correspondence between the Russian 
and French foreign offices. The letters 
of the alphabet (in which "J" does not 
figure) are divided Into five groups, 
each of five letters. In the correspond¬ 
ence the number of the letter In the 
group figures as the enumerator of the 
fraction and the number of the group 
as the denominator Naughts and 
numbers above five are used for dum¬ 
mies Thus. If the message to be sent 
whs "Th© Czar agrees." It would be 
wrlteen thus:

Of mechanical devices for the trans¬ 
mission of secret messages there are a 
multitude, but. as In the majority of 
cases th© 5 * do not comply with the exi¬ 
gencies of telegraphy, we will n<*t con- 
cern ourselves- with them. The Instru¬ 
ment known ns the’ "grille." however, 
can be utilized In telegraphic corre¬ 
spondence, and so merits description. 
Tho grille consists of a plate, usually 


without an appreciation of all th* way* 
and means that enter Into modern ship 
construction. However that may be, 
suffice it that we may conscientiously 
say. so far so good; that In 1901 we 
built schooners 4*0 feet long and gave 
them seven masts; that In 1902 we shall 
endeavor to sail them in a "true blue" 
fashion and make them pay.

The sdhool which 
proposed to teach 1 miriness was looked 
upon with suspicion. It advertised tn 
do the Impossible. The tricks of the 
trade had to be taught In the counting, 
room under a system of apprenticeship. 
The merchant received the boy Into hi* 
family, ar.d made Mm the trusted com¬ 
panion of hi* life and labor*. I»t was 
the same, tn that day. tn all trades. 
But conditions are changed. The vol¬ 
ume of business now transacted, and 
the methods in vogue m ofAce*. stores 
and factories make It impossible ficur 
the busln-ss man of to-day to afford 
timp for the general training of Ms 
clerks and nerisiaJiKs. The shop Is the 
place where training must be used, 
rather than sought. Thus, In many 
occupations. H has become necewwry 
to substitute practical training In the 
schools for th© teaching formerly 
through experience. 


Smallest Carriage In the World. 

The drosky Is the smallest carriage 
In the world, but In ord*T to accommo¬ 
date foreigners it Is growing a little 
larger. Fifteen years ago It was sel¬ 
dom possible to find droalrtea that 
would carry two people comfortably.

Fang, the first memorabT© dispatch was 
received from Mr. Conger announcing 
the safety of the legation* In Pekin, dis¬ 
belief In the authenticity of the mes¬ 
sage was widely expressed. Subsequent 
events proved that the doubters wer* 
mistaken, but during the d ? scu*sion a 
question of considerable import was 
raised—would It be possible for the Chi¬ 
nese or any other foreigners to forge 
puch a dispatch, or. in other words, 
would It he possible for an outsider by 
any posSUbte means to master the se¬ 
cret cipher oode In which the diplomat¬ 
ic dispatches are written? For obvious 
reasons. It ts Impossible to explain the 
American diplomatic code, but It may 
be of Interest to outline the general 
principles upon which such ciphers are 
constructed. As this message, like the 
majority of diplomatic dispatches sent 
nowaday*, came by the telegraph, we 
may limit ourselves to the discussion of 
cipher* which are capable of this mode 
of transmission. We need not, then, 
concern ourselves with cryptogram* 
which are based on any system of ar¬ 
bitrary signs, marks, device* or hiero¬ 
glyphic*. but only with those which ex¬ 
press themselves through the medium 
of letters of the alphabet or numerals. 
With those limitation* the systems of 
cipher making may be epitomized un¬ 
der three heads: 

First—The giving to words or letters 
an arbitrary signification. 

Second—The transposition of words or 
lettera 

Third—The use of numerals for word* 
or let ters. 

These three systems, eked out by 
mechanical devices, cover the whole 
range of orypt* * graph y, in so far as It 
falls within the sphere of telegraphy. 
However, it must be borne in mind that 
they can be combined with one another 
In endless complications in such a way 
as to render the cipher more obscure 
and difficult of Interpretation. 

By far the commonest system of 
cipher 1* that used by ths majority Of

fifteen words—the number agre d upon— 
and find "buy," and In the aime manner, 
counting fifteen from "Collier," arrive at 
copper. The dispatch will then be inter¬ 
preted "Buy copper." 

The system or giving letters an ar¬ 
bitrary meaning Is one very largely em¬ 
ployed in diplomacy. The secret cipher 
used by the German Emperor for com¬ 
municating with the Fed* ml Princes of 
his empire will i*rve as an example. 

The Emperor writes down the twenty- 
five letters of the German aiphabet— 
there Is no J—In a horizontal line. In¬ 
denting It the space of a single letter. 
Thi* i* repeated twenty-four times, with 
the difference thrt all th© lines, ex¬ 
cept th© first, begin at the margin, and 
each with a different letter In the t der 
of the alphabet. The diagram then will 
appear thus;

The intersec¬ 
tion will be at ©. w'hlrh will he th© first 
letter of our cipher dispatch In n sim¬ 
ilar manner w© obtain the other I- tt‘*rs. 
The dispatch w*11 th©n read "e b e". The 
recipient w*IU. of coutse. translate th© 
dispatch by a reversal of the proves* of 
construction.

Less compilest d Is the cipher taught 
at the great French military school at 
St. Cyr. It depends upon the poslt:on 
In the alphabet of the letters of the key 
word. Suppose, for example, that the 
key word be B A C, the second, first and 
third letters of the alphabet. Suppose 
the diepatch to be "destroy bridges;" 
It will bo rendered into cipher as fol¬ 
lows. each letter cif the third line, being 
formed by writing, the same, the next

of metal, with a number of holes In IL 
When he desires to send a message the 
writer lays his grille down on a piece 
of paper and w'rltes the words or let¬ 
ters of his dispatch tht-ougl t‘ © aper¬ 
tures. Then he removes tfu r 11© «nd 
fills up the spaces with wr.t n : which 
has nothlug to do w.th the matter to 
be kept secret. Of course, the w hole Is 
arranged so as to make senfte and ap¬ 
pear to be an ordinary telegraphl • in©«- 
sage about some unimportant s ibject 
The recipient, however. Is suppd©d 
with n hlmllar grille, which he applies 
to the paper and reads what Is seen 
through th© apertures. When It Is d©- 
slred to us© the grille In combination 
with the telegraph a sheet of paper 
will generally he employed Instead of a 
metal plate, nnd both parties wdll use 
typewriters of th© same make. Then, 
when the recipient r ©celves the message 
tn the ordinary telephone blank, h© will 
copy it out with his typewriter on a 
sh‘**‘t of the size used by th© sender 
This don©, he can use h‘s grille Just as 
well as though h© had the original dis¬ 
patch. A curious device of this kind 
is used by the Emperor of Austria, 
whose grille ts In the form of a stencil 
of h s ©oat of arms the two-headed 
©agl©. Occasionally, too. specially con¬ 
structed typewriters are used, the let¬ 
ters recorded by wdilrh do not cor¬ 
respond with those marked on th© 
keys It Is said that this Is a plan 
occasionally adopted by some of the 
United States Government depart¬ 
ments 

The utmost car** Is. <vf course exerc's^d 
l©st these various systems b c me 
known and all governmental c ph**rs are 
constantly being changed Tn th© navy 
th© key and description cf th© cipher 
used Is kepi In a box in th© Captain s 
cab.n. and If any accident happens to 
the ship It Is the duty of th© Captain 
to throw the box o**e board. Most of the 
Government ciphers are highly r< mpll- 
csted, a fact which accounts to some 
extent for the peculiar construction r t 
dispatches. (Ten. Shaffer, for ins ance. 

It Is said n©ver fully mastered the am y 
code, and that was the reiscn of U*e \ 
peculiar diction of his dispatches fr<*m 
Cuba, However, compllca'ed though 
they may he, experts ar© of the opinion 
thut G ivernnsents might Just as well 
use ordinary plain writing. By a me 
means or other, rival Governments In¬ 
variably manage to Inform themselves 
of one another’s methods, and a cipher 
system has yet to be divined that sna,l 
be undecipherable. 


Peculiar State of Affairs Between a Pastor 
and His Flock On a Lonely Isle 
In the Hebrides. 


On the lonely rock of St Kllda, fifty 
miles beyond the outermost Isle of the 
Utormy Hebrides, a religious warfare is 
In progress which takes one back to 
the days when men gave up their lives 
for their conscience sake. The pastor 
of the little community of about eighty 
souls has had & serious disagreement 
with his parishioners upon a point of 
doctrine, and the St. KUdans have set 
about starving the parson Into a more 
orthodox state of mind, while he. dour 
man, thunders from his pulpit against 
stiff-necked and perverse generation. 
No food will the staunch Free Kirk 
people give or sell unto the man who, 
according to their views, has gone after 
strange god* and w’oishlps In the 
house of Baal. 

Neither will they let supplies be sent 
to him from the outside w’orld, and as 
the lonely island Is now cut off until 
next spring from all communication by 
vessel with the mainland It seems as 
if the "Meeneester" must starve or 
come again Into the Free Kirk fold, 
where there are w*aUJng for him flesh 
pots and that stern Scottish brand of 
forgiveness which U not recognized as 
such by other races. But It Is prob¬ 
able that the parson, the Rev. A. Fld- 
des—his name should be spelled with 
one "d," one would think—has no 
thought of giving In to the community 
which he denounces with choice pas¬ 
sages culled from th© Old Testament 
containing allusions to th© fate of 
Babylon and the Cities of the Plain. 

This little "reeleegious deefeeculty" 
all cam© about because of the recent 
ecclesiastical arrangement in Scotland 
by w’hlch the Free Kirkers were united 
with the Presbyterians. All Scotland 
and the Islands thereof accepted the 
new arrangement, excepting only the 
people of St. Kllda. The Rev. Mr. 
Fiddes accepted It. and not only that, 
he commended it. Thereupon hla par¬ 
ishioners aroae and condemned him. 
They denounced the union of the 
churches as a l«igu© with the powers 
of th© bottomless pit. and gave their 
pastor fair warning that he must ir 
nounce the union and all Its works or 
suffer the consequences. He take 
points from his parishioners on points 
of theology? H© trim his spiritual 
sallF to catch the wind of popular 
favor? A thousand times no! 

Rather would he bring the proud and 
stubborn people back to their allegi¬ 


ance to their spiritual ruler. He would 
lay on the rod without sparing. Had 
he been able it would have been a 
material rod with which he would have 
chastened their spirits, and he would 
have laid on and spared no*. Yea, aa 
his covenanting forefathers had con¬ 
verted Scotland by the "sword of the 
Lord and of Gideon," so he would have 
made St. Kllda leas populous even than 
it is now. but he would have brought 
back his erring ones. But. belnn so 
greatly outnumbered, the .Rev. Fiddes 
had to report to the use df a spiritual 
rod, which, w© mny b© sur©. h© wielded 
with all the grim power of his theology. 
So the St. Kilda. people cut off all fcls 
supplies. 

Fasting, they eald. mlgh>t bring tha 
pastor to a better state of mind; had 
not fasting in times past been ths 
means of carting out devils? But tha 
hungrier the Rev. Fiddes got. the mors 
set in his opinions he became. To b© 
a martyr for conscience sake Is some¬ 
thing which a true Scot dissenter en¬ 
joys with a grim satisfaction. Hearing 
of the minister's plight, some of his 
sympathizers on the mainland sent out 
some supplh-s for him on a steamer 
sailing for Glasgow* When the steam¬ 
er arrived at St. Kilda the man came 
off In their boats and took ashore the 
goods consigned to them, but refused 
to touch any of the supplies for the 
ministers. There were enough of sup¬ 
plies on th© steamer to have furnished 
th© Rev. Fiddes with means to hold 
out until spring, but the m©n of St- 
Klldft declared that they should not be 
landed. 

Th© minister sent word to the steam¬ 
er that he would have h boat and men 
ready at a secluded cove in another 
part of the Island to take off hi* sup¬ 
plies; but when th© steamer went to 
th© d©slgmit©d pln«e n«» boat n° r Tnen

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WOMEN'S HOSPITAL 
AT MANILA. 


A n I restitution Great ly Needed Takes 
Patients of Both Sexes. But Is W hoi* 
ly In Charge of a Woman. 


The Women's Hospital at Manila. 
Philippine Islands. Is now open and 

ready for the reception of patients. It 
Is In charge of Miss Mary MacDonald, 
a graduate of Bellevue Hospital. New 
York, who had a wide experience In 
mftitary hospitals during the Spanlxh- 
Amerlcan War. and sJnce has seen con¬ 
spicuous eervlce In Manila. 

The opening of this new hospital 
marks an epoch In the Americanizing 
of the city. The necessity of such an 
institution In Manila, where those not 
entitled to treatment In military hos¬ 
pitals, especially women, had no refuge, 
has been great. In the past a sick 
teamster or fever-stricken clerk In the 
civil government had no place to go for 
medical treatment and care. The mili¬ 
tary hospitals can accept none but mil¬ 
itary oases and those of grave emerg¬ 
ency. and when the small army of Gov¬ 
ernment civil help—no small factor In 
Manila's population—is Considered, the 
urgency is evident 
The founding of the hospital was 
made possible through the generosity of 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, who expressed her 
• willingness to donate $5,000 to the found¬ 
ing of such an Institution. A board of 
trustees was Immediately named, con¬ 
sisting of prominent Manila officials 
and business men. and the work put 
u nto Immediate operation

cide to vacate the building now In use

as the second reserve hospital, It would 
be taken as a permanent abode by the 
new Women's Hospital. as It would 
meet every requirement. A most de¬ 
sirable place, however, has been select¬ 
ed for temporary needs—a twenty-room 
house In a delightful locality, complete¬ 
ly retired and yet easily accessible. The 
buildings, which have been reconstruct- 
ed, repainted and completely rehabili¬ 
tated. are located In beautiful and ex¬ 
tensive grounds, which run entirely 
through to l he river Pa«ig. 

The present service Is limited to fif¬ 
teen beds. Should emergency demand, 
Increased accommodations could readi¬ 
ly be obtained. The furnishing of the 
rooms and all the accessories are of the 
latest, moat approved pittern. 

The operating room la modern In ev¬ 
ery respect, and was equipped through 
the generosity of Col. Green leaf. Sur¬ 
geon General to the American army In 
the Philippines. Every device known 
to the best and most skillful practice 
of modern days Is there. The dining¬ 
room. kitchen, reception-room, dispen¬ 
saries, office and attaches' quarters ate 
located on the first door, and are in 
perfect keeping with the rest of the es¬ 
tablishment. 

Miss MacDonald, the superintendent 
who nisei conducts the Training School 
for Nurses. Is assisted by the following 
staff of graduated assistants: Miss 
Mary A Welsh, from Grand Rapids 
Training School for Nurses; Miss Effie 
H. Wolfe. Illinois Training School; Miss 
Mary L. McCormick, Buffalo; Miss 
Louise M. Mount. Long Island College, 
New York, and Miss Mary G. Barker. 
Roosevelt Hospital. New York. 

Miss MacDonald has seen much mili¬ 
tary service In field hospl als. She re¬ 
ceived her first appointment through 
Surgeon Gen- ral Sternberg to superin¬ 
tend those of the Seventh Army Corps 
at Jacksonville. Fla., wl h a staff of 100 
w*j»raen nurses. I«ater, through Dr. 
Anita McGee, then Assistant Surgeon 
General, she was appointed with the 
same branch of the urmy as head nurse 
at Havana, About a year ago she re¬ 
ceived a call to go to Manila, and has 
**Jnee been pursuing her profession as 
the head of a large staff of nurses at 
that p int 

The hospital opened with all the eclat 
which attends such i function In the 
Slates. Twelve of the leading physi¬ 
cians of Manila have been named as a 
consulting board, and about forty of the 
ladles of the army, navy, civil commis¬ 
sion and from private life will be re¬ 
quested to lend their aid and advice as 
patronesses. 

C A Greenleaf, Gen. MacArhur, Col. 
Miller. Chief Quartermaster; Col. 
Woodruff, Chief Commissary, and oth¬ 
ers connected with the military govern¬ 
ment, have done everything in their 
power to further the Interest of the 
Women’s Hospital of Manila, as It is 
technically called, by »he offering of 
temporary loans of supplies, etc., and 
the use of an ambulance when needed. 
The building Is now a completely 
equipped, modern, scientific hospital, 
where cases can receive medical or surg¬ 
ical treatment under as favorable cir¬ 
cumstances as anywhere In the world.

BUSINESS SUGGESTIONS 
FOR WOMEN. 


Instead of Flocking To the Cities They 
Can Find Profitable Work In Town and 
Country — R a i s i n § ?\nimals Especially 
Adapted To Women. 


A large number of women are now 
engaged In various branches of com¬ 
mercial life, many from country places 
and Interior towns, attracted to the 
nearest large city by the possibility of 
finding employment, where It Is sup¬ 
posed that abundant opportunities are 
offered, paying In proportion to good 
fortune, ability or Influence. One nut. 
Orally wonders why they do not under¬ 
take enterprises on their own account, 
for which women are eminently fitted 
On account of thrlr patience, deter- , 
mlnation. application and palristnkins 
care women should be fore r ost In one 
particular Industry, that of raising ani¬ 
mals of various kinds, either to be used 
as pets or for food or fur. It Is c« n- 
ducted In a quiet place, away from the 
mad huatle. buntle and strife of city ! 
life; gives ample time for household ; 
duties and leisure; is free from Insults, 
bickering? and domineering employers, 
is not arduous, and when conducted on 
a large, scale, the heavy labor can be j 
performed by men or boys hired for the 
purpose. Never, for an instant, how¬ 
ever, must the woman lose sight of the 
fact that she must oversee every detail 
and know for an absolute certainty 
that all work has b«*en done at the 
proper time and asfit should be. 

If commenced properl j; the risk is 
slight, and the way to begin Is on ft 
small scale, with only a pair or two of 
the cheapest animals of the kind you 
desire to raise; experiment with these, 

/ and if they are lost your loss Is small, 
whereas. If you succeed, you will then 
be able to purchase tne finest stock, 
and, ns a rule, the best stock pays 
best. 

Women in various parts of the coun¬ 
try are now successfully breeding fine 
animals and mak‘ng money at the busi¬ 
ness Several In Chicago are raising 
Ant:ora cats, and there are others In 
Louisville, St. Louis. San Francisco and 
In places about New York City, in 
Indianapolis a woman is raising toy 
poodles. Angora cats and envies, or 
guinea pigs; near Chicago a > *hool 
teacher !‘ {< * »n extensive and profitable 
business In Belgian hares and cavles; 
in Denver. Los Ange.es and various 
Western towns, and also in New Eng¬ 
land. women are making money raising 
Belgian hares and Angora cats, and In 
all parts of the country, as Is perhaps 
better known, women are doing the 
iam« by raising poultry

American raised , 
birds, when properly handled, are of i 
better quality than Imported stock, and 
bird-rearing Is certain I > a delicate and 
pleasing occupation, at which women 
naturally excel. 

Raising frogs Is no work at all. and 
lam! suited fur this purpose that Is 
wet and swampy, or land surrounding 
n pond usually can be used for nothing 
els**. By having proper buildings they 
ran be marketed when the price is 
high. Frogs' legs are always In de- 
n and. frequently at surprisingly large 
prices, as they ore considered a great 
delicacy. 

There Is. too. the beautiful Angora 
goat-, raised for Its wool, from which 
mohair Is made, and the flesh used as 
an article of food. It Is easily cared i 
for and pays well. 

Probably the queerest, and one which 
at first thought seems the most nbj**e- 
tlonablc. Is skunk farming. This little 
animal is really very Interesting and 
Inoffensive when understood and prop¬ 
erly handled The scent sack can be 
removed without trouble from the 
young, and old animals will not use 
their scent unless badly frightened. 
Hkunks are possessed of more than or¬ 
dinary animal Intelligence, soon learn¬ 
ing to know' their keeper, eating from 
the hand, and following him about 
quite like a dog. 

Like frogs, skunks are particularly 
suited to raising on land useful fo r n o 
other purpose. A rough, stony, stumpv 
piece of ground that ran be used neith¬ 
er as pasture nor for cultivation can be 
turned to profitable account by ts 1 1 ling 
It In this way. Skunks are bred for 
their fur, which Is valuable. The skin** 
are sect to England, there dyed anti 
dressed and returned to this country 
as electric seal. 

Women should be nhlp to select som» 
animal from the list to begin wdth. car¬ 
rying the business through a gradual 
system of development to a profitable 
conclusion.

mark you, for th«*re never wa< a time in 
all the world’* history when there was 
so much companionship and -vmpatby 
between them It Is not that senti¬

If a woman must choose between Jus¬ 
tice and chivalry she will prefer Jus¬ 
tice. but the man who Is great and 
good enough to he Just may he trusted 
also to be chivalrous.

"Woman as a bread-winner can never 
evoke that tender consideration and 
courteous attention which were hers In 
the olden days, when she did not go 
forth Into the busy world and hustle 
for a living.” 

Does not every man in America blush 
when he leads that sentence? When do 
women most need "tender consideration 
and courteous attention?” Is it when 
they are safely' sheltered In the home 
under the protection of father, brothels 
or husband, or lx It when they ate com¬ 
pelled to "go f irth and hustle for a 
fivlng?" The vast majority of these 
women who are engaged In bread-win¬ 
ning occupations are not working for 
their health or for the pleasure they 
find In it. but for the dally nec edtles of 
themselves and those* depending upon 
them. The struggle Is hird for men; 
U lx doubly so for women, and the 
man who has a spaik of genuine chiv¬ 
alry In his brea«t will sh*nv to the*-* 
tolling wage-earners even more courtesy 
and consideration than he bestows upon 
the favored women of his own social 
circle, who are living In case by the 
fwvt-at of somebody' olse's brow. The 
failure to do this does not make the 
worklngwoman any the less a lady, but 
ft does render the man unworthy to be 
called by the name of gentleman.

The reproach continually made that 
"w'omen are entering Into competition 
with men” naturully raises the ques¬ 
tion: "What Is woman's legitimate oc¬ 
cupation?” Ts It nursing the sick, car¬ 
ing for the wounded, looking after the 
unfortunate? It was only after a strug¬ 
gle of years that they were permitted 
to enter our public institutions and 
share with men In nursing the sick, the 
Insane, the feeble-minded: In but few 
of these are they now permitted to 
practice the healing art of the physi¬ 
cian. even upon thoxe of their own sej., 
and they are almost univers lly excltm- 
ed from boards of management, even 
from those Institutions for the care of 
children. They have fought for decades 
to secure the privilege of receiving a: d 
looking after women and children in 
station-houses and prisons - all of thesi,. 


Do dressmaking millinery, tailoring, 
knitting, quilt-piedng, carding, spin¬ 
ning. weaving, bread, butter, cheese, 
candle and soup-making, canning, pick¬ 
ling and preserving—<lo these come 
within the legitimate sphere of worn* 
en'x occupations? Formerly all of these 
Industries were carried on w'ithin the 
home by the women of the household 
and furnished employment to millions 
of them. Now practically all of them 
have been taken, without leave or li¬ 
cense. forever nut of the home—not by 
women, hut by men. The largest dress- 
muklng. millinery and tailoring estab¬ 
lishments in all our cities are owned 
nnd managed by men, and thousands of 
men are employed therein. Men now 
would not wear the clothes made In the 
fatnllj Th** great concerns for the 
manufacture of even women's and chil¬ 
dren's garments of all kinds, wholly In 
the hands of men and employing thou¬ 
sands of them, have very nearly tak<*n 
this work also out of the household. 
The huge factories have absorbed the 
Industry of carding, spinning and weav- 


posltlons. plainly within woman's Ing. and more men than women 


sphere, being monopolized by men. Th*» 
public has not forgotten the bitter con¬ 
test which was waged at the beginning 
of our recent war with Spain to obtain 
for trained and efficient women the op¬ 
portunity to minister to sl» k and 
wounded soldiers, even the position of 
nurse being claimed by men n» their 
right. 

If we are to divide the work of the 
world Into man’s province and wom¬ 
an's province, shall we place the pro¬ 
fession of teaching within the latter* 
But even here she must divide with 
men. In the universities and colleges 
the latter have ;i practical monopoly. 
In the public schools they fill a vast 
majority of the highest salaried and 
most Influential positions and a consid¬ 
erable proportion of all the others, 
while there Is a constant agitation to 
give them a larger representation. 

If. then, woman Is not to come Into 
competition with man In the industrial 
field, we must decide what constitutes 
her own undisputed. Individual sphere. 
Is It cooking, laundry work, scrubbing, 
washing windows nnd making beds? In 
all the hotels, restaurants, hospitals, 
asylums, prisons nnd Institutions of 
every kind we find the cooks and most 
of their assistants to be men; the chefs 
In the families of the wealthy are men, 
and the butler, who superintends the 
dining-room and waits on the door. Is 
a man. The laundries of the country, 
which now do a large part of the house¬ 
hold washing, are almost exclusively 
In the hands of men. In offices and pub¬ 
lic buildings there are quite a« many 
men as women cleaning the floors and 
windows nn the Pacific const and In 
other Western States the chamber work 
Is almost entirely done by male Chi¬ 
nese and Japanese. 
. . 

At the International Mining Congress 
In Boise City. Idaho, ft fine paper wan 
read upon practical mining by Mrs. Mav 
Hutton, who has been engaged for years 
In the Coeur d’Alene region. 

In the west side of N*w York a young 
woman sign j a nter has ree* n'ly attract- 


emptoyed In them. They manufacture 
bed covering which renders the piecing 
of quilts a waste of time, and the knit¬ 
ting needles In women's hands cannot 
compete with the knitting machines In 
the hands of men. Even the so-called 
“fancy work." the making of shawls, 
fascinators, tidies, mats, embroidery 
and needlework of every kind have 
been transferred by men from the will¬ 
ing fingers of women to machines man¬ 
aged by themselves. The bakeries, the 
creameries, the candle, soap and can¬ 
ning factories, all controlled by men 
and giving employment to more men 
than women, have completed the de¬ 
struction of these Industries In the 
household «nd left millions of women 
without any occupation. 

What are these women doing About 
It? Are thev whining and fretting and 
declaring from the housetops that men 
"have entered into competition” with 
women and they are going to be re¬ 
venged'* Not at all. They simply ac¬ 
cept the situation as the Inevitable re¬ 
sult of changed economic conditions, 
nnd since they have been arbitrarily 
robbed of th«dr work In the household, 
they simply follow It Into the shops nnd 
factories, as they have n perfect right 
to do. When they find Hint men have 
very largelv taken poss^s^on of It here, 
and. If| addition, have also entered the 
homes nnd i»««mned the duties there, 
they are forced to accept vvhatever oc¬ 
cupation they can find wjti< h w ill yield 
an honest living There lx no desire to 
"enter Into com net ill on.” there Is no 
wdsh to "underbid,” th-re l« only the 
necessity to earn their daily bread. 
The time has paused for limiting a 
woman’s sphere or a man's sphere, and 
the struggle for existence will he far 
less difficult for both when they Join 
hands and make common cause.

This Is an emergency dish. although when finished It bears no suggestion 
of haste or limited resources. Put & can of salmon Into a kettle of boiling 
water and keep the water bulling for twenty minutes. Put one egg in a 
saucepan of boiling water and let It cook twenty minutes also. Cut one 
round and five or six triangles of stale bread and toast on both sides, then 
make a cream sauce ns follows: Heat two level teaspoons of butter In a 
small saucepan until It bubbles, then turn in all at once, two level table- 
spoons of Hour and cook about live minutes. Pour on one cup of hot milk 
arid season with one-half teaspoon of salt and half as much pepper. 

Open the can of salmon, drain off the oil and remove the nsh without 
breaking on to the round of toast In the center of a platter. Arrange toast 
points round and pour sauce over. The egg should be dropped into cold 
water, the shell removed and the white cut In eighths. Arrange the strips 
round the top like a flower and rub s *me of the yolk In the center of the 
white and the remainder over the sau< e.

Kisses, Fudge and .Maple Taffy Divide Hie Favors— 
Delicious Recipes For All Sorts of Sweet .Heats-- 
Just to Bead Them Makes One’s Mouth 
Water-Try It and See. 


Maple Sugar Candy—Break Into small 
pieces one pound of maple sugar and 
melt. Then add one-half c,up of milk 
and half a cupful of cream until when 
a little Is dropped Into cold water It 
forms a sort ball. Take from the fire 
and stir until It begins to cream. Pour 
Into a buttered dish, mark Into squares 
and break apart when cold. 

Molasses Kisses—Boil together four 
cupfuls of granulated sugar, one cup¬ 
ful of molasses, one tablespoonful of 
butter and one teaspoonful of cream- 
of-tartar, until a bit of the mixture 


dropped Into cold water will harden. 
Turn the candy Into a deep buttered 
basin. So soon as It cools enough to 
permit it. cover the hands with con¬ 
fectioner’s sugar and nlill It Into long, 
narrow strips. Take r the shears and 
cut the candy Into Inch lengths, wrap¬ 
ping each piece In paraffine paper. 

Fudge—Stir constantly while boiling 
together two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar, tw’o-thlrds of a cupful of milk, 
one bar of chocolate.

Take 
from Are. add a little vanilla flavoring, 
also nuts or cocoanut If desired, and

stir until smooth. Pour Into a buttered 
plate and check Into squares. 

Candled Dates—Two cupfuls of gran¬ 
ulated sugar; one-half cup of w*ater; 
pinch of cream of tartar; boll together 
until a little dropped Into cold water 
will become brittle. Drop the dates 
Into the mixture about half a dozen at 
a time. When they are rvell covered 
with the sugar, place on buttered plates 
to dry. 

Nuts and flgs may also be candled In 
tbls way. 

Hoarhound Candy—Steep one table¬ 
spoonful of hoarhound leaves In one 
cupful of boiling water. When the 
liquid becomes cold, strain and add one 
pound of granulated sugar and a tea- 
spoonful of vinegar. Boll slowly, re¬ 
moving any scum that may come to the 
surface, but do not stir. Drop a little 
of the candy Into cold water. When 
It becomes brittle pour the mixture Into 
buttered tins. 

Wintergreen Candy—Boll hard for 
about three minutes, two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar Rnd one-half cupful 
uf water. Add one teaspoonful of win- 


Madame de Montespan, who replaced 
the Marquise de la Valllere Jn the affec¬ 
tions of the Grand Monarque. Louis 
XIV., was born In 1641, the daughter of 
Gabriel de Rochenart, first Due de 
MontemArt. In 1663 she married the 
Marquis de Montespan, and not long 
after was appointed lady In waiting to 
the Queen. It Is said that her virtue and 
religious principles at this time were 
strict and unquestioned. The Queen 
seems to have believed In them, but It 
Is quite evident that she was a design¬ 
ing hypocrite, laying plans to obtain the 
favor of the King. Upon one occasion, 
when La Valllere. who was excessively 
fotid of the King, followed him to Tilles, 
the Marquise de Montespan, who was 
In the carriage with the Queen, re¬ 
marked: "If l ever have the misfortune 
to be the King's mistress, I will bide 
myself for life." and yet It seems Tr m 
the records of contemporary writers 
that at this time she was according him 
secret meeting*. 

In 1670 the llason of Montespan and 
Louis bveame public. Dcpres says: "Un¬ 
der the old order of things, a mistress 
was a personage of the highest im¬ 
portance, and at times exercised ab¬ 
solute authority." This Is particularly 
true of France, where Infidelity seems 
not to have been regarded with a very 
Stern eye. We would sympathize with 
the Marquis In his anger and conse¬ 
quent banishment, had he not accepted 
from T>ouia $40,000 with which to pay a 
debt. 

The Intimacy between Montespan and 
the King lasted twenty years, although 


they were at times seperated for Hh^rt 
periods. The results of this Illegitimate 
union were seven children, who not on¬ 
ly were acknowledged up«<i ths death 
of the Queen, but declared capable of 
descending the throne. These children 
were under the care of Madame Main- 
tenon for many years, and In this ca¬ 
pacity *he displaced Montespan as she 
had in her turn supplanted La VallkTe 
In the affections of the King. 

Montespan was something of an enig¬ 
ma, for while she deserted her own legi¬ 
timate offspring, she was devoted to the 
King's children and most anxious for 
their proper guidance and education. 
She Is said to have been of an Imperi¬ 
ous disposition, but sympathetic and 
warmhearted. although somewhat 
quick tempered. J*he offered a decided 
contrast to La Valllere, being of a more 
voluptlous tyre*. Added to a fine pres¬ 
ence and su|»erb eyes, she had the wit 
of the Mont*marts—a wit not always 
devoid of sting. Her conversation was 
piquant, and it entertained the much 
enntiled King. 

It is likely that the King's fondness 
for his offspring, by Montespan, kept 
her In favor for so many years. It Is 
also quite true, however, that durtqjl 
his llason with her he had other loves 
and children. It was indeed the uncon- , 
oealed Joy of Montespan at the death of 
Mademofs* He de Font ague, whlcfi own- 
pletfly alienated the King's affection 
for her. She then turned to Che usual 
refuge In a convent in 16M. 

Although Madame de Montespan .did 
not take an active part in politics. she * 
Is said to have developed in Louts a 
taste for art. which, during the time 
She wns In favor, showed Itself i 
out the kingdom.

Molasses Taffy—Three cupfuls of 
brown sugar, one cupful of molasses, 
on^ tablespoonful of butter and one ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar. Boll these in¬ 
gredients until when tested In cold 
water a little of the mixture forms a 
hard ball. If you prefer the taffy to be 
brittle do not remove until th»* candy 
cracks when dropped In the water. 

Molasses Gems—The above recipe 
for taffy may be used for these. After 
the candy has been pulled, flatten out 
and spread with any fruit Jelly. Press 
the two edges and ends tightly together. 
Pull out Into a iOstrip, and 
cut with the shears Into Inch lengths. 

Almond Bars— Take two pounds of 
light brown sugar and one-half cupful 
of water; add a pinch of cream of tar¬ 
tar. and when the candy begins to boll, 
drop in slowly, stirring meanwhile, one 
pound of blanched almonds. Cook un¬ 
til the nuts are a light golden brown, 
then turn the mixture Into a buttered 
pan about an Inch deep. When almost 
cold eut Into bars. 

Cocoanut Balls—Melt two cupfuls of 
sugar In one cupful of water. Then 
boll slowly without stirring about ten 
minutes, skimming off the scum which 
comes to the top. Drop a little slowly 


from a spoon and when a fine thread 
clings to It the candy Is done. Take It 
from the fire, add a pinch of cream of 
tartar, and beat until It Is thick enough 
to mold easily In the hands. Add grat¬ 
ed cocoanut. form into balls, br ush over 
with white of roll in thr COCOM- 

nut and set asid«* to harden. 

Ribbons—The above foundation may 
he used for these delicious candles also. 
Take equal parts of the cream and fla¬ 
vor with chocolate, vanilla, strawber¬ 
ry, coffee, lemon or unythlpg desired.^ 
• Cover the pastry-board and tolling pin 
with confectioner's sugar, and quickly 
roll out each portion Into a long lay«r 
about five Inches wide. Put one flavor 
upon the other, press together and cut 
Into strips with the scissors.

The person to whom the chance 
falls then dons the cap. and Is knowm as 
his sublime highness the great Turk-he. 
The Turk-he marshals all the company 
Into a half-circle before him and takes 
up his position facing them. He begins 
at once to put questions to his subiects. 
This he does very rapidly, and following 
no order whatever In the questioning. 
The rule of the game decrees that if the 
Turk-he asks & question In which the 
words and. if, why, will or won't, one or 
all of them figure, the subject remains 
silent. If the sentence contains none 
of these words, the subject Is obliged to 
answer Immediately. The excitement of 
the game consists In the rapidity with 
which the questions are put, and the ne¬ 
cessity of answering without much re¬ 
flection. Any player who falls to an¬ 
swer when he should, or who answers 
wrhen he should not Is obliged to per¬ 
form some ludicrous feat by order of 
the Turk-he. 

For the next game give each player a 
card cut from a sheet of cardboard. 
Each card sh utd have a wee dance pen¬ 
cil attached to it with bebe ribbon. Now 
have all th* company blindfold thm- 
selves with handkerchiefs or scarfs. At 
a given signal all begin to draw without 
removing the bandages. The dtaw.ng :a 
made upon the cards with the little 
pencils pi \ Ided The subject announced 
is "The Thanksgiving Turkey." Each 
player endeavors to draw an excellent 
pi.-ture of the November bird without 
being nble to follow the strokes or his 
pen. There are no restrictions as to the 
manner «>f reproset 4tiOfu. The rowi 
may be shown strutting pr udly thrnu h 
the barnyard, or serv.il brown and 
smoking amid the parr ley and ctanber- 
ry sauce of the Thanksgiving dish Each 
artist signs hla picture with his own 
name. At the et d of five minutes the 
cards are colleted by the director and 
bandages removed. A committee of 
three persons, who have not ent red lmo 
the game, pronoune up n the p.» Auc¬ 
tions. One of the pretty mile <Mn»:y 
boxes, r^piesenting a tuikey. is gi\rn, 
filled with sweets, to the blind aitLti 
whoae work was pron >unced h st. 

Get the baby’s box of anagram letters 
and you are ready for still another 
miTth-provokmg gime. Pour the chijs 
into a paper or cloth bag and shake up 
well in order to break Up all former 
combinations. Each person in turn puis 
his hand Into the bag and takes out one 
chip. This ••ontlnuea until no chfrs re¬ 
main. Great secrecy must oe observed 
no player allowing any other player a 
glimpse of his chips. 

When all the chips have been dis¬ 
tributed the players alt or stand In a 


circle, and the object of the giyiu »<* 
explained, bveiy «me is to try to be 
Hist In forming the word 'Turkey" 
with the letters. This can be done 
through the passing of the chips from 
one person to another. !?uch player 
passes to his left-hand neighbor the 
letter which he thinks he Is less llkeiy 
to need. This passing must b»* con tin- j 
UOUS. A player is not allowed to re¬ 
tain a letter because he thinks he may 
require It by and by. If It 1 h not al¬ 
ready in sequence for building the word 
he Is obliged to pass It along, that la, 
of course, unless his hand contains an¬ 
other with which he would prefer to 
part. 

For example. If the required t and u 
are already In his hand, he Is not 
obliged to pass on the r. but If he holds 
the t u and r but not the k, then the e 
must be passed, unless he has another 
irrelevant letter to throw' away Instead. 
Ten minutes, If the game is play* d 
rapidly, as It should be, will decide the 
winning of the prize. A box of Turk¬ 
ish sweetmeats would be fetching as a 
reward of good work In the game, or 
a pretty box In oriental Inlaid work 
would serve appropriately. 

For the good fouture of turkey ques¬ 
tions. get together twice as many blank 
cards, carte de vlslte size, as you have 
rlaycrs. We will say that the number 
of the company Is twenty persons. In 
this case you will need forty cards. On 
twenty of them write questions relating 
to Turkey and the Turks. On the other 
remaining twenty write the answers to 
these questions. The questions ran he 
taken from any good book on the sub¬ 
ject. hut car*’ should be used In select¬ 
ing such as the average American could 
be required to know. 

When the forty cards have been writ¬ 
ten. put the questions In one bowi and 
the answers In another.

The answers 
bowi follows, and all players dip Into 
this also. If a player thinks he has re¬ 
ceived from the answers bowl an nn- 
sw’er to his question he retains the 
cards In hand and ceases to play But 
If he considers that the answer he holds 
belongs to some other question he re¬ 
turns the card to the bowl It came 
from and draws again. No consulta¬ 
tion with regard to cards*ls allowed. 
Question cards cannot be returned All 
player** who succeed In answering their 
questions correctly draw among them¬ 
selves for a rlcely Illustrated book of 
travels In Turkey. 

Answers to questions should be *»x- 
prised very concisely, and In a way 
which does not reneat the nue«tlon For 
example. Whnt does the Turk call his 
god° Allnh. W’hat Is the religion of 
Turkov* Tslam. What Is the title of 
the ruler* Pultun Bv whom was Pon- 
etantlrople foif'd^d* Fmneror 
t|ne How Is Mahomet regarded by the 
Turks? As a prophet.

How Elephants Are Fed. 

Elephants in the Indian army are fed 
twice a day. When meal time arrive* 
they are drawn up before plLs of food. 
Each animal’s breakfast Includes ten 
pounds of raw’ rice d»ne up In two- 
pound packages. The rice Is wrapped 
In leaves and then tied with grass. At 
th** command "Attention!" each ele¬ 
phant raI m Its trunk ar.d a package Is 
thrown into Its capacious mouth. By 
this method of feeding not a single 
grain of rice is waated. 
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THE COMING GAME FOR GIRES. X 
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This game can be played by boys as 
well as girls, but the boys are almost 
footbali crazy at this time of year, and 
can hardly be persuaded to play any¬ 
thing else. Still, this game is a game of 
skill and not one of strength, and If the 
boys can be induced to try It. they will 
find that the girls can play it quite as 
well. If not. better, than their brothers. 

The game Is Intended to give the girls 
all the fun of a game of hockey without 
Its rough features, and those who have 
played it say that It Is even me re ex¬ 
citing than baj-ket ball and net marly ro 
rough. The game is played by e ghieen 
girls, nine on a side, and is equally well 
adapted to out-of-doors or a gym¬ 
nasium. 

Two goals, similar to those used In 
football, but smaller, are erected, 100 
yards apa-*., with a cross bar connect¬ 
ing the poets six feet from the ground. 

The "ring" Is a wooden ring one Inch 
thick and five Inches In diameter, wound 
tightly with tape, such as Is used for re¬ 
pairing bicycle tires. This is to prevent 
any Injury to the players If they should 
chance to get struck wKh It. 

Each player Is furnished with a light 
stick called a "rapier," like the handle 
of a croquet mallet, three feet long, ta- 


be the time-keeper, or th^re may be an¬ 
other official for that duty. 

The players each have regular posi¬ 
tions. as in football, boeket ball or 
hookey. There are two goal tenders « u 
each side, who stand directly fcn front 
of their goal and defend it from the 
attacks of the other Hide, whose objeot 
Is to throw the ring between the goal 
posts and over the oroeMlor. About t*n 
ysird* in front of the goal tender 
stands cover pint No. 1. Her part of 
tihe game !* to d*efend the ground In 
front of her gi*d and to stop rushes by 
the other side. Ten yard.* In front of 
her Is cover point No. •*, wi>oac game is 
to stop any sodden rue>n of the enemy 
down the side lines, to capture the ring, 
if |K>s*lble. or to check the rt eh until 
other players of her e de reach t he ?p «t. 
Ten yards before the cover points stand 
the three forwards or the rush Lne. 
w^ho constantly attempt to carry the 
ring down the field to their opponents' 
goal. Of course, the forwards of the 
opposite side try to check this move¬ 
ment before It Is well begun, but If the 
ring Is carried past them the covtc 
points are ther*- to nrv^t the rush. 

In front of the f.vrward# aire two 
"scouts," wdvo seize every chanoe to se¬ 
cure the rng, but whose main duty b» 
to keep well in advance of the forwards 
of their own side, wherever thee** for¬ 
wards may be carried by the game, In 
order to catch the ring and score a 
"goal” the moment a ft»rward gets It 
and passes It on bo them. 

If the ring Is throwm 1>ehlnd the gio.1 
line a player must pin it to the ground 
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pering to a blunt point on the end. This 
may be as light or as heavy as you wish, 
but you wIH find the lighter ones the 
best. 

The players thrust the ends of their 
"rapiers’* through the ring and pass It 
to each other by a quick throw. The 
ring can be caught on the rapier, but 
never by hand. If a player forgets lhe 
rules and graeps the ring with her hand. 
If only for an Instant, her side loses the 
ring, and one player of the other side Is 
allow* d to make a free throw from 
wherever the ring may be at that lime. 

A player may advance the ring down 
the field only by throwing It to another 
player of her side wh< is nearer the 
opponent’s goal. This player tries to 
catch the ring on her rapier, and ad¬ 
vance It in her turn, while the other 
side try to stop this Invasion of their 
territory by striking the ring with their 
sticks, knocking it away from her to a 
player of their own side, or by catching 
It themselves. If a player should iry 
to carry’ the ring down the field on her 
stick or with her hand, her side lrs s 
the ring and the other aide is allowed a 
free throw. But a player having caught 
the ring in midair on 1 er rapier may 
cry "Free!" and she Is entitled to throw 
it without hindrance from the other 
side. who. however, may try to catch It 
after It has left her stick. 

Each side trie* to throw the ring over 
the crossbar between the goal posts of 
the other side, scorln a g< a!, which 
counts five points or. fai ing to do this, 
to carry It behind the "goal line," nve 
feet behind the goal posts, which counts 
one point. 

Three periods are played, of ten min¬ 
utes ♦*aoh. and the side having sc*r d 
the greatest number of points at the 
end of this time Is winner 

A referee, whose rul -ng is absolute, 
follows the players to keep th** game 
free from fouls. The referee may also 


with her rapfier before She can score a 

"ring." 

There Is no game for girls tihe* superior 
of this as on exeralee In tralnlr^r °t 
mind or eye. or as a healthful recrea¬ 
tion. There are no rough features such 
as are recognized parts of other games; 
and the players depend sokiy upon 
speed, skill, and. above all, team work, 
to win. There .» no "line bucking." but 
Instead a lightning succession of parses, 
beautiful to see and making the pret¬ 
tiest kind of "open play." While the 
game partakes of features of foouball, 
lacrosse and hockey. It is infinitely su¬ 
perior to all of them in polbt of 
science, a ml It has none of the objec¬ 
tionable roughness oormnxm to each. It 
may be called the "princess of sports." 
Its necessary equipments are cheap 
and easily obtainable, wiilati brings the 
game within the reach of ail.

WOOD SAYS THERE ARE NONE. 


Court of Claims Orders the Sheriff Not 
To Pay For Mine Guards 
Ordered. 


NEW JUDGE URGES MILITIA. $ 


Madtsonvllle, Ky.. Nov. 16.—[Special ] 
—There have been many developments 
In the strike situation her* to-day. The 
most important were the notice served 
on District President Wood, of the 
United Mine Workers, by Adjt. Oen. 
Murray and the action of the County 
£ourt of Claims which held a special 
meeting here to-day. Oen. Murray 
called on Mr. Wood at his office here 
and notified him that all the foreign 
elements (meaning the union miners 
who live outside this mining district) 
now In the union camps must leave at 
once. He also notified him that any 
demonstration or show of force or any 
attempt at intimidation would not be 
tolerated. Gen. Murray has been of 
tl.e opinion all along that the disorder 
and lawlessness which Las prevailed 
hero has been brought about by non¬ 
residents, and that the worst elements 
from other districts adjoining this had 
been imported In here, and he la deter¬ 
mined to rid the county of this class of 
people. 

Wha/t action Mr. Wood and the other 
union officials will take on the orders 
Issued by Gen. Murray Is not known at 
present. Mr. Wood only returned to 
the city this morning. Immediately 
after his arrival he was waited on by 
Deputy United States Marshal Larue, 
who served the notice of the temporary 
restraining order granted the Relnecke 
Mining Company agilnst the United 
Mine Workers by Judge Walter Evans. 
Later he was visited by Gen. Murray, 
who gave him the orders mentioned 
above. Mr. Wood Informed Gen. Mur¬ 
ray that he did not know there were 
Any foreign agitators In the union 
vamps, but that he would make if thor¬ 
ough investigation and would Inform 
him by letter as to the results of bis 
investigations. 

• • • 

Says All Are Local Men. 

Mr. Wood gave out the following 
statement to the press this evening: 

I arr.ved in the city this morning. I 
have not had sufficient time to acquaint 
mvself with the general conditions of the 
cm.re field. However, there is no sign of 
any trouble at any of thr mines. Un i* 1 
States Marshal Laru** served the Injun-v i 
i.on not:** uii me this monm;'. 1 will 
do my utmost to comply with Its pro¬ 
visions. 1 see no reason why such action 
should have been taken by the courts, 
as the union men are not camped close 
to the mines, no one will deny that a 
set of men have the right to assemble 
themselves together as long as they are 
peaceable. Thero are no set of Imported 
men in the camps, as his been allnpl. 
all are former employe* of the vurlous 
coal companies in this district who hnvo 
been discharged by the companies be¬ 
cause of their affiliation with the union, 
and arc in camp because they can be her- 
ter cured for by the union. I was In¬ 
formed by Adit. Gen. Murray that we 
were not to allow imported men fr> re¬ 
main in the camps, amt upon a close In¬ 
vestigation l find none, na previously stat- ,

Judge-elect Urges Militia. 


County Judge-elect C. C. Givens, who 
haa been coneulted by Gen. Murray re¬ 
garding the situation here, mode hla po¬ 
sition known to-day by the following 
letter addressed to Oov. Beckham: 

Madlsonvllle. Ky., Nov. 16.—To. Gov. J. 
C. W. Beckham. Frankfort, Ky.—Dear 
Sir: On Thursday. November 14, Adjt. 
Oen. Murray held a talk with me. during 
the course of which he expressed appre¬ 
hension concerning the situation In Hop- 
kina county, and asked if 1 could mig* 
re*t any plan to relieve (he serious coa¬ 
lition of affairs. The conversation was 
entirely casual upon my part and wholly 
unsought. I gave Gen. Murray my opin¬ 
ion in the matter, and 1 have since under - 
; :h it m> views :•.* < m •* - * i t - hi'ii 
have been communicated In whole or In 
part to you. which was also unsought. In 
order that there may be no misapprehen¬ 
sion us to my views, as there generally 
Is when matters of this sort are pussed 
from one to another. I take the liberty 
to put them In writffig and make them 
public, so that all may know my atti¬ 
tude on the mutter and that responsibili¬ 
ty may rest where It belongs. 

1 told the Adjutant General substantial¬ 
ly that if 1 were now County Judge, us 
1 soon would be. and being in full touch 
with the situation. I would ask you us 
Governor to Immediately send troops to 
Hopkins county, to be placed principally 
at Earlirtrton. Merton's Gap and St. 
Charles, three towns controlled by the 
St. Bernard Coal Company, for the fol¬ 
lowing purposes:, For the purpose of 
opening these toims to free speech and 
free access for the urtlon men. which they 
claim U denied them. I stated that in 
my opinion these places hod been so 
controlled that free speech and free ac¬ 
cess and consultation with the men at 
work for tho »t. Bernard CoaJ Company 
w’ore impracticable, that I would ask 
that troops be kept there a sufficient 
length of time to Insure a permanent 
condition along this line. Also for the 
purpose of protecting ibe property of 
the coal companies, which tl:«y believe 
Is in danger, ami to prevent disorders 
Which they claim would result if these 
towns war* thus opened; that as soon as 
these towns were thus opened to the 
peaceful entrance of the unton^organlx- 
ers. they would be placed tn full poescs- 
■4an of their legal right to ffieavor by 
peaceful means to unconlze these menes 
and the coal companies would be af¬ 
forded all necessary' protection by the 
presence of the militia.

Washington. Nov. 16.—[Special.]—At 
the approaching session of Congress one 
or more bills will be Introduced In the 
House to supplement and strengthen 
the act of March 14. 1900, known a a the 
gold standard law. Mr. Overstreet, of 
Indiana, who Is regarded as the author 
of the gold standard law. and a mem¬ 
ber of the Banking Committee, has pre¬ 
pared a bill, the purpose of which Is to 
require the Secretary of the Treasury 
to exchange on demand gold coin for 
standard silver dollars. The present 
law makes ft the duty of the Secretary 
to maintain all fbrms of Government 
money at parity, but leaves much to 
his discretion, and It Is with a view of 
correcting this and making the ex¬ 
change mandatory that the Overstreet 
bill has been prepared. If such a bill 
should be enacted a Secretary of the 
Treasury hostile to maintaining the 
gold standard could not send gold to a 
premium in case of a monetary panic 
or great stringency by paving out sil¬ 
ver dollars for current obligations. The 
bill will doubtless encounter the oppo¬ 
sition of those who fear lta enactment 
would threaten eerlously the gold re¬ 
serve. 

It Is understood Mr. Lovering, of 
Massachusetts, also of the Banking 
Committee, will Introduce a bill In the 
first days of the session, the purpose of 
which is to give greater elasticity to 
1 national bank note circulation and ex¬ 
pansion to the currency during the sea- 
| son for moving crops and at other pe¬ 
riods w’hen there Is unusual demand 
for money In legitimate business chan¬ 
nels.

Civil Service For Rural Mail Carriers. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—Secretary 
Hitchcock has disbarred William C. 
tJuderus, an attorney of Sturgis, S. D.. 
from practicing before the Interior De¬ 
partment because of criticisms alleged 
lo have been made by the latter on the 
late President McKinley. The letter 
written by Secretary Hitchcock, In 
which this action Is taken, explains the 
department’s proceeding and gives the 
reason for it. It reads In part ns fol¬ 
lows; 

Under date of October 11. 1901. copies of 
certain papers on flic In the department 
were forwarded lo you wh«rvln you w« ro 
charge with having expressed your sat¬ 
isfaction and grallflcotlon at the recent 
national calamity resulting In the death 
of our late President, William McKinley, 
at a lime when th* whole country wa* 
plunged In grief, and was deploring the 
dastardly and Inhumanly murderous at¬ 
tack on the ITesident by making u-e of 
the following language: ”1 am glad of It. 


and I hope he will die. ns there win he 
one tyrant kss.” 

You were at the same time cited to show 
cause within thirty days from that dale 
why you should not be disbarred from 
practice by n ason of your language as 
ulrove .set forth. 

In reply you do not deny using such lan- 
guagv sut .st&ntttlly as charged, but con¬ 
tend that a different construction might 
be placed on the same, if the witnesses 
thereto were subjected to cross-examina¬ 
tion. alleging that the remarks used by 
you were due to thoughtlessness and ex¬ 
citability and Immediately regretted; 
moreover that you have already suffered 
sufficiently through local influences, all 
of w hich should be considered In extenua¬ 
tion of your offense. 

This explanation is r.ot »*tlsfaetory and 
cannot be accepted In m!tiguT!on, or In 
condonation of the cruel language u»«d by 
you on the occasion in quo tton and no 
good reason is advanced why a pronlbl- 
lory order should not b« Issued in your 
_*a*e. 

Iti view of your reprehensible conduct In 
the premises. It is order- d that you no 
longer he recognized a* attorney or agent 
in the prosecution of any rlnlm or other 
matter befort the department or any of 
Its hure&ua.

Dead Man's Body Expected To Be Sent 
From Little Rock To-day. 


THE EXAMINATION HERE. 


TERRIBLE DESTRUCTIVE POWER 

OF NEW TWELVE=INCH RIFLE 


Would Put the Mightiest Man-of-War Out of Action 
aud Would Paralyze All the Sailors It 
Did Not Kill. 


Washington. Nov. 16.—-The only of- 
, flclal report so far received at the War 
i Department of the result of yesterday's 
test of the Guthmann gun at Sandy 
Hook Is comprised In the following brief 
telegram to Gen Buffington, tho Chief 
of Ordnance, from Maj. Babb, the senior 
officer representing that department at 
Handy Hook; 

“First Gathmann shell exploded on 
the surface of the plate without ma¬ 
terial effect. But the 12-lnch shot pen¬ 
etrated toe plate and completely wreck¬ 
ed the structure in the rear.” 

The ordnance officers and the artil¬ 
lery experts at the War Department are 
pleased with the excellent work of the 
army 12-lnch rifle referred to In the 
above telegraphic report. 

Col. Randolph. Chief of Artillery, aatd 


the test proved that It was probable to 
drive a 12-lnch shell through the side 
of an Ironclad and to explode Jt with 
precision In the interior. The ship does 
not float, he said, that could withstand 
the effects of such aff explosion in her 
Interior. It certainly tvould paralyze 
all the sailors it did not kill, and would 
put the ship out of action. 

Maj. Smith, one of the ordnance ex¬ 
perts. declared that this was the first 
time in the history of the ordnance that 
an explosive shell had been put through 
an 11-lnch plate of this quality. It was 
a striking demonstration of the claim 
of the Ordnance, Department that It had 
developed the best high explosive and 
fuse in the world The department now 
pos»e«Hes two explosives of this charac¬ 
ter, with on* which the shell was fired 
yesterday. The fust* wa-s developed by 
Capt. Dunn at the Frankfort arsenal.

A new theory has been advanced In 
the mystery connected with Newell C. 
Rathbun. who has confessed conspiracy 
to defraud the Metropolitan Insurance 
Company, hut who denies that he killed 
Charles Goodman, the tramp, whose 
dead body was found In the Falls City 
Hotel. In Jeffersonville. November 7, 
and for a short time was believed to be 
the remains of Rathbun. 

Rathbun. since his transfer from 
Louisville to the Jeffersonville Jail, was 
asked to repeat an assertion made by 
him that he Intended to kill Goodman. 
He replied: 

”Y€»s, It Is true that I did intend to 
kill the man. You know what was to 
he done with tlue body. Honest. 1 was 
surprised when l went Into Goodman's 
room and found him dead. I had not ex¬ 
pected It so soou.” 

"When was It your Intention to kill 
him?” 

”In a couple of days. I was Just 
'getting him Into condition.* I tell you I 
was as much surprised to And the mar. 
dead as you would he to enter a room 
and And a friend lifeless.” 

”Whnt do you mean by getting him 
•In condition?*” 

Rathbun made no reply. He was 
thoughtful for at least a minute. 

The supposition Is that If laudanum 
was not used to cause death. Rathhun 
had administered a drug calculated to 
make Goodman very sick, but at the 
same time not arouse suspicion. After 
keeping him 111 for r few da vs some 
fatal drug, chloroform, might b> used, 
and the Inference, probably, w*ould he 
that Goodman, a friendless mnn, with¬ 
out money, having letters In his pocket 
from his wife. In one of which she beg- 
ged him not to kill himself, had killed 
himself or succumhed to heart failure, 
superinduced by illness. Goodman was 
Jupt the subject for a plan of this na¬ 
ture. He whs emaciated. 

Goodman had been registered under 
an assumed name, with his full knowl¬ 
edge. He told Mike Fitch, his friend, 
so. and Fitch informed Chief of Detec¬ 
tives Sullivan and Detective Martin 
Donahue of that fact. Fitch. In speak¬ 
ing of the incident said: 

’’Goodman, hilarious from drink, and 
over the fact that he had found such 
an ’easy mark.’ ve he s>oke of the man, 
laughed when he said: *De guy wrote 
down a name for me and I’ve fergot it. 
I must ask him my name.’ ” 

The tramp know his employment In¬ 
volved deception, and caring nothing 
about that, he would n. ver have 
thought of disclosing his identity at the 
hotel had he been asked to explain any¬ 
thing. However. It Is reasonably safe 
to assume that Goodman would have 
been In such a condition that for him to 
talk would have, been an Impossibility. 

Rathhun has said that he did not use 
laudanum Yesterday he asked: 

"Has that body been brought hack 
from LI ale Rock? I hope It will be. 
1 am anxious that a post mortem will 
be held. No laudanum will be found In 
the man’s stomach." 

It has been decided that Dr. D. C. 
Peyton, of Jeffersonville, and Dr. Kns- 
tenblne will conduct the post mortem. 
When the remains of Goodman reach 
Jeffersonville from IJttle Rock. Dr. 
Peyton, in the presence of Prosecutor 
Mayfield and Coroner Coots, will re¬ 
move the stomach and parts of other 
organs, place them In Jars which he 
will seal, and then send them to Dr. 
Knstenblne for analysis. Several days 
will be re*4Uired to determine the con¬ 
tents of the man’s stomach. 

Deputy Sheriff A. B. Chichester, 
who, accompanied by Emil T. Gloeokler. 
c ame to Jeffersonville from Little Rock 
and Identified Ruthuun. wired Sheriff 
Rave evening that he had reached 
home safely. He- expressed his appre¬ 
ciation of the kindnesses shown himself 
and Mr. Gloecxler by the officers in Jef¬ 
fersonville nnd Louisville. 

Now that Chichester Is at home nnd 
can personally assure Coroner Young 
thnt the body In Little Rock Is not that 
of Rathbun. It is supposed the corpse 
will be started north to-day. 

Deputy Sheriff Chichester has handled 
the Rathbun case In Little Rock for 
the Metropolitan Company and he has 
rendered valuable aid to the company. 

While here he Intimated that several 
sensations would develop when Rath- 
bun Is placed on trial for his life in Jef¬ 
fersonville. 

Deputy Sheriff Henry Childers, of 
Memphis. Mo., has written to Snerlff 
Rave for a picture of Rathbun. He 
says from the pictures he has seen in 
the papers be knows Hathbur.. 

Rathbun is not worried to the extent 
that he has failed to notice that his 
new trousers do not fit. They are too 


Chief Sullivan Deluged With Letters 
On Rathbun. 

Capt. Sullivan, Chief of Detectives, Is 
receiving letters from all parts of the 
country Inquiring about the attempt of 
N. C. Rathbun to defraud the Metropol¬ 
itan Life Insurance Company. 

That tho story has been read In every 
quarter of the land is shown by the 
number of States which the writers 
represent. 

A Sioux City. To., citizen says: 
"Can’t you prove that the man you've 
gut under arrest Is not N. C. Rathbun? 
My name’s Nathan Rathbun, and t’ve 
g<»t relatives all over the country. They 
might make a mistake, you know, and 
think that It’s me that you’ve got.” 

Tho letters have been arriving since 
Wednesday and every mail brings In a 
dozen or so. They are read and then 
thrown into the waste backet. In all, 
probably 150 or 200 letters have been 
received. 

A letter from Indianapolis expresses 
sympathy for Rathbun. "He’s got nerve 
to try and beat an Insurance company.** 
It says, "and I’m for him. You made 
a great mistake In nailing him the way 
you did. You ought to have let him 
get away with it." The letter was not 
signed. 

one of the letters was from a "bum 
printer," who Is now In <’hlcago. ”I’ve 
been nil over this country/' he writes, 
"and set type In about every town of 
any account, but I never met that fel¬ 
low Rathbun He’s working you. nnd 
I’d stnnd him before a case before I’d 
take his word about being a printer." 

Most of the letters ask for a descrip¬ 
tion of the man c harged with murder. 
Some of the writers claim that they 
once knew a Rathbun whose picture 
resembled that published In the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal. nnd they usually conclude 
that they might be able to furnish some 
information 

So far not a letter has been received 
that contained Information of any 
worth. 

The detective* are awaiting a letter 
from Corp. Blanchard, but It Is hardly 
likely that he will disclose h!s where¬ 
abouts.

AROUND FREEZING. 


May Not Increase Sugar Tax. 

London. Nov. 16.—A stir has been 
created by tho rumor thut Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach (Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer) would Impose another tax of half 
penny per pound on sugar, although In¬ 
quiries by a representative of the As¬ 
sociated Press have resulted in the dis¬ 
crediting of the probability of any such 
action. It Is an unwritten rule of the 
Treasury that no Industry shall be 
tampered with two years running, and 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is not likely 
to break through hard and fast tradi¬ 
tions, however hard pushed he may be 
for fund* to carry on the war. 

Nevertheless the rumor has brought 
to light a curious condition of uffaits 
which would certainly favor the Gov¬ 
ernment should It decide to take such 
a step, despite the tax Imposed in the 
last budget. The British consumer Is 
now buying sugar more cheaply than 
before the tax was Imposed. This is due 
chiefly to the surplus, but also to whole¬ 
sale price-cutting by Germany, whose 
sugar trust Is causing the British trade 
the keenest apprehension. The action 
of these German firms will form one of 
the principal topics of the sugar con¬ 
ference. which Is to meet In Brussels 
December 14. Though the United Btates 
Government has not been Invited to 
•end a delegate to the conference, the 
Associated Press learns that It could he 
represented If It so desired, and one of 
the leading authorities on sugar In Eng¬ 
land I* now endeavoring to secure the 
attendance* of an American delegate at 
the meeting In Brussels. 

Until after the conference It can be 
definitely staled Sir Michael Hlrks- 
Beach will not take any action, and 
even then it Is Improbable that he will 
run the risk of further disintegrating 
business, which, on all sides, It Is de¬ 
clared. would be In a sorrowful plight. 

Replying io u correspondent, Sir 
Michael Hlcks-Bcach said coal tax 
would be continued next year, but Inti¬ 
mated that It would not be Increased. 
This will take n load off the minds of 
British coal mine owners, who have 
been especially exercised over the In¬ 
roads American coal ha* made on the 
cont Inen t.

David Belasco, claiming the play as hts. 
wpplied last week for a temporary’ In¬ 
junction to restrain Harrison Grey ’l*ka 
and his wife, Minnie Maddern Fiske. from 
producing the play, a hlch had been an¬ 
nounced as the work of Mrs. Burton 
Harrison. 

The plea for an Injunction was tried 
before Justice Lawrence, of the Supreme 
Court, who first announced that h*’ would 
deny the apptlcAllon. btU finally agreed 
to accept the papers and reserve his de¬ 
cision, although declaring that nothing 
could alter hts belief In the Justice of 
Mrs. Harrison's title to authorship. 

The trial as reported In the New York 
Times makes entertaining rra<Kng, und 
shows that Mrs. Harrison's feelings for 
Belosco are not as motherly as the theme 
of the play. Former Judge Dlttenhoefer 
opened the ball aa counsel for Belosco. 
The Times then says: 

“Judge Dlttenhoefer opened the argu¬ 
ment by endeavoring to show that Mrs. 
Harrison, at her own request, after hear¬ 
ing Mr. Belasco unravel the plot of the 
play, had been engaged by him to col¬ 
laborate with the playwright. 

•• *Thc plot was one dealing with moth¬ 
er's love and society,* said the lawyer, 
•and, as Mrs. Harrison was both a mother 
and a society woman, he thought that she 
could assist him mnterisJly In polishing 
off those details.* 

“Ex-Judge Dlttenhoefer said that after 
several consultations it was finally agreed 
that Mtb Harrison should try her hand 
at writing some dialogue.

Maude Adams’ opening In “Quality 
Street'* at the Knickerbocker Theater, on 


Monday evening, was the strongest ac¬ 
cession of the past week of the New York 
season. The story of the piny is already 
familiar to the readers of the dramatic 
columns. The views taken of It by some 
of the New York critics are, however, of 
Interest. 

Hillary Bell, writing for the Press, says: 
“The actress has a play this year which 
In alt matters Is the antithesis of her play 
last year. ‘L’Alglon* was powerful, po¬ 
etic, Napoleonic. ‘Quality Street* Is gen¬ 
tle, unimaginative and un-Napoleonlc. In 
Rostand's drama Miss Adams was filled 
with noble ardor for the cause of the 
French Emperor; In Barrie’s comedy she 
abhors the Little Corporal and loves hls 
enemies. Her present sweetheart Is an 
English soldier who has won his com¬ 
mission by gallantry at Waterloo; and In 
various matters of the performance It la 
proven that our young actress can change 
her disposition a* well as her colors. 

“The Scotchman's play Is no great work. 
But by her spirited and graceful art Miss 
Adams gives It great moments. It Is pos¬ 
sible that no other player of these times 
could take so little and make so much 
out of It. Miss Adams Illumines a quiet 
story and amends by her own force the 
author's lack of It. In no dramatic es¬ 
sential !s ’Quality 8treet’ to he compared 
with the same writer's 'Little Minister.* 
Yet the actress makes the one follow the 
other neatly and with sustained interest. 
It was purely a triumph of acting at the 
Knickerbocker last night, and Maude 
Adams received, as she deserved, the most 
cordial applause. 

“The story 1* simple as a landscape by 
Corot, but painted with the adroitness of 
Corot's brush. Fine sentiment here, and 
humor, and pathos, and clear reading of 
femininity. Barrie abounds In human na¬ 
ture, and he has left an abundance of It 
In 'Quality Street.' The charm of his 
comedy Is not In what ho has to say. hut 
how he says it. Without any ingenious 
strokes of invention he has contrived a 
pleasant love story, with a lass In love, 
and good humor, an excellent study of 
womanhood In Phoebe Throsscll. 

Files writes In the Sun: 'The new play 
at tho Knickerbocker Theater lost night 
couldn't have got along very well with¬ 
out Maude Adams, because hardly any 
other actress could have made Its hero¬ 
ine a delightfully quaint creature. But 
Imbued with Mis* Adnms* peculiar charm 
of nature and art, which no one seems to 
even try to resist, James M. Barrie's 
'Quality Street' had no chance to fall. 
This is not meant to convey the Idea that 
the author has written weakly. To tho 
contrary, he has dextrousiy provided a 
rule valuable for none other than a dainty 
nml subtle artist. • • • •

T UB first fall meeting of tho 
Douglas Park Racing Associa¬ 
tion closed yesterday with th« 
best card of the meeting. Five 
really excellent races were derided, and 
while the public lost money on the after¬ 
noon becauae of the dcfeAt of the favor¬ 
ites. nobody had "any kick coming." and 
as each of the race* w*as truly run every¬ 
body seemed satisfied. 

By long odds It was the best programme 
offered by the association during the thir¬ 
teen days of racing, the third event on the 
card. In which Salve, Skill man. lluntresss 
and Pharoah wero entered, being one of 
tho beat races, from the standpoint of 
class, which has been offered to local 
turf patrons In years; and this does not 
except the contests at Churchill Downs. 

As a matter of fact, euch race was a 
fine betting proposition, as each horse In 
all of thr five event* seemed to have a 
splendid chance, and each was well played 
by the talent and public. The crowd was 
the largest of tho week, and speculation 
was lively, the books quitting winner on 
the day because out of the five races 
Buccleuth was tho only decided favorite 
to - win the money, though those which 
won wero well played. It was another 
cold, raw day. and the slxe of the crowd 
was surprisingly large. 

After the last race had boon decided 
Judge John Morrow, of Nashville, who 
officiated In the Judges* stand, said: "The 
meeting has been a big surprise to me. 
It ha* undoubtedly been tho best fall 
meeting I ever officiated at There have 
been but two close decisions which the 
public objected to, und white no one hod 
any kick on cither of these occasions. It

It 1ms been a clean, nice meeting, and I 
only hope that I w*lll get to come back 
here next year."

IS IT “CLARK” OR “CLARKE?” UP THE OUTSIDE WALL.

OF THE EXPLORER’S NAME. 


DR. COUES IS BEST AUTHORITY. 


Washington. Nov. 16.—The Post says: 

• Considerable discussion has been 
caused among students of history re¬ 
garding the manner in which the name 
of Capt. William Clark, or Clarke. Is 
spelled on the new United States note 
for $10 which has Just been Issued by 
the Treasury Department, and which 
bears vignette portraits of Capt. Mer¬ 
it wether Lewis and William Clark, the 
commanders of the famous expedition 
which flrst explored the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritory. It is claimed by a number of 
persons that the name should be spelled 
Clarke, and numerous authorities ars 
quoted, all of which proclaim that the 
final "e" should be used. 

A number of dusty volumes relating 
to the exploring expedition occupy space 
on the shelve* of the library of the 
Geological Survey, and should an at¬ 
tempt be made to take writers of theno 
books as authority on the subject the 
discussion would go on forever, be¬ 
cause they do not agree among them¬ 
selves One man. Patrick Gass, who 
accompanied the expedition as a ser¬ 
geant of Infantry, wrote an account of 
the long journey, in which he spells th© 
name of his commander both ways. 
Other writers and essayists contend 
that the name was Clark. Among the 
1 citier is Dr. Elliott Coues, a former 
secretary of the Geological Survey, 
and for a number of years a surgeon 
In the army. pr. Coues Is recognised 
hs the best authority on the subject of 
the Northwest expedition, and on page 
7 of the preface to the first volume of 
his account of th* exploration he says: 

**I hav» punctiliously preserved the 
orthography of proper names, except¬ 
ing Capt. Clark s, which was whongiy 
•Clarke/ and Is now correctly spelled." 

Dr. Con n ? refers In tn© above par.snge 
to the original notes of both Capts. 
Lewis and Clark when he mentions 
that he observed the proper spelling 
and use of proper names, because of 
the qunlnt manner In which the original 
story was written. Neither of the ex¬ 
plorers wrote an account of his trav¬ 
els. but they made copious notes on 
their way through the country. nnd 
from these notes ail the histories of the 
expedition are based.

The offttl&ls 
of the Treasury Department and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing dis¬ 
claim any Intention Of Issuing the note 
In a commemorative s» nee.

ing torch in her extended hand and the 
globe behind her. 

The expedition, which the note In a 
measure commemorates, was sent out 
under authority of an act of Congress, 
approved by President Jefferson. Janu¬ 
ary 18. 1803, which provided for the *x- 
plonttfcm of tbe territory which had re¬ 
cently been acquired from France in 
the Louisiana Purchase. Mr. Jr-flensm 
wa-q much intere.etod In the project per¬ 
sonally. amd appointed ns the comman¬ 
der of the party Capt Meriwether I>?w- 
1s. s native of Charlolt^ville. Vn.. and 
a cloye personal friend of the President. 
<\»pt Lewis held the rank of Captain 
of infantry In the United States army, 
and was Mr. Jefferson's private seer - 
tary at the time of his appointment to 
head the exploring party. As second In 
command. Oapt. Lewis elected Capt. 
William Clark, also a native of Virgin¬ 
ia. but at the time of his appointment 
a reside nt of St. Louis,, and a retired 
Captain of militia. Capt Clark received 
from the President a commission oa 
Second Lieutenant In the corps of ar¬ 
tillerists,

Traveled a Long Distance. 

The exploring party Included two 
companies of Infantry from the army, 
numbering In all forty-three men. The 
explorers*entered the Valley of the Mis¬ 
souri river May 14. 1804. and proceeded 
in tu up the river. One of the 

parties took bouts and traveled by wa¬ 
ter. while the other proceeded on land. 
On November 1. 1S(H. they had covered 
miles, and went into winter quar¬ 
ters. While here the party revised its 
purveys of the river and completed the 
accounts of the voyage up the mighty 
Missouri The surveys were made hv 
Capts. Lewis and Chirk and were cor¬ 
rect'd by frequent observations of lati¬ 
tude anil longitude. 

April 8. 1805. the exploring expedition 
left Its winter quarters and proceeded 
on Its Journey. It followed the course 
of the Missouri to Its headwaters and 
then struck out across country. The 
party covered over 3,000 miles and pass¬ 
ed through portions of what are now 
the States of Missouri. Kansas. I"wa. 
Nebraska, S nth Dakota. North Dak tr. 
Montana. Idaho, Washington and Ore- 
! gon. From April. ItvOS. until August. 
^ JRW, the party was without c .mmunlea- 
[ tlon with the rest of the world. The 
expedition returned to the States In 
September, 1806. after having practically 
I, explored and surveyed a new world. 
| which after mony years was occupied 
| by settlers.

New York. Nov. 15. — A Washington 
telegram to the Sun says: 

F. S. Southerland, the champion 
climber of the world, who Is known 
throughout the United States and In 
Europe as the "Human Fly," was In 
consultation to-duy with Chief Clerk 
Taylor, of the Post-office Department, 
and a number of other Government offi¬ 
cials. For some time the question has 
been seriously considered of erecting 
a tlfty-foot flagstaff on the main tower 
of the Post-office building and trans¬ 
ferring to this pole the time ball that 
now falls at exactly noon each day 
from the staff on the State, War and 
I Navy building, announcing to the 
j country the official time by the merid- 
I ian at Washington. The ball at the War 
Department staff can be seen only a 
j comparatively short distance away, as 
| the structure is not particularly high 
and has no central tower. Were the 
ball erected on the Post-office building, 
however, it would be over 400 feet from 
the ground, and, being centrally lo¬ 
cated. could be seen from all parts of 
the city and even from the Soldiers* 
Home Heights on the north and the 
"Basin" or harbor of the Potomac on 
the south. 

The erection of the staff and ball, 
however, appeared to be u very diffi¬ 
cult Job, and those steeple-climbers 
who were consulted on the subject ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that It would be 
necessary to erect a scaffolding from 
the base of the tower to Its apex, as 
the sides of the tower rise almost per¬ 
pendicularly for seventy-five or a hun¬ 
dred feet. The project had been nearly 
abandoned because of the vast amount 
of Work and trouble entailed and the 
comparative unimportance of the trans¬ 
fer of the time ball, when one of the 
officials heard of Southerland and sent 
for him to ask his opinion as to the 
practicability of the move. He laughed 
when told what was desired. 

"Easy?" he said. "Why, it's not 
worth while talking about. Tell me 
what you want me to do and when you 
want me to do It." 

Mr. Taylor asked the "Human Fly" 
whether he Intended to use a scaffold¬ 
ing or ropes, and. If ropes, how he In¬ 
tended to get them tto the top of the 
tower. 

Southerland, who Is built like a 
gladiator, laughed in a deep-chested 
basso and waved hls hand scornfully. 
"Ropes— scaffolds—I don’t utk* them. 
They are for amateurs. I walk up. 
That Is where I got the name of the 
’Human Fly.' ” 

"But. ray dear man/’ onld the chief 
clerk, despairingly, "you might as well 
try to walk up the wall of this room." 

"That's easy, too." said the Human 
Fly. 

He quickly opened a valise, donned 
an odd-looklng pair of shoes and a still 
more peculiar-looking pair of gloves, 
and, stepping to a side of the room 
clear of furniture, calmly walked up 
the wall until hls head touched the 
celling with as much ease and facility 
as If he were climbing a ladder. When 
he rame down and had removed hls 
suction shoes and gloves he was asked 
no more questions as to how he pro¬ 
posed to get the slender shaft and time 
ball on the top of the tower. 

The chief clerk will lay the matter 
of the erection of the pole and ball be¬ 
fore the Postmaster General, and 
Southerland will probably do hls sensa¬ 
tional climb some time In the near fu¬ 
ture.

May Walk Up Wafhlngton Monument 

While In Washington. Southerland 
contemplates asking the proper author¬ 
ities for permission to walk up the 
Washington monument—on the out¬ 
side, As the shaft Is 655 feet high and 
Its sides are perpendicular, Southerland 
was laughed at to-day when he men¬ 
tioned the matter. He promptly resent¬ 
ed the Implied disbelief and offered to 
blindfold Mr. Da* son. the Postmaster 
General's private secretary, equip him 
with the suction shoes and gloves and 
send him up outside of the Washington 
monument for a hundred feet or so. 

"You could not climb to the top," he 
said, "because you are not strong 
enough and are not used to the work. 
And l would have to blindfold you or 
you‘d get dizzy. But you couldn’t fall 
If you tried." 

Mr. Dawson, however, has declined 
the honor. 

The "Human Fly" Is perhaps as 
well. If not better, known In Europe 
than In this country. It was ho who 
put up the pole and halyards and rak ed 
the American Hag on the Eiffel Tower. 
In Paris; worked on the spires of the 
Cathedral, In Cologne. Germany, and 
climbed up the outside of the chemlcAl 
stack In Glasgow, Scotland, one of the 
tallest chimneys In the world. He has 
climbed the steeples of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral and Trinity church, In New 
York, and St. Paul’s, In London: climb¬ 
ed the national liberty pole on th© high¬ 
lands jf Naveslnk. N. J.: climbed the 
stnff on the World building. New York: 
the City Hall, of Philadelphia; the 
courthouse towers at San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles. Cal.: Sfegel-Cooper’a 
poles and stacks, in Chicago. and num¬ 
berless other lofty spires, shafts and 
steeples In all parts of the country, be¬ 
sides having erected and climbed any 
numVr of Government towers and 
poles from const to coast 

Southerland was formerly a sailor In 
the United States navy, and In rltmb- 
I Ing through the shrouds of the old- 
style frigates and sailing ships he ar- 
i qulred the absolutely Iron n*»rve and 
la/’k of ••nerves" that nmkes It posslhle 
| for him to pursue hls perilous voc^it'on. 
H© savs he does not expect to die a 
natural death, hut Intends to keep on 
| climbing anything In sight until his 
| lime comes. He said to-day that he 
had hod many falls, and that onro he 
dropped a distance of over 200 fe^t.

[London Telegraph.) 

A poor German watchmaker ha* jui*t 
achieved « wonderful vv*>rk of ingenuity 
and art. consisting • f an tistronomfcal 
Hnd calendar clock. Twenty-four years 
ago he wan fired lo attempt the task by 
a study of that famous horologies! mon¬ 
ument at fitrasburg Cathedral. He im¬ 
mediately began to execute tils design 
to excel even this surprising piece of 
ingenuity. For nineteen years he de¬ 
voted nil his time to the project. At on<^ 
time, his moans to*ng of the scantiest 
character, he had no alternative but to 
sell by degrees everything he could 
spar-. His wife, being extremely indig¬ 
nant at this procedure, brought her com¬ 
plaints before the local Msg.strate. He 
promised her his help, being convinced 
that a man's mind must be deranged 
wlio thought he could make an astro¬ 
nomical calendar clock even but passing 
that of fitrasbnrg His mental activity, 
and financial and domestic troubles told 
upon the patient worker, and at last his 
friends declared him insane. At the 
thought of patting from hln clock lie 
became more excited. lie was forthwith 
put into a straight waistcoat and sent to 
a lunatic asylum. At length he managed 
to regain hi* liberty, oti tile understand¬ 
ing that he remained under police sur¬ 
veillance. lb- found that his home wa? 
no place for him. so h*» J%-»urneyed to 
UarlHruhe {Baden), taking the clock and 
his tool* with him In this town h<- ob¬ 
tained. with the assistance of a privy 
councillor, free board and lodgings at 
th** permanent industrial exhibition 
After a stay of eighteen months he lo*» 
this place of refuge an l fled with hl« 
work by night to his son in Switzerland 
In Carisruhc he had been able to make 
some small savings, and a few friend* 
gave him assistance. The German Em¬ 
peror. though his Majesty thought his 
task hopeless, sent him a sum of money. 
At la«t the clock, however, was finished, 
but tho constructor had no funds f**r the 
case. On this occasion, a parish priest 
cam** forward with generous and un¬ 
selfish help, and the project was com¬ 
pleted.

Bright Sayings of the Late Lord Mor¬ 
ris, Chief Justice of Ireland.

Number lers storlc* are told of the wit 
of the late I>ovcJ Morris, formerly Lord 
Chief Justice of Irelund. His lordship 
hnd not a very high opinion of either 
the Intelligence or the straightforward- 
m*ss of |*oUticlnn«.

VN hen a dis- 
tlugulahol Had.cal bvgg«d to be lnfurin- 
cd how lung the snuggle ngain*i th* 
law In Ireland would be maintained 
after “rc*»»iup guvernment" had been 
really Instituted, Lord Morris* answer 
wji “one hour!”

It Is .*=ald. h most dls- 
tlnguvshcd otfici.il W45 *-ent over from 
Whitehall to Dublin, after a long corre¬ 
spondence on the side of the department 
ub*niT th** exi*?nditure of f»>*l in the 
court CH'im nnd Judge’s chamber, to 
obtain thv answer that rh- vigilant 
guardians of the public puxst- had failed 
to extract In writing. He was received 
I^j» 1 it«*!>■ by th • t-'ht^f Justice, who said 
that he would put him in communica¬ 
tion with the proper person; and. ring¬ 
ing the bell, w hich whs answered b*, the 

he remarks!, as he turned un hts heei 
and left the room "Mary, this is the 
man thit’s come about the coals.”

himself ‘the people.* ’’ 

In trying an abduction case Lord 
Morris addressed the Jury a* follows: 
"I am compelled to dlrc« t you to find 
a verdict of guilty in thin case, but 
you will cosily ae** that I think It is a 
trifling thing, which I regard as quite 
unfit to occupy my time. It Is mure 
valuable than yours. At any rale, it 
I* much better paid for. Find, there¬ 
fore, the prisoner guilty of abduction, 
which rests, mind ye, on four pointy- 
the father was not averse, the mother 
was not opposed* tho girl was willing, 
and the boy was convaynient. 4 ' 

Tho jury found the prlcom r guilty 
and the Judge sentenced him to remain 
in the dock till the rising of the court. 
Hardly had he delivered sentence than, 
turning to the Sheriff. Lord Morris 
said: “Let uh go.” turd looking ut tbe 
prisoner ho called across the court, 
“Marry th«* girl nt once, and God bless 
you both." 

Lord Morris always spoke In the 
melltflous brogue so characteristic of 
County Galway. He apparently gloried 
In IL “Thank God," he once said, “no 
one. drunk or s**b j r. could take me f »r 
anything but un Irishman.” It was 
this delightful brogu*- whl*-h helped to 
make his utterances so telling. He 
would sit for hours In the Privy Coun¬ 
cil chamber while his colleague* were 
pursuing the Bocratb im*th**d of In¬ 
vestigating Justice w hich Is so embar¬ 
rassing to counsel, und then, by one 
quiet remark, would elucidate it p int 
or suggest th»* real lssu»* in hulf-a- 
dosen words. On one occasion he wits 
taking part in one of the ecclesiastical 
Investigations which from time to time 
Occupy the attention of the council. 
When it earn* to hia turn to deliver 
iudfroent h« looked pound upon m> col- 
leagu**s. w-ho Included the late Lord 
MerscheJI and !#ord Watson. “One of 
us.” he hegiPn, “I* a Jew; another Is a 
Presbyterian; and. I. a* a Roman 
Catholic, yield to none of your lord- 
shlp* In ignore nee of the matter In 
band." \ 


POURING INTO MANILA. 


Thousands of Chinese Are Arriving 
There Each Week. 


(San FYanclsoo Chronicle.) 

A dispatch from Manila announces 
that “under the new law- Chinese 
arc pouring into Manila and quickly 
getting Into the provinces. During the 
past two wrecks 3.000 Chinese have 
rente in." Unfortunately.* we do not 
know what the “new law" 1*. It will 
be published in due time by the War 
Department, and be available, but its 
provisions have not been telegraphed, 
and. therefore, cannot he discussed. 
Under the Spanish laws they were re¬ 
stricted. The first Philippine commis 
slon took a great deal of testimony on 
the Chinese- question, and it is some¬ 
what conflicting Laws scent to have 
been changed, but It iippears that there 
was a substantial head tax. or wlml 
amounted to a head tax. which pre¬ 
vented their coming In large numbers 
While the testimony was conflicting as 
to the advisability of admitting th*m, 
It was unifortp In one respect All th*- 
Filipinos wanted them excluded, and 
all who desired to exploit the count!v 
desired that they be freely Admitted 
They do there what they do here—come 
without their families, and remit every 
dollar which they acquire to China. But 
they do more. Th*-y intermarry with 
the Filipino women and produce a race 
of mestizo* who possess all the bad 
qualities of both parents and very few 
of the good ones. 

If the Chinese are allowed free ac¬ 
cess Into the Philippines they will ex¬ 
terminate the Filipinos. Therr ian b*- 
no doubt of that whatever. They wlh 
crowd them out of every occupation 
and out of thf w*prld They wfll ir*f- 
nopollxeihe labor\aml the retail trad?* 
Th** Filipinos dread them and hat" 
them. There Is nu doubt that they cr 
more effective instruments for “dev 1- 
oplng the country.” For that reason 
the ♦•xploiters want them ns they want 
them h«-re.

In contact with the Chi¬ 
nese he will go down In the social scale, 
and Anally disappear from the earth 
It Is aeninst this that the Filipinos 
protest. We have the reputation In th*- 
arrhlpelBgo of having exterminated the 
races which once possessed this conti¬ 
nent. The reb^l leaders have constant 
1y held this terror before their peo¬ 
ple. By free admission of the Chines** 
we Justify the worst prophecies which 
our enemies have made. Our rich men 
will doubtless add to their riches by 
that course American exploiters are 
already on the ground Do the Ameri¬ 
can t>eot>le wish to take the responsi¬ 
bility of holding these people down by 
military force whll" t’hln **• coolies 
choke the life out of them? 


THE MAINE LUMBER CAMPS. 


Workmen There Are Well Fed Nowa¬ 
days That They May Do 
Moie Work. 


[Bangor. Me., Commercial.) 

Life in a Maine lumber camp, though 
by no means the pleasantest method 
one could choose for passing the winter, 
is fnr from being the terrible thing 
which many imagine. In the first place, 
practically all the lumber ramp* of to¬ 
day feed their men much better than 
many of the so-called hotels which are 
to be found In rural communities. Years 
ego sail pork and baked beans formed 
the principal articles of diet, and there 
WAS little else beside. All that is 
changed now. 

The average lumber operator realize* 
that in order to do theli best work his 
crew* must br properly fed. He rea¬ 
son* that the more nourishing food they 
get the more wonk they will do, and he 
see* that they shrill have nothing to 
complain or In the way of • stable*. 
In nearly all of the camp* four meals 
are served a day; breakfast generally 
before daylight, a luncheon of ginger¬ 
bread and tea during the forenoon, din¬ 
ner In the middle of the day and supper 
at night when the day's work has been 

ample ted. 

The w’t-ck’s menu nowadays generally 
comprises fresh nnd corned beef, salt 
fish, baked bean*, preserves ot* prunes, 
baked bread, pirkle*. gingerbread and 
plenty of tea und coffee. At many of 
the camps canned meats and vegetable* 
.ire nlso used to a greater or less *x- 
Iteni. 

The baked beans which are served to 
Maine lumbermen are famous all over 
the United States The beans are talked 
in u bole in the ground, are covered 
over with coals and are allowed to 
cook for twenty-four hours or more. 
Mo*t of the woo ls «’ook* are extremely 
proficient in <«>ok1ng beans In this 
mariner, and the average uoodsman Is 
ext remedy fond of them. 

Perhaps the hardest single- thing in 
the life of the lumb. nrmn I* th*- num¬ 
ber of hours in which he D actually at 
work every day. At all well-reguiabd 
camps the lt\on are aroused, given 
breakfast and sturttHl out In season to 
begin work ui the «tut up by daylight. 
From then until darkr.es>* settles down 
Into the woods they nre engaged In 
hard, mu*1 —Mi tmlng work, which, 
however, renders tb**m tough nnd its 
healthy ns It Is i»o*slble for men to be. 
Few of them or* ever heard to compluin 
of the labor. 

The peculiarity of Maine luinb-rmcn, 
and perhaps of lumbermen ail over the 
world Is that few ot thorn save even 
the smallest portion of their winter's 
wages, when camp Is broken and they 
gel back io civilization again. It ltus 
been so since the lumbering Industry 
first was commenced iu Maine.

itor against himself. 

Accomplished Alpine Hindu-rs say 
that most of the deaths are due to tho 
rccklessm-ss or foolishness of the tour¬ 
ists. although. »»f course, occasionally/ 
an avalanche or an Ui.av*>ldabte acci¬ 
dent rut* off a man who has made 
mountain-climbing a life study.

The Bicycle Fool. 


The use of the bicycle In the Alps 
ha* Increased the death list consid¬ 
erably. Th»- man who risks suicide 
wllh th** aid of u wheel tows the branch 
of a tre*» after him to serve ns a brake. 
Bicycle and branch arc conn**cted by 
a rope. The tope only has to break 
to ruu*o an accident: und It often does. 

The ro|v-aiift-branch bicyclist Is a 
species or sllly-bllly that should be 
strongly discouraged. If a man insists 
on killing himself he sh mid at least 
do it quietly nnd In reclusion, and not 
spill his blood over pleasure-seekers 
who have never harmed him and Whose 
holidays are spoiled by these Alpine 
tragedies. 

Many of the fatalities are due to a 
spirit of bravado—the same spirit ex- 
h» tly that makes a boy do some reck¬ 
less thing simply because another boy 
has said to him: “I dare you; J double- 
dare you!"

It Is this spirit that should be dis¬ 
couraged. If the reckless mou talneer 
were generally regarded by his fellow- 
creatures a* the nuisance and fool that 
he N, instead of being looked upon as 
a hero, fewer silly “feats" would bo 
attempted. 

There comes us one ascend* to un¬ 
accustomed hi lg.::* a Btrai * buoyancy 
of spirit Everything se» ms possible 
1 Igl jro . go thi high 1 >on « ami 
to go, Even the mm who left sea level 
with a norma) mind loses his mental 
btianre.

It would i>e cruel to criticise all those 
who lose their lives in the bl*»od-stained 
Alps, but u strong sentiment should b»* 
«*»t up that will s*np gr.-wti men from 
defibamtoly courting :i fool's death. 

If the fool left ro ove hehlfd to suf¬ 
fer erlrf, shock or discomfort from his 
performance it w’ould not mutter so 
r*’u h. but the result* of his act are 
highly Uf 1 pl«*'YSA**t f* r the survK'ors. 
« r '1 th* Alph'e tragedies con him? to 
tlnir** a trip to Switzerland with melan¬ 
choly.

A Crime To Be n Fool. 

In future ages It may be that the 
community will make It a penal of 
fense to be a fool. Nowadays It Is not. 
the law regarding only the Intent of 
the subject But as we progress we 
may be able to read In the police re¬ 
ports from Bow street: “John Doe was 
sent to prison for six months yester¬ 
day upon the charge of being a fool, 
thereby infringing the statute In that 
case made and provided. Evidence was 
produced showing that the prisoner 
recklessly endangered his life and the 
lives of others by rocking a boat on 
th* Thames The court announced that 
It Intends to deal more harshly In fu¬ 
ture with all fools brought befon? It. 
and Inflict the maximum oenalty of 
ten vara' penal servitude." 

If there w»ere a law against being a 
fool it tei pretty certain that a large 
number of Alrdn** climbers would be 
prosecuted immediately.
